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GRENADA DOCUMENTS: 

AN OVERVIEW AND SELECTION 



INTRODUCTION 

BY MICHAEL LEDEEN AND HERBERT ROMERSTEIN 

The military action by the United States and the members of the 
Organization of Eastern Caribbean States (OECS) in October 1983 
brought to a close the four-year rule of the New Jewel Movement 
( NJM ) on the island of Grenada. During their stay on Grenada, the 
combined forces found a considerable body of documents, constituting 
an extensive archive of the NJM regime. There were roughly 35,000 
pounds of material, ranging from official government treaties, 
orders, minutes, and correspondence to personal diaries, telexes to 
and from many foreign countries, and bank documents concerning the 
finances of government and party leaders. Rarely has such a 
complete documentary picture of a Communist state been available to 
Western students. The entire lot is being made available to 
scholars and other interested parties through the National Archives 
in Washington. 

Pending completion of the Grenada archive, we were asked to 
assemble a cross-section of documents to give a preliminary picture 
of Grenada during the rule of Maurice Bishop and the NJM, from April 
1979 to October 1983. It was a daunting task, for the richness of 
the material made selection difficult. The collection presented 
here could easily have been replaced almost in its entirety by 
other, equally significant material. Nonetheless, we have striven 
to provide representative samples from areas likely to be of 
interest to students of communism and of international relations. 

We expect that in the future other scholars will produce more 
detailed studies using the substantial documentation in the 
archive. We judged the area we selected to be most important for a 
first look at the Grenada documents. To these we added some 
material dealing with life on the island during the NJM period, 
particularly documents illustrating human rights abuses by the 
Bishop regime. These include reports of treatment of prisoners and 
legal proceedings, as well as the attempts by the regime — with the 
help of its international allies — to deal with political opponents, 
particularly the churches. 

Finally, while this work was authorized and paid for by the 
Government of the United States [Ledeen worked as a consultant to 
the Department of State; Romerstein is an official of the United 
States Information Agency], we are entirely responsible for the 
selection of the documents and for the introductory material. We 
did our work without any pressure from anyone, except insofar as we 
were urged to work as fast as was reasonably possible. We are 
grateful for freedom to make the selections we deemed most 
representative and for the patient support throughout the many 
months we worked on the documents. We are grateful above all to the 
two senior officials who authorized the project; the then 
Undersecretary of State for Political Affairs, Lawrence Eagleburger, 
and the Undersecretary of Defense for Policy, Fred Ikle. 
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We believe that the documents in this collection give , an 
accurate albeit incomplete picture of Grenada under the NJM. 'In ^i; 
choosing a few hundred pages out of tens of thousands, the best 
can be hoped for is that the selection was done fairly, with an >;^e| 
to! understanding. We believe that we have done this. r^! 
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THE NEW JEWEL MOVEMENT • 

The revolution that overthrew the Gairy regime in Grenada'in ” 
April 1979 was designed to create a Communist society and to bring 
Grenada into the Soviet orbit. While the leaders of the New' Jewel 
Movement recognized that they needed to feign respect for political 
pluralism and a desire for good relations with all neighboring 
countries (above all the United States), the actual direction that 
Maurice Bishop and his NJM colleagues wished to take was clear from 
the outset. The close working relations the regime established with 
the Government of Cuba — both in Grenada and in Cuba i tself --showed 
that Bishop intended to model his revolution on that of the Soviet 
Union and, more immediately, of Cuba. The attention shown to 
delegations from the Soviet bloc and from such radical regimes as 
Qadaffi's Libya and Kim-il Sung's North Korea, along with the lack 
of exchanges with traditional friends such as Great Britain, 
indicated the NJM's real intentions. 

By September 1982, Bishop could give an extended "now it can be 
told" speech to the leaders of the Party and the Government, aptly 
entitled "Line of March for the Party" (Document 1). In that key 
presentation, Bishop flatly stated that the goal of the NJM was to 
"ensure the leading role of the working class through its 
Marxist/Leninist Party backed by some form of the dictatorship of 
the proletariat." Copies of the "Line of March" were closely held; 
each copy was marked confidential and consecutively numbered by 
hand. Many had been read, marked, and dog-eared, then returned. 

The minutes of the NJM Political Bureau reflect the use of the "Line 
of March" document in study classes attended by every member and 
candidate for membership. 

The "Line of March" contains Bishop's reflections on the tactics 
he adopted shortly after seizing power. People from all social 
strata were included in the original ruling council and, according 
to Bishop, "this was done deliberately so that imperialism won't get 
too excited and would say 'well they have some nice fellas in that 
thing; everything allright.'" This little deception was abandoned 
by the time of Bishop's speech, when the NJM was in complete 
control, and Bishop was quite explicit about the way in which 
control was exercised: 

Consider how people get detained in this country. We don't go 
and call for no votes. You get detained when I sign an order 
after discussing it with the National Security Committee of the 
Party or with a higher Party body. Once I sign it — like it or 
don't like it — it's up the hill for them. 

Candidates for "the hill" were identified through a clandestine 
system that monitored the population and foreign visitors (even the 
predominantly American student body at the medical school). The 
Special Branch (Secret Police) divided the island into regions for 
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surveillance; potential opponents of the regime were identified ]«$ | j

The NJM took these security measures against church leaders | 
because they believed that all major religious institutions on tjhe*l£ 
island were opposed to the revolution. In a top secret report 
written in March 1983 (Document 4), Michael Roberts of the Spe^cdiaiy^ ' :

Similar concerns were expressed about the other churchesy to the . Il 
point where, by July 1983, Interior Minister Keith Roberts couJ;d^dt'^ I. 
write that "in the medium term, if serious measures are no/t takefifrjt M-k 
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we can find ourselves faced with a Poland situation. •• .we see the 
Church in the immediate period as being the most dangerous sector 
for the development of internal counter revolution" (Document 5). 

But perhaps most indicative of the great concern about the 
churches was the interest shown by the Cuban Communist Party (PCC). 
The Americas Department of the Cuban Communist Party prepared an 
extensive analysis of "the religious situation in the country, and 
the contacts for further cooperation between the PCC and the NJM 
regarding the question" (Document 2). 

The Cubans concurred that the churches were "in harmony with the 
campaigns carried out by the reactionary governments in the 
Caribbean" and were distressed at the lack of effective action by 
the NJM. For example, the Cubans lamented that the Grenadans had 
not infiltrated the churches ("there are no signs of systematic 
progressive projections within the Grenadian clergy"), and, as of 
the time of the report (August 1982), the Grenadans had not even 
appointed a person to take charge of religious questions. This was 
remedied forthwith, as Selwyn Strachan was named to this position, 
and was supposed to spend nearly three weeks training in Cuba before 
starting work. The Cubans foresaw that Strachan* s job would 
■basically include the information work at the beginning and regular 
contacts with collaborators from Christian organizations." In other 
words, he would place agents inside the churches, and then attempt 
to manipulate them from within. 

The other main Cuban suggestion was to bring Grenadan religious 
leaders and laypersons into contact with Nicaraguan church figures 
"and other Latin American circles linked to the theology of 
liberation and, in general, to the idea of a church committed to the 
revolutionary positions." 


THE SOVIET CONNECTION 

From the beginning. Bishop and the other NJM leaders sought to 
bring Grenada into the Soviet orbit, and there are thousands of 
documents showing the intimate relationship that developed between 
the USSR and Grenada. Sometimes relations were embodied in formal 
treaties between Grenada and Soviet bloc countries, and such Soviet 
proxies as Cuba, Vietnam, and North Korea. On other occasions there 
were secret agreements, such as those for providing counter- 
intelligence or surveillence equipment, training for agents, and so 
forth. We have included several of the treaties and par ty-to-par ty 
agreements that gave Grenada a vast quantity of armaments as well as 
military and political training. Thousands of weapons, far more 
than could have been required for the security requirements of the 
tiny island, were shipped by the Soviet Union and Communist-bloc 
countries. Overall, the documents (samples of which can be found in

this book) showed that the Soviet, Cuban, North Korean, and 
Czechoslovakian agreements included the following items, which were 
to have been delivered by 1986: 

— Approximately 10,000 assault and other rifles; 

— More than 4,500 submachine guns and machine guns? 

— More than 11.5 million rounds of 7.62 mm ammunition; 

— 294 portable rocket launchers with more than 16,000 rockets? 

— 84 82 mm mortars with more than 4,800 mortar shells? 

— 12 75 mm cannon with 600 cannon shells; 

— 15,000 hand grenades, 7,000 land mines, 60 armored personnel 
carriers and patrol vehicles? 

— More than 150 radio transmitters, 160 field telephone sets, 
approximately 23,000 uniforms, and tents for about 7,700 
persons . 

By U.S. Department of Defense estimates, equipment found on the 
island (not all of it had arrived) would have been sufficient to 
equip a fighting force of roughly 10,000 men. Furthermore, there 
evidently were some plans for special forces, since the Soviets 
promised to provide an airplane capable of transporting 39 
paratroopers, as well as other special equipment. 

All of this made Grenada a real military threat to its 
neighbors, most of whom had only local constabularies rather than 
standing armies. And there was little question that th€i airport was 
going to be used for military purposes, since General Hudson 
Austin's deputy, Liam James, reported in his notebook on March 22, 
1980, "The Revo has been able to crush Counter-Revolution 
internationally, airport will be used for Cuban and Soviet military" 
(Document 23). This apparently reflected a decision of the NJM 
leadership. 

The Soviets appreciated the geopolitical significance of 
acquiring another proxy in the Western Hemisphere, as can be seen 
from the picturesque account of a meeting between Major Einstein 
Louison, Chief of Staff of the Grenadan Army (who had gone to Moscow 
for military training), and his Soviet counterpart, Marshal N.V. 
Ogarkov. According to the Grenadan notes on the meeting (Document 
24), Ogarkov told Louison, "over two decades ago, there was only 
Cuba in Latin America, today there are Nicaragua, Grenada and a 
serious battle is going on in El Salvador." The Grenadans saw 
themselves as Soviet proxies. Their Ambassador to Moscow, W. 

Richard Jacobs, reminded his comrades in Grenada that their 
importance to the Soviets would eventually depend on their success 
in exporting revolution: "To the extent that we can take credit for 

bringing any other country into the progressive fold, our prestige 
and influence would be greatly enhansed [sic]" (Document 26). 

Jacobs felt that the first such project should be Suriname. 
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There was no lack of Soviet support for Grenadan intelligence 
and counterintelligence operations. A draft letter dated February 
17, 1982, from General Hudson Austin to Yuri Andropov, then the 
chief of the KGB, requested training courses for three Grenadans in 
counterintelligence and one in intelligence work. Austin thanked 
Andropov for the "tremendous assistance which our armed forces have 
received from your party and government in the past" (Document 27). 

Perhaps the most intensive Soviet assistance to Grenada was in 
the field of indoctrination, for it was necessary to train a new. 
Communist generation on the island. The Soviets participated in 
some of the "ideological crash courses" that are referred to in the 
minutes of several meetings of the Politbureau and the Central 
Committee, and they also invited Grenada to send students to the 
highest level Soviet training school for foreign Communists, the 
Lenin School in Moscow. The Lenin School, in operation since the 
1920s, has trained the leading Communists of almost every country of 
the world. The NJM students there reported on their training, 
including courses in "social psychology and propaganda" and "party 
organization — intelligence/security" (Document 28). The Cubans also 
assisted in courses in mass manipulation, offering training in 
journalism, crowd control, propaganda, billboard painting, newspaper 
and cartoon writing and drawing. A secret agreement between the 
Cuban Communist Party (PCC) and the NJM provided for training of 
Grenadans in Cuba and Grenada (Document 17). The document was 
signed for Cuba by Manuel Pineiro, the former head of Cuban 
intelligence (the DGI ) , and currently the head of the Americas 
Department of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of Cuba, 
the covert action arm of the Castro regime. 

Twenty Grenadans were invited to Vietnam to study anti-chemical 
warfare, anti-radioactivity warfare, "reeducation of anti-social and 
counterrevolutionary elements," and "Yankee tactics and the weapons 
used in Vietnam" (Document 18). Others were invited to 
Czechoslovakia, Libya, East Germany, and North Korea. We do not 
know whether the invitations were accepted, but the proposals show 
how thoroughly Grenada was integrated into the Soviet world. 


RELATIONS WITH THE UNITED STATES 

The leaders of the Grenadan Government and the New Jewel 
Movement consistently regarded the United States with hostility. 
There were several contacts between the NJM and the Communist Party 
U.S.A., both to raise money for Grenada and to coordinate propaganda 
and public relations strategies in the United States. There was 
also guidance from the Cubans provided by Gail Reed Rizo, the 
U.S.-born wife of the Cuban Ambassador to Grenada, Julian Torres 
Rizo. Gail Reed had been active in American radical organizations, 
including the Venceremos Brigade, during the 1970s. Prior to the 
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trip of Prime Minister Bishop to the United States in 1983, Mrs. 

Rizo gave him detailed suggestions on how he should conduct himself 
in his contacts with American officials, and recommendations on 
which Americans he should meet (Document 31). She also reminded him 
that Sanchez Parodi of the Cuban Interests Section in Washington 
would be available to him if needed. 

Most helpful to an understanding of the NJM's attitude toward 
the United States are the handwritten notes, evidently written by a 
Grenadan participant in the conversation, describing Bishop's 
meeting with National Security Adviser William Clark (Document 32). 
The notes reveal the NJM perception of American concern about the 
ideological direction of the Bishop regime (Clark at one point 
purportedly stressed the U.S. desire that Grenada remain within a 
Western legal framework), and that the main obstacle to better 
relations between the two countries was not political, but 
geopolitical. According to the notes, Washington was worried about 
the large numbers of Cubans and Russians on Grenada. Clark, Deputy 
Secretary of State Kenneth Dam, and U.S. Ambassador to the 
Organization of American States William Middendorf stressed that the 
U.S. Government wanted actions, not mere declarations of good 
intentions from the Grenadans. The notes indicate that Bishop was 
■encouraged by [Judge Clark's] response." 

In their efforts to persuade the United States to switch from 
perceived hostility to support, the Grenadans exerted considerable 
effort to create a lobby in Washington and to organize a propaganda 
network throughout the country. They carefully monitored the 
American media (with help from the Cubans, especially Ambassador 
Julian Torres Rizo and Gail Reed Rizo), and responded vigorously to 
criticisms, attempted to identify correspondents and television 
producers sympathetic to their point of view, and even discussed 
with the Communist Party U.S. A. the possibility of starting a new 
radio station in New York City. (These themes are found throughout 
the minutes of the Politbureau and the Central Committee. See, for 
example, minutes for Politbureau of 13 May 1982, for their 
preoccupation with a CBS broadcast they did not like.) A public 
relations firm in New York was hired to monitor less important 
publications. 

Finally, Grenada coordinated its efforts with those of 
Soviet-bloc countries and international Soviet-front organizations 
in supporting and encouraging a worldwide "peace" movement, and in 
turning against U.S. policy. In April 1981, an NJM representative 
attended a World Peace Council Congress in Havana, and met with his 
counterparts from the USSR, Bulgaria, East Germany, Hungary, and the 
National Committee of Quebec. He reported that assistance would 
soon be forthcoming from the Soviets, the Hungarians, and the East 
Germans (Document 45). 
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THE SOCIALIST INTERNATIONAL 

The Declaration of the Socialist International (SI) adopted in 
Oslo in June 1962, states that the Communist "one-party 
dictatorships represent in fact tyranny, denying those freedoms of 
speech, religion, criticism, voluntary organization and contacts 
with the outside world which are the essence of a democratic 
society." (See Declarations of the Socialist International , London, 
1978, p. 13.) The SI was therefore a natural target for the 
Communists, and some of the Grenada documents show that "Active 
Measures"* were conducted against the SI by Grenadans and others 
acting under the direction of the Americas Department of the Central 
Committee of the Cuban Communist Party. To further the objective of 
subverting the SI, a , "Secret Regional Caucus" was formed by the 
Nicaraguan Sandinistas, the Grenadan NJM, and some parties in the 
Latin American Committee of the SI (Document 39). The NJM had sent 
observers to SI meetings even before its successful revolution, and 
in late 1979 Bishop applied for membership in the Socialist 
International. The application was accepted in November 1980 at the 
SI Congress in Madrid. 

The Grenadans, taking their cue from the Cubans and from the 
Soviets, viewed the Socialist International as a potential enemy, 
and one unsigned document (Document 38) — apparently from the 1980-81 
per iod--def ended the decision to join the SI, but made clear that it 
was not because of belief in the Si's principles. Membership was 
supported on two grounds: 


♦"Active Measures" is an expression used by the Soviets for their 
influence operations. Soviet Active Measures are coordinated by the 
International Department of the Communist Party of the Soviet Union 
(ID), which engages in both overt and semi-overt activities. The 
KGB conducts the covert Active Measures in coordination with the ID. 

Covert Active Measures include forgeries, agents of influence, 
placement of false stories in the press, and so forth. 

Some Soviet Active Measures are carried out through surrogates 
(usually the intelligence service of another Communist-bloc 
country). In the Western Hemisphere, the Cuban Communist Party’s 
Americas Department conducts Active Measures on behalf of the Soviet 
Union. The Americas Department combines both overt and covert 
Active Measures by having officers of the Cuban Intelligence Service 
(the DGI ) operate on behalf of the Department. For more details, 
see hearings of the U.S. House of Representatives, Permanent Select 
Committee on Intelligence, Soviet Covert Action, 1980 and Soviet 
Active Measures, 1982 . 
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!• provided access to international movements which could be 
persuaded to support New Jewel Movement policies. 

2. The New Jewel Movement could use its membership in the SI to 
"express organized support for the progressive struggles in 
Southern Africa, the Western Sahara, Palestine, El Salvador, 
Nicaragua, and other parts of Latin America, etc." 

There was evidently some concern within the government of 
Grenada that the NJM might be violating its own principles by being 
a member of a social democratic organization. The author of the 
document responded that the Socialist International was 
"sufficiently flexible to permit dissention [sic]" and therefore 
"membership in the SI should be retained. It has proved useful and 
if Grenada's foreign policy initiatives are strengthened it can 
prove even more useful in the future." 

The most detailed documents concerning the Socialist 
International were apparently not written by Grenadans, but rather 
by Cubans. Two documents found stapled together appear to have been 
written by a Cuban and then translated into English. (The language 
is stilted and the author writes from a vantage point outside the 
SI. We believe they were written by the same person who wrote 
Document 37A, definitely a Cuban.) They contain sophisticated 
analyses of the SI from a Marxist/Leninist perspective. One of 
them — Document 35 — is a report on the 15th Congress of the Socialist 
International held in Madrid in November 1980. The report refers to 
international documents that had been circulated confidentially 
among the members of the SI Bureau. These confidential documents 
showed that there were internal conflicts on a number of questions. 
The author of the report complained that the "rightist and 
conservative sectors of the International" (who, as we shall see, 
included persons who are now the heads of government in Italy, 

Spain, and Portugal) had succeeded in including in a draft 
resolution references to "the Afghan problem; events in 
Poland •••[ and ] the USSR's alleged arms— race policy." 

The nature of the conflict between communism and democratic 
socialism was spelled out in detail in the other document (Document 
36): in the main contradiction of our times between capitalism and 

socialism, led by U.S. imperialism and the USSR respectively. Social 
Democrats as a whole are on the imperialist side up to now." Thus 
the social democrats were enemies of the Communists, and efforts by 
the SI to exert influence on Latin America were to be resisted: 


We see a dual nature in the projection of social democracy in 
Latin America and the Caribbean. On the one hand, it does 
represent a permanent enemy of the essential objectives of the 
communist and left movements in that this trend intends to 
prevent the triumph of socialist revolutions and the 
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materialization of the communist ideal. On the other hand, 
it is obvious that certain political positions of the 
social democracy can be used by the revolutionary and 
progressive forces of the continent at given junctures of 
the struggle against a repressive and fascist military 
regime and of the confrontation with U.S. imperialism. 
Hence, in our view, while ideological struggle is 
necessary, we should implement ways and methods of 
case-by-case treatment of the parties related to social 
democracy whose positions coincide with certain tactical 
objetives [sic] of the Latin American revolutionary 
movement (Document 36, page 14). 

DEMOCRATIC SOCIALISTS VERSUS THE MARXIST/LENINISTS 

Unison Whiteman, minister of external relations of the 
Bishop Government, attended a two-day emergency SI meeting on 
Latin America and the Caribbean in Panama on February 28 and 
March 1, 1981. Whiteman had a dispute over El Salvador with 
former President Carlos Andres Perez of the Venezuelan 
Democratic Action Party, who insisted that if the SI meeting 
was going to condemn the United States for supplying arms to 
the Salvadoran Government, the Cubans and the Soviets should 
also be condemned for arming the guerrillas. Whiteman 
responded that "the U.S. supply of arms to the Junta is a 
notorious fact, that the U.S. officially and publicly stated 
this; that SI should not speculate on where the freedom 
fighters are getting arms from; that in any event we should not 
equate arms for the oppressors with weapons to defend the 
people in their just struggle." Whiteman worked for a 
compromise resolution that named no names, and he implied that 
the tone of the resolution was hostile only to the United 
States (Document 41). 

Whiteman's position was that of the Cubans. In this 
regard, an illuminating document is a Spanish-language report 
on an SI committee meeting held in Nicaragua on June 25, 1981 
(Document 33). The report was signed by Manuel Pineiro Losada, 
head of the Americas Department of the Cuban Communist Party. 

In this document, Pineiro complained of efforts by the 
democratic socialists to urge the Nicaraguan regime to move in 
a more moderate direction. Pineiro was particularly upset with 
the actions of Carlos Andres Perez and Felipe Gonzales, the 
head of the Spanish Socialist Party (PSOE) and now the Prime 
Minister of Spain. Attached to Pineiro's report were two 
documents: an account in Spanish of the discussion between 

Bayardo Arce (a member of the Sandinista National Directorate 
in Nicaragua) and Felipe Gonzales and Carlos Andres Perez for 
the SI; and an apparently intercepted telex from Hans Eberhard 
of the German Social Democratic Party to Walter Hacker, the 
International Secretary of the Austrian Social Democratic 
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Party. There was also a poor English translation (we have made a 
fresh translation, included here as Document 33A). Evidently, the 
Cubans' distrust of the Social Democrats was so intense that they 
carefully watched the behavior of their principal enemies within the 
SI. 


Conflicts between the democrats and the Communists within the 
Socialist International emerged at virtually eVery meeting of which 
the Grenadans had a record. At a meeting in Bonn on April 1 and 2, 
1982 (Document 37), for example, NJM representative Fennis Augustine 
found that while there was considerable support for Grenada within 
SI ranks, "some have reservations on what they see as a Marxist 
thrust of the NJM. I believe that close relationship with Cuba will 
continue. Nicaragua's position is a little more difficult, although 
there was a great degree of understanding and sympathy for them by 
the time the meeting was finished" (Document 37). Augustine noted 
that some of the social democratic parties were worried about the 
actions of the Sandinistas, and cited in particular Carlos Andres 
Perez* party's criticisms of the Nicaraguans. Augustine was also 
disturbed to encounter SI support for greater democracy in 
Nicaragua, including elections, a two-party system, human rights, 
freedom of religion, and freedom of speech. and press. 

The same meeting was the subject of another report, this one 
unsigned (Document 37a). Internal evidence (a reference to Cuba as 
"us") suggests that it was written by a Cuban, and it is quite 
similar to Documents 35 and 36. It would not be surprising to have 
a Cuban report of an SI meeting, since the Cubans were almost always 
present at the site of such meetings, even though they were not 
permitted to attend. But they gave instructions to the Grenadans 
(and perhaps also to the Nicaraguans), and were thus able to get 
detailed reports on what transpired. In any event, the author of 
the report, while disturbed that the democratic socialists were 
attempting to neutralize the "revolutionary" countries in the region 
so as to limit Cuban influence, boasted that the "right-wing" forces 
within the SI (identified as Felipe Gonzales of Spain, Mario Soares 
of Portugal, and Carlos Andres Perez of Venezuela, two of whom are 
now prime ministers and one a former president of their respective 
countries) were effectively neutralized. 

But Cuban and Grenadan optimism turned out to be misplaced. At 
a meeting of the Socialist International European Bureau in Basle, 
Switzerland, on November 3 and 4, 1982, there was outspoken 
criticism of both the NJM and the Sandinista regime in Nicaragua. 
According to a report of the meeting submitted by Chris DeRiggs, a 
member of the NJM Central Committee and Minister of Health, there 
was strong opposition to a resolution expressing solidarity with 
Grenada and Nicaragua. Leading critics included Mario Soares, 
Bettino Craxi of the Italian Socialist Party, and Rita Freedman of 
Social Democrats USA. According to DeRiggs, "their major line of 
attack was that Grenada was a one-party state and, therefore, could 
not be considered a democracy" (Document 40, page 4). 



Both DeRiggs and Paul Miller of the Peoples National Party (PNP) 
of Jamaica tried to justify the lack of an opposition party in 
Grenada, but apparently their rhetoric was not convincing, and so 
they pondered ways in which the Socialist International could be 
turned to their own purposes. DeRiggs suggested that the forces of 
the Latin American left within the SI could be used to lobby the 
European Socialists, and he observed that Guillermo Ungo of the 
Salvadoran National Revolutionary Movement ( MNR ) — affiliated with 
the Revolutionary Democratic Front (FDR), the political wing of the 
guerrilla movement-had achieved a certain degree of success along 
those lines. Thus, in DeRiggs's words, "it is felt that similar 
efforts from other SI members in the region can help to exploit 
contradictions existing even within the membership of SI parties 
like the Socialist Party of Portugal" (Document 40, page 8). In 
other words, it was necessary to work within the member parties to 
produce a shift in outlook. By January of 1983, these ideas had 
taken a more concrete form. 


THE "SECRET REGIONAL CAUCUS " 

January 6-7, 1983, a Secret Regional Caucus was held in Managua, 
consisting of five parties affiliated with the Socialist 
International, and the Communist Party of Cuba (See Document 39). 

The five SI parties were: 

— The FSLN of Nicaragua, represented by Antonio Jarquin 
(misspelled as Marguin and Harguin in the document), the 
chairman of the meeting; 

—The Salvadoran MNR, represented by Hector Oqueli (this party 
is one of the groups composing the guerrilla movement, and 
Oqueli is the Secretary of the Socialist International 
Committee for Latin America and the Caribbean, which has given 
a patina of respectability to the Salvadoran insurgents); 

— The Chilean Radical Party, represented by "Freda" (the 
leadership of the party later denied that it had sent a 
representative) ; 

— The Jamaican PNP, represented by Paul Miller; 

— The New Jewel Movement, represented by Chris DeRiggs. 

The Socialist International was the main topic of the meeting. 

In DeRiggs's words, they considered "initiatives to neutralize 
forces within SI that are against us." And what were these forces? 
"Our principal enemies are to be found among the parties of Soares 
and Horgo [sic, Pietro Longo, the leader of the Italian Social 
Democratic Party] in Portugal and Italy respectively — the Social 
Democrats of the USA are also our sworn enemies." DeRiggs boasted 
that of the 14 members of the SI Committee for Latin America and the 
Caribbean, "there are seven parties that are generally progressive 
and some within a Mar xist-Leninist trend." The Secret Regional 
Caucus report shows that a resolution on Latin America and the 
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Caribbean drafted by Hector Oqueli of the Salvadoran MNR, 
subsequently submitted to the SI, was actually based on guidelines 
laid down at the meeting. A decision was made to maintain the 
Secret Regional Caucus, and to "review membership in the future." 

This document shows that the NJM was fundamentally opposed to 
the democratic ideals of the Socialist International, that the 
Grenadans, along with others in the region, worked in lockstep with 
the Cubans to undermine the Si's effectiveness, and that the 
Grenadans' greatest objection to the SI was its insistence on 
democratic institutions and democratic elections. In fact, on 
February 3, 1982, Benny Langaigne, the permanent secretary in 
Maurice Bishop's office, showed the Prime Minister a draft letter 
addressed to the official magazine of the SI, Socialist Affairs 
(Document 42). The letter protested a story in the magazine stating 
that Grenada would have elections in the near future. In fact, the 
NJM had no such intention. 


CONCLUSION 

The documents selected for this volume constitute, in our 
opinion, a representative sample of the total archive. We believe 
that those who take the time to study them will find a remarkable 
consistency, a single-minded dedication to the NJM's objective of 
creating, over time, a Communist society on the Soviet model. 

Bishop and his colleagues not only wished to establish communism 
in Grenada; they wanted to be active members of the Soviet Empire. 

To this end, they sought ways to curry favor with the Soviets and 
other bloc countries, and loyally followed the instructions that 
came to them through Cubans. Thus, on both the domestic and 
international levels, the Grenadans emulated the USSR and tied their 
destiny to the Kremlin. 

Nonetheless, and despite considerable assistance from the USSR 
and its proxies, the People's Revolutionary Government was a 
failure, and the failure led to intense internal conflict, and 
eventually to the overthrow and murder of Bishop. 

The several documents that recount the internal crisis that led 
to the fall and murder of Maurice Bishop in the autumn of 1983 do 
not indicate any strong divergence of views between Bishop and those 
who replaced him? rather, the struggle appears to have been almost 
exclusively personal. The complaints against Bishop involved 
inefficiency, insufficient ideological coherence, and lack of strong 
leadership and guidance, not political deviation or betrayal of the 
goals of the revolution. We saw no evidence that Bishop was removed 
because the Cubans or the Soviets were dissatisfied with his 
political orientation? as far as we have been able to discover. 
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there is no reason to think that his conversation with Judge Clark 
and other American officials earlier in the year led his colleagues 
to believe that he was "soft on imperialism." 

An archive of the dimensions and richness of this one from 
Grenada will provide scholars with a wealth of information about 
Communist activities in the Caribbean, Soviet and Cuban foreign 
policy, and the problems encountered by Soviet-oriented Communists 
in their attempts to mold a new generation of Grenadans who had had 
little contact with Marxism/Leninism before the NJM took power. 

Of particular interest is the material related to international 
organizations, including negotiations with the International 
Monetary Fund and attempts to manipulate the Socialist 
International. We have given here only a brief overview of a few of 
the themes that most interested us. We will be pleased if this 
serves to whet the appetites of a wide audience for this collection 
of documents, and for the many documents that will be made 
accessible to the public with the opening of the Grenada archive.

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Comrades of the Political Bureau and Central Committee

I will like to join with Comrade Strachan to say on 
behalf of the Central Committee that we are very happy 
to have all the comrades here this afternoon* As 
Comrade Selwyn has pointed out, essentially what we 
want to do today is to deal with the proposed line of 
march as examined by the C.C. of the Party in the last 
few weeks. 

In our view the line of march needs to take into 
account four specific features :- 

Firstly, the present character and stage of the 
Revolution. We regard that as fundamentally important. 
We must decide what exactly is a correct character- 
isation of the present stage of the Revolution* 

Secondly, the line of march must address in a serious 
way the question of the main tasks facing the Party and 
Revolution at this time. 

Thirdly, we must determine a correct prioritisation of 
those tasks; we must establish priorities bearing in 
mind particularly, the comments, criticisms, suggest- 
ions, proposals etc. which have been made by Party 
members and, of course, taking into account the 
totality of the objective and subjective situation. 

The fourth and final factor is the need to emphasise 
the further development of the subjective factor, the 
need to place great emphasis and importance on the 
further development of the subjective factor, that is 
to say, the Party. In other words, we must look at 
the Party itself, review the history of the Party 
very briefly and leal with the question of criteria 
for membership into the Party and for remaining as 
members of the Party. 
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Comrades, in terms of the character of the Revolution , 
the first aspect to the line of march , we believe it 
is important for us to look at this question at this 
time for several reasons. 

Firstly and obviously, because we must as a Party know 
where we are. As Party members, candidate members and 
applicants we have to face the broad masses out there; 
we have to answer questions about where we are, what 
we are trying to do and so on and therefore we must 
be able to answer those questions in precise terms. 

We believe further that there is some confusion on this 
question, that it has not been sufficiently dealt with 
in the past and therefore we want today to look at it 
that much more carefully. It is extremely important 
for us to get a better understanding of where we are, 
of what we are trying to build and of how we will be 
able to build it. That is why we feel that this whole 
question of what exactly is the present stage is so 
important • 

Before looking at that, a few words on the question of 
where we have come from, in other words, the inherit- 
ance of the Revolution. All comrades know of course 
that we inherited a backward, undeveloped economy, 
with a very low level - one can say in fact, a 
primitive level, of technological and economic 
development in the country. There was a very low 
level, and there is still a low level of development 
of' the productive forces, that is, of living human 
labour, objects of labour and instruments of labour. 
This low level of development of the productive 
forces in turn resulted in very underdeveloped class 
forma tions . 
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What we have in Grenada primarily of course, is a very 
large pot. t bourgeoisie, particularly a large peasantry 
the rural petit bourgeoisie - small farmers who own 
small means of production and who must therefore work 
as they cannot live off their own plot of land alone* 
Some of them employ labour; some do not* So a large 
peasantry or bulk of our rijral petit bourgeoisie* 

Then there is the urban petit bourgeoisie in terms of 
shopkeepers, garage owners, craftsmen, small restaurant 
owners and such like. The whole range of the petit 
bourgeoisie in our country* That of course is by far 
the largest class formation in the country. 

W e also have a working class which is very small and 
made up of agricultural workers based mainly in the 
rur al areas, transport ^nd communication workers on 
the docks, in telephone, electricity, etc., 
manufacturing and industrial workers (the smallest 
section of all) who produce garments, cokes, beer, 
that sort of thing. Some sections of the working class 
are employed by Government - garbagemen, the lowest 
clerical workers, the daily paid workers and so on. 

And of course we also have the commercial workers. 

Some of these comrades of the working class are also 
small owners of the means of production, but do not 
rely on that to support themselves - at least not as 
their main means of support. 

In terms of the inheritance I also want to emphasise 
the low cultural level of our population at large as 
part of that inheritance and in particular the lack of 
technical skills and technical expertise of the working 
people* We must emphasise also the lfth century type 
of capitalist that we have in the country, capitalists 

4/ engaged 
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engaged primarily in comprador activity, in other words 
largely in the importation and thereafter distribution 
of goods. This is a particularly parasitic type of 
capitalist in the full time service of international 
capitalism on which they must depend for the manufactured 
goods which give them their profits. They produce 
nothing and the vast majority of them engage in no 
form of manufacturing or industrial activity at all. 

As part of the inheritance too, we must also note the 
very low level of infrastructural development of our 
country* Further, very backward agricultural develop- 
ment is also part of our inheritance and has relevance 
to the present stage of the devolution. This 
inheritance of ours does have negative implications 
for the road that we are travelling on, for our 
objective to build Socialism in our country. 

First of all, having a small working class xs a very 
very serious disadvantage because only the working 
class can build Socialism. W e know this is so because 
the working class is the class that is always growing; 
in fact, it has been historically, and it still is part 
of capitalist development that the working class gets 
larger and larger. Again, it is the working class that 
is most prepared for organisation and discipline 
because of having to work every day, having to arrive 
6n time, having to engage in collective organisation 
and collective bargaining in their trade unions and so 
on. The working class too owns no means of production, 
in fact owns nothing except their labour and therefore 
they are the ones who most of all have to fight to end 
the oppression that comes about as a result of the 
private ownership of the means of production which of 

5/ course 
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course enslaves them and ensures that their own develop 
ment is stultified and, finally the working class does 
have the key role in building socialism because of 
their role in production. 

This inheritance is a problem also because of the large 
r ’ ourgeoisie that it has left us. We of course 
have that number of petit bourgeoisie in our country 
precisely because of economic under -d evelopmen t , 
precisely because capitalist production was so un- 
developed that they did not need much labour and 
therefore people were by large forced to tty to make 
a living however they could and wherever they could. 

But because the petit bourgeoisie is a vaci/ - ' 
class it is more difficult to build Socialism when 
there is such a large amount of petit bourgeoisie in 
the country, precisely because they are in the middle 
and you have to fight hard to win them. Many of them 
of course have bourgeois aspirations, many more are 
deluded and ^ ^y bourgeois ideology and propaganda 
and therefore the? struggle to win the petit bourgeoisie 
has historically been a very serious intense struggle 
in all countries that have embarked upon a path of 
Socialist transformation. 

The question we must now pose comrades is -hether a 
society such as ours with their primitiveness, with s- 
little infrastructure, with so little development of 
productive forces, with such a small working class 
can really build socialism,. This is a ouestion that 
many other countries before us have posed and many 
other countries ir. the future will continue to pose. 

Of course, this question arises because socialism 
reouires a good level of development of the productive 
forces, it reouires infrastructural development, it 
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requires agricultural development, it requires 
industrialisation, it requires a high level of cultural 
development of the people, it requires an even higher 
level of political development and political conscious- 
ness, it requires central planning of the economy and 
society as a whole , it requires a serious Marxist 
Leninist vanguard Party leading, guiding and directing 
the whole process* All of these things are pre- 
requisites for the building of Socialism, an d , of course, 
the vast majority of these either do not exist at all 
or are at a very low level of development , at this 
time. Nonetheless, the answer is yes, it is possible 
for a country like ours to build Socialism. That of 
course we all know. It is possible, but the question 
is how and we think that this can be seen if we examine 
some of the possibilities or models for economic development 
in our country. 

We believe that there are four main possibilities for 
economic development of Grenada and countrxes lxke 
Grenada. The first of these is a total private 
sector free enterprise system of economic development, 
your Seaga of Jamaica or your Fuerto Rico model of 
development, where free enterprise is given full rein, 
where the private sector is able to rule uncontrolled. 

The second model is a total state sector approach where 
just about anything important is owned by the State, 
where the State owns virtually everything that matters. 

The third type is a mixed economy, but with a private 
sector dominant, and of course, that is the model 
that we have chosen in Grenada, the mixed economy - 
state sector dominant type model. Put even after 
having said that, there are still questions of why 
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we have chosen that form and the question of precisely 
how will that form assist us to build socialism are 
two such questions that come to mind. Obviously, if 
we are speaking of building Socialism and we are, then 
it is clear that our objective as Marxis t-Leninis t 
must in the first instance be to construct socieilism 
As rapidly, but scientifically as possible. That 
being so, clearly we cannot choose the path of capital- 
ism. We cannot choose the path of a total private 
sector free enterprise model because that will be 
inconsistant with what we believe in and what we 
have been and are struggling for. We could not like- 
wise choose that path of the mixed economy, with the 
private sector dominant because that will have 
tremendous dangers for the successful construction of 
Socialism and will have us without the effective 
possibility of guiding and regulating economic 
development through the imposition of taxes, the 
granting of credits and concessions and the use of all 
arms of the State apparatus. This must necessarily 
be so because it is, as we know, the objective material 
basis of the economy that determines and directs the 
political, social and cultural development of the 
society as a whole. 

Equally, we cannot opt for the total state sector model 
as the state does not have the necessary material of 
financial resources, management and skills resources, 
access to markets, international contacts and so on. 

All of this should be obvious, but for tho«e who have 
any doubts, please reflect on the t remen. ms 
difficulties that we have in filling the dollars 
necessary to pay the downpayment to the Pritish 
Company - Tlessey’s - that will be installing the 
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radar, communications and navigational equipment for 

our new international airport, or reflect on how 
difficult it has been to find guaranteed markets for 
our primary products and our agro-industrial products, 
or how difficult it is to find engineers or architects 
or science teachers or managers - and note I did not 
even say good managers, I just said managers. No, it 
would be impossible at this time for the state on its 
own to build Grenada. 

That, of course, means that an alliance is necessary, 
an alliance in the first place between the working 
class and the petty bourgeoisie, in particular the 
rural peasantry, and in the second place an alliance 
with those elements of the upper petty bourgeoisie and 
the hational bourgeoisie who, for different reasons, 
are willing to be involved in building the economy and 
the country at this time.

DEFINITION OF PRESENT STAGE OF GRENADA REVOLUTION 

And this leads me at long last to the answer to the 
question - what is a correct characterisation of the 
present stage of development of the Grenada devolution? 
And the ansp ?r .* course, as we all know, is that the 
Grenada devolution is a national-democratic, nti- 
imperialist Revolution, involving the alliance of many 
classes including sections of the small bourgeoisie 
but under the leadership and with the dominant role 
being played by the working people and particularly the 
working class, through their vanguard Party the NJM . 

ii:a, : -races is how we define the present stage of the 
Grenada devolution today. Obviously National Democratic, 
anti-imperialist means what it says. I did not say a 
socialist revolution as some comrades like to keep 
pretending that we have. Obviously we do not have a 
socialist revolution and it is not socialist precisely 
because 

(1) The low level of development of the 
productive forces. You cannot have a 
socialist revolution with this low level 
development . 

(2) Our working class is too small and too 
politically underdeveloped. 


For these primary reasons we cannot proceed straight 
away to the building of socialism but must first pass 
through a stage where we lay the basis, where we create 
the conditions, including the socio-economic and political 
conditions, for the building of socialism and the creation 
of the socialist revolution, that is, for the full coming 
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to power of the working class. In other words, comrades, 
what we are into now (this national democratic stage) 
really means two things . What we are speaking about 
now is not socialist construction, not the socialist 
revolution, we are speaking about the national democratic 
revolution, we are speaking about socialist orientation. 

So the important things to contradistinguish here 

are socialist construction the second stage versus 
socialist orientation the first stage, which is the 
stage we are in at this time. 

Comrades, these two things are completely different 
and it is very important for us to grasp that 
difference, because the experience of the C.C. and 
study guides in the larty is that it is an area of 
tremendous confusion and an area that has proven hard 
to grasp. In some countries around the world it is of 
course possible to go straight to socialism. That would 
have been possible >. for example the French in 17£19 at 
the time of their bourgeois -democratic Revolution. 

They could have gone straight to socialism because the 
necessary objective material bases and conditions were 
present. Or if to nor row morning a revolution takes 
place in the Unites f ".es or one of the industrialised 
countries of Western Europe they too can go straight 
to socialism, because they have a large working class, 
because the objective material basis in terms of 
infrastructure, hi h ecf 'mic development, high level 
of development of *^e productive forces etc, etc are 
present, so once there is a correct scientific political 
leade' hip it is possible for them to proceed to socialism 
straight away, but ;or us it is impossible. I-t really 
is important for th'.s first concept to be fully grasped.

On Saturday when we were doing the same presentation for 
the Applicants, there was a particular example I gave which 
I want to repeat for the Members and Candidate Members and 
ask for the apologies of the promoted Applicants. 

V/ hat we gave for ~ e *| le then was two different people 

in Grenada who owned two separate plots of lands; let us 
say one person owning land in Gran! Anse and another in 
Grenville, St. Andrew’s. Both of them own plots of land, 
both of them v/ant to build a house on their respective- 
plots of lands. In the case of the man in. Grand Anse, his 
land is flat, his land already has the necessary attach- 
ments for telephone, water, electricity, he has a concrete 
base, there is already some kind of access road to his 
pint of land - therefore all he has to do is put up his 
house. 

In the case of the man in Grenville, what he has is a 
rough piece of land, the land is hilly, the land has a 
lot of bush, a lot of trees, a lot of stone. There are 
no water pipes near to this man’s plot of land; there are 
no telephone poles near to this man’s plot of land, no 
electricity poles, no access road - he has to go through 
a dirt tradk. Tl.ic second man cannot just qo and put up 
his house. First of all he has to cut a piece of road to 
the house to get the materials there; then he has to level 
the land and he has to do all the necessary earth work; 
and civil works; he has to put down his concrete base and 
only then can he begin to talk about building his house. 

The first man, the man in 3t. George’s, he is ready for 
socialist construction. 

The second man, the one in Grenville with the rough 
hilly land who has to do all the necessary preliminary 
works is the kind of man like us here in Grenada who can’t 
go straight x ■, socialism. He has to first lay the basis 
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and the foundations. We have to cut the land., cut the 
road, make sure the telephone poles are laid* the pipe 
borne water is available and so on before we can build 
the house. 

That is the difference., comrades, between socialist 
orientation and socialist construction and that is the 
stage we are at, the first stage - the stage of 
socialist orientation.. 

Comrades, we speak of the national democratic anti- 
imperialist revolution and each of those words, of 
course, has a meaning. The national democratic anti- 
imperialist revolution is national because it arose 
from a national liberation struggle that was aimed to 
do away with the political, economic and ideological 
domination of an oppressive ruling elite that of 
Gairy, imperialism and their allies. It is national 
because it involved, and still involves, a vast majority 
of the people - that is why the national democratic 
Revolution is national. 

It is democratic because it aims to give or restore 
rights and freedoms to the majority of the people. 

Under the Gairy dictatorship of course, many of the 
rights of the working people were taken away. The 
February 1C7C Essential Services Act took away the 
right to strike from eleven of the most important 
categories of workers. The I ublic Order Act, 1£74, 
prohibited political parties and even individuals 
from using loudspeakers, without police permission. 

The 1C75 Newspaper Act made it impossible to publish 
a newspaper that was political and opposed to Gairy. 
These rights, as comrades know, have been restored. 

W G have all created new rights because part of this 
national democratic path is the need to readily expand 
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democracy and the democratic participation of the poor 
and vorkino people in the country. That is why we have 
brought more democratic rights through the establish- 
ment of zonal councils, workers parish councils, farmers, 
women and youth councils - all of the organs of 
popular democracy. 

The Revolution is also anti-imperial ist because it is 
opposed to foreign domination and the exploitation of 
our country and its resources by the transnational 
co-operations. Of course, this looks only at the 
economic essence of imperialism for that is what I am 
trying to focus on at this time. The political, cultural 
and ideological aspects of imperialism are not what 
we are dealing with here, though they will also be 
struggles this anti-imperialist stage. 

We want to point out too, comrades, that the national 
democratic anti-imperialist stage can be led not just 
by the working clnr:, not just by the petty bourgeoisie, 
but even by the bourgeoisie. It can be led by the 
bourgeoisie, petty bourgeoisie or the working class - 
any of these class forces can lead the Revolution. 

If it is led by the bourgeoisie, obviously, it could 
never go on to build socialism - that will be an 
impossibility; no bourgeois can build socialism. If 
it is led by the petty bourgeoisie, the only basis on 
which it can build socialism is if the petty bourgeoisie 
leadership in the course of the class struggle is 
transformed into a revolutionary Marxist-Leninist 
leadership and therefore develops a Marxist-Leninist 
Party that then guides and directs the process. 

Without that transformation, it would also be 
impossible. 

Therefore, obviously it is only the working class that 
can build socialism. It is only under the leadership 
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of the working class, loci by a Marxist-Leninist 
vanguard Tarty that the process can be completed and 
we can go on to socialist construction# That is the 
only time it is possible. 

That again, comrades, needs to be understood by us 
because of its tremendous relevance to the nature of 
the alliance we have and what we need to do from here 
on # 

This national democratic stage of the revolution has, 
broadly speaking, two main components - a political 
aspect and an economic aspect. 

POLITICAL ESSENCE OF THE NATIONAL * DEMOCRATIC PAljTY 

In terms of the political aspect, the essence of that 
political aspect is the dictatorship of the working 
people, dictatorship of rule of the working people - 
that is the essence. This essence implies a change in 
the balance of forces that presently exists, a change 
in the balance of forces that will usually be involved 
in the anti-imperialist struggle of the national 
liberation movements. In other words, in your Angolas, 
Mozambiques , etc., what you would normally find 
happening is that there is a class alliance involved 
in the fight to end colonialism. And that class 
alliance will involve the bourgeoisie, the potty- 
bourgeoisie and the proletariat (the working class) — 
all three. 

And in countries like ours, after independence, just 
like in Grenada today, what you usually find happening 
is that state power is wielded by an alliance of the 
bourgeoisie, the petty -bourgeoisie and the working 
class through a particular Party or combination of 
Far ties> and usually comrades, as you know^ the 
situation is that it* is the bourgeoisie and the petty- 
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bourgeoisie that is predominant , the combined bourgeoisie 
and petty bourgeoisie that is pre-dominant, and the 
working class is the minority influence* That is the 
usual situation in countries like ours even after 
independence* That is what is happening right now. 

Right through the English-speaking Caribbean - in All 
of them - you can see that the bourgeoisie and petty- 
bourgeoisie are ruling and that working class represent- 
ation is very small* 

But when countries start to move to develop this essence 
I was talking about - the dictatorship (or rule)of the 
working people - is that in the course of class 
struggle, the bourgeoisie begins to become sub- 
ordinated and the influence of the petty -bourgeois i.e 
and working class together becomes pre-dominant* In 
other words a drift begins to take place, at first 
imperceptible, but gradually observable and at a certain 
moment when Quantity becomes quality, that shift be- 
comes very clear and very noticeable. And at that 
time, the bourgeoisie becomes the minority force and 
the petty bourgeoisie and proletariat begin to rule. 

And when that happens, it becomes the first time at 
which it is possible to shift the country away from 
the path of capitalist development, because a 
combination of bourgeoisie and petty bourgeoisie 
pre-dominant necessarily means that the emphasis will 
be on capitalist development. And equally, once the 
shift takes place then the potential is there for the 
first time to begin to move along the path of socialist 
orientation and away from the path of capitalist develop- 
ment. That comrades, is our situation in Grenada, and 
that was the situation when we took power on March 
13th, U7C. 

When we took power on March 13th 1C7S, as comrades know, 

we did not take power as an alliance - we took power as 
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WJM. Out within th& first few hou^s of taking power, 
we tried to build an alliance and we begun to build 
that alliance for two main reasons:- Firstly to hold 
on to power in the first few seconds, minutes, hours, 

'vs and weeks* And the second reason was to defeat 
imperialism, in the months and years thereafter, 
because defeating imperialism is a complex process, 
that requires a political orientation and an economic 
transformation that involves crushing the rule of the 
monopolies and of big business in your country, that 
involves taking control of the commandirig heights of 
the economy and so on. And we cannot do lat on our 
own and that is why the alliance was and is needed. 

Put comrades, we have to be very clear that it was the 
Party and the Party alone that took power. GNP didn ; t 
help us; there was no UPP, there was no alliance with 
any upper pet ty-bourgeoisie or any national bourgeoisie 
in seizing power. In fact, most of these elements 
might have run frcm the pro, ^ect of having to go down 
to True Blue bar r o take power. NJM took power 

on its own, but N.M then decided - correctly - that an 
alliance was needed to hold power. We understood the 
reasons for that t eca: :e we knew we could not do it on 
our own. The leadership of the Party and the Party 
itself had a workirg class ideology and therefore an 
understanding of what was required to ensure that the 
working class will eventually take power. But we were 
way ahead and w ? still are way, way ahead 
ideologically of th; masses of our people in general 
and also of our nat .onal bourgeoisie. We are much 
more politically and ideologically developed than them, 
we have a much deeper class consciousness then them. 

So we have the objective to build socialism. We know 
that objective could only be achieved if we built an 
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alliance but not all of our masses know that and in fact 
the vast majority still have no scientific understanding 
of this need for an alliance. So what we did, we did 
in their interest and acting in their name, *ev^n 
though they did not necessarily understand why we were 
doing what we were doing. And it is very significant 
Comrades that from the start, from the very first 
second of the Grenada Revolution (let us say 4.30 a.m. 
on March 13th 1579) from the very first second of the 
Grenada Revolution, what was established was a 
dictatorship of the entire working people. In its 
operationalisation f in its initial concret isation ; it 
took the f^rm of the anti-Gairy poor and working people, 
in other words 3 those people who were opposed to 
Gairy were the ones who appeared to be in the vanguard. 
And that is true, they were in the vanguard. But 
right from the start, the effective dictatorship was 
not only of the anti-Gairy working people. It was a 
dictatorship of the entire working people with the 
anti-Gairy working people initially being in the 
operational vanguard of that dictatorship. It is a 
very important concept for us to grasp and to agree on. 

As the Revolu* ... deepened and strengthened and 
consolidated, as the Gairyite working people came to 
see that the Revolution was also in their interest, 
that we were not victimising them, that, in fact, 
we were bringing b:?nefits to them, then they too joined 
the Revolution, and today, a majority of them support 
the Revolution. But right from the start the rule that 
was established by the NJM on behalf of the working 
class, was rule of the entire working people. It's a 
very important conceptual point. 
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From the start too, comrades, we had an alliance with 
sections of the upper petty bourgeoisie and national 
bourgeoisie right from the word GO. Within the first 
few hours of the Revolution, we began to put that 
alliance in place. I can remember all of us making 
phono calls to different sections of the Petty- 
bourgeoisie and the National bourgeoisie, inviting them 
to come down to Radio Free Grenada and in some cases 
beginning to feel them out as to whether or not they 
were willing to serve on the ruling council of the 
Peopled Revolutionary Government. 

I can remember very well that the first set of names 
we announced for the ruling council was fourteen (14), 
not twenty-three (23). And these fourteen names were 
made up mainly (outside of the immediate leadership), 
of the petty-bourgeoisie, the upper petty-bourgeoisie 
and the national bourgeoisie. You remember that? 

Simon Charles and' Sydney Ambrose - peasantry, 

Bernard Gittens - professional middle strata, Lloyd 
Noel - professional middle strata; Palm Buxo and 
Norris Bain - middle capitalists; Lyden Ramdhanny - 
big capitalist; that is who the People* s Revolutionary 
Government vas • And this was done deliberately so 
that imperialism won’ t got too excited and would say 
"well they have some nice fellas in that thing; every- 
thing alright." And as a result wouldn't think about 
sending in troops. 

That was the mistake^ for rxanple, the comrades in 
Gambia made a few months ago. Remember the Gambia 
Coup F'tat a few months ago? What was the first thing 
those comrades did? They say "we are Marxist-Lcninist s 
and we have just had a Marxist -Leninist Revolution and 
we go wipe out the bourgeoisie." The same day they 
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overthrow them - same day, they didn't even give th«n 
three days. So fortunately, NJM had a little more 
sense than that. And like I said comrades, the first 
fourteen names were bourgeoisie, big capitalist, petty- 
bourgeoisie, middle capitalist, peasantry and professional 
middle strata - that is who made up the People* s 
Revolutionary Government. It is only after about a 
week anb a half (if I recall correctly), when we held 
the Party General meeting in Radio Free Grenada's 
studio ('.nd some comrades here would have been present 
at that meeting) that we finally got around to pulling 
some more Party comrades. You all remember that 
meeting down in Radio Free Grenada stur „ .. It was 
then we chose nine more comrades to make up the 
twenty- three. But the first set of names were Lyden, 

Pam Puxo , Norris Bain, Lloyd Noel and so on. That is 
what I mean by saying th * the alliance began from the 
first few hours and the first few days. And that 
alliance was and is extreme ly important* 

From our point of view comrades, why do we need the 
alliance? 

We need the alliance firstly, as we pointed out already, 

' ^ hold power in the first few days and weeks. 

We need the alliance, secondly, to consolidate and 
build the revolution and to ensure the defeat of 
imperialism. this time we can't do this 

effectively without the alliance. 

We need the alliance, comrades, because we doi 
have enough managers, because we don't have enough 
capital, because we don't have enough international 
contacts, her -s e we don't have enough markets. For 
all of these reasons, we need the alliance. 
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If we were the State that owned the flour mill in Tempe 
and not Geddes Grant, wc won't be able to sell that 
flour so easily to Jamaica and the others in Caricom. 

If it were the State that owned the Gamcnt Factory in 
True F’lue and not Hadeed, we won't be able to sell 
garments to Barbados and Trinidad so easily. The 
capitalist prefers to deal with the capitalist and 
capitalist Governments allows other capitalists to come 
in, even when their Government is a socialist oriented 
Government like our Government in Grenada. It is very 
important for us to see that. 

And why does the bourgeoisie need the alliance? 

They need the alliance first of all because they have 
contradictions with imperialism. Imperialism especially 
at this time because of the deep capitalist crisis, 
has been putting the squeeze on the national bourgeoisie 
They can't always get letters of credit, every month 
the banks make the terms for the letters of credit more 
difficult instead of three month repayment, it becomes 
one month. Sometimes they get not even one day. Also 
they can't get the kinds of loans they want. And when 
they do get loans, they have to pay high interest 
rates. And overall, of course, the fact of the 
recession - the capitalist crisis makes it more 
difficult for them to develop in the way in which they 
would like. This is so because the capitalist crisis 
affects Grenada and helps to soueeze our economy because 
their demand for our goods - cocoa, banana, nutmegs - 
has fallen. And when we can't sell cocoa, banana, 
nutmegs, then it means the standard of living falls 
because there is less money floating around. So & let 
of the capitalists are vexed with imperialism. That 
is the first point. 
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The second p it is t they have been watching the 
Revolution and they are now convinced that the 
Revolution gives them new possibilities for making 
profits, new possibilities for expanding their businesses 
and moving on. They have watched the growth of 
infrastructure - the new International Airport, the 
coming Sandino Plant, the Emulsion Flant, the Quarry 
and Asphalt Plant, the new East Coast Road, the Feeder 
Roads, the West Coast road to come, the new Telephone 
system to come> the new Electricity system to come, 
the new Storage ~ink Farm to come, the 40% more water 
in people 1 s homes. They have watched all of that and 
understand that it represents the necessary basis for 
them to develop their business and to lake profits. 

In other words they see the Revolution as providing 
them with the possibility of developing and expandings 

And don't forget that we have been encouraging them 
through holding many consultations with them. When we 
have a National Conference on the Economy with the mass 
organisations (as we did on 29th January), two weeks 
later, we held a \tio* al Conference with the Private 
Sector, and we are sitting down with them just like we 
did with the masses. 

Now we are settling with their participation a Tourism 
Code and an Investment Code. And Cde Coard, as the 
Minister of Finance, has been meetxng with them very 
regularly and giving them incentives, giving them 
concessions, helping them to develop the confidence 
that the state is not going to crush them. And all 
of this has now had a qualitative effect on the 
National Bourgeoisie. 

A third factor, comrades, and -‘.fu c\ factor we Tie- 

times forget, is that the National Bourgeoisie has 
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'«rp is the un-patriotic capitalist and 
there is the patriotic one, and it is the patriotic 
ones who will form the alliance with us. The un- 
patriotic ones will sell out and 90 abroad or will try 
to engage in sabo -e. So the reality of patriotism 
is something that must not be overlooked. 

And fourthly and finally, it is important to remember 
that part of the reason we can form the alliance with 
them is because of their own low level of class 
consciousness - Therefore, they don’t really fully 
under st and w.at it is we are doing. It comes over in a 
million thin go they say from time to time. They are 
not •'*■» still hoping that what we 

are building is not social:.- one of them puts 

it sociv.irt capitalism or capitalist socialism - 
what cv or t hat means . 

So, there is that area of confusion. But comrades a 
few rare wards or. the nature of the alliance that, we 
have -.ri.th theca sections. First of all, it is important 
to under r c and that the alliance we have jives full, 
total o c-::p?.etc: control to the Party and the working 
people. x. . c* party and the working people have hegemony. 
A monopoly rhl total power, hegemony will mean 

total control, and that is the distinction we are 
drawing between hegemony and monopoly. 

But there is absolutely no doubt that we have a 
hegemonic control on power and over all the capital 
ar nf the State- We can see this in several 
dirrerent rv\ys. If you consider the question 
Cabinet. The Cabinet of our country has ten (10) 
ministers and nine of these ten ministers are 
members of the Party; the -"ember of the 

Party is Harris Bain. If you look at the ruling 
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council of the People's Revolutionary Government, you 
will see it no longer has twenty-three people because 
Lloyd Noel is in detention, Pam Buxo is out of the 
country, Lyle Bullen is no longer involved, Thefe are 
three people who are out, there are now twenty (20) 
people who are in the P.R.G. And if you look at the 
Party and * * Cr. 1 inet and you analyse them carefully, 
you will discover an over £0% direct control by the 
Party of the ruling council of the F,R.G. and Cabinet* 

Secondly, to see further this hegemony or control I am 
talking about comrades, look at the composition of our 
army and militia* We don’t have any upper Fetty- 
bourgeoisie or bourgeoisie in our army or militia* When 
you look at the officers in the army it is Working Class 
comrades or petty-bourgeois revolutionary democrats or 
communists who are the officers in the army - that’s 
the situation in our army* 

Thirdly comrades, consider our Zonal Councils and our 
Workers Councils and so on. The bourgeoisie is not 
invited deliberately ard consciously, so they don't 
have the opportunity to come and try to confuse people 
inside the councils* When we're having a "onal Council 
in this building or a Workers Parish Council, we send 
out the invitations, we decide who we want to invite 
and we live the bourgeoisie out deliberately and 
consciously* 

Consider the trade unions in our country, five of the 
eight leading trade unions are under the direct leader- 
ship and control of full members, candidate members and 
applicants of our Party* There is no doubt about it; 
what we have is hegemony; we have full control. 
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I want to think of another area. Just consider, comrades 
how laws are made in this country. Laws are made in 
this country when Cabinet agrees and when I sign a 
document on behalf of Cabinet. And then that is what 
everybody in the country - like it or don’t like it - 
has- to follow. Or consider how people get detained 
in this country. We don’t go and call for no votes. 

You get detained when I sign an order after discuss- 
ing it with the National Security Committee of the 
Party or with a higher Party body. Once I sign it - 
like it or don’t like it - its up the hill for them. 

It is also important to note comrades, that while we 
are in an alliance with sections of the bourgeoisie 
and upper pet ty-bourgeoisie , they are not part of our 
dictatorship. They are not part of our rule and control 
they are not part of it. We bring them in for what we 
want to bring them in for. They are not part of our 
dictatorship because when they try to hold public * 
meetings and we don’t want that, the masses shut down 
the meeting. When we want to hold Zonal Councils and 
we don’t want them there, we keep them out. When they 
want to put out newspaper and we don’t want that, we 
close it down. When they want freedom of expression 
to attack the Government or to link up with the CIA 
and we don’t want that, we crush them and jail them. 

They are not part of the dictatorship. In fact, if the 
truth is told, they have been repressed by the 
dictatorship. They have lost some of the rights they 
used to have. Now it is the working people who have 
these rights, not the bourgeoisie. When the working 
people want to hold a public meeting, we don’t stop 
them. When the working people went to go and hold a 
picket, we don’t stop them. When they want to Picket 
Data, that is good, but if Bata want to picket workers 
we jail Bata. The workers could Picket Bata, but Bata 
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cannot picket no workers. When Torchlight workers 
want to take over the company, we support them, n*t 
publicly and through making noise because that would 
not be in our interest* We pretend we don't know 
what's happening and let the trade unionists do it. 

But if the Torchlight owners try to crush the workers, 
we jail the Torchlight owners. 

The point is all riejits are not for them, all freedoms 
are not for them* but all rights and freedoms are now 
for the majority who are no longer oppressed and re- 
pressed by a tiny minority. That is very important to 
understand because that is what dictatorship or rule 
means. And that is how every state operates. That is 
why the state came about in the first case; so that 
there would be a dictatorship and a minority, in the 
case of the capitalist state* would crush and oppress 
the majority* In the case of the Socialist State* the 
majority will crtish, oppress and repress the 
recal n i minority. That is what it is, and that is 
what the nature of the dictatorship is, so they are 
not part of that. And that is very important for us 
to understand. 

Comrades^ as we see it, this political essence - this 
dictatorship of the working people - is what we have to 
continue to develop and to build rapidly if we are to 
make substantial progress in building the national 
democratic anti-imperialist phase of the Revolution. 

And I would say, there are six (6) things to watch and 
to emphasise in terms of the political essence. 

First, it means control by the Farty and the working 
people. So we have to be guided by that at all times. 
The Farty and the working people; the Farty acting in 
26 the name of the working people and particularly, of 

course, the working class must control, guide and dir^e* 
the process - must rule. 
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Secondly, it means an alliance has to continue to be 
maintained, firstly, with the peasantry and other 
elements of the petty-bourgeoisi e, and secondly with 
sections of the upper petty-bourgeoisie and the 
national bourgeoisie. That also means comrades, when 
we do work plans when we have particular actions we 
want to take or are about to take, we always have to 
be conscious of this alliance. In other words, comrades 
in St. Andrew's area for example, who historically have 
given extra ordinary trouble in their dealings with 
Norris Bain, Minister of Housing and member of the 
ruling FRG Council must be very careful Over and over 
again, there would be activities, where there is no 
no reason why the: comrade can not.be present, and they 
won't invite him. So we have him coming to us and 
complaining about all kinds of unnecessary problems 
because of stupidity. On the way in which some comrades 
choose to relate to, let's say a Lyden Ramdhanny or a 
Bernard Gittens. The fact is that we have an alliance 
and the alliance is important. And the same applies 
to the patriotic businessmen with whom we are develop- 
ing joint ventures and whom we are encouraging to 
invest. We can't meet them and curse them or get on 
arrogantly with them for no goo4* reason. Obviously, a 
trade union struggle is one kind of thing. But what I 
am saying is that for as long as the alliance is there, 
it calls for a certain kind of political maturity at 
the level of our behaviour in dealing with these with 
whom we are building an alliance. That is very 
important for us to watch. 

The third thing, comrades, the question of our people; 
their education (political and academic); the develop- 
ment of further democratic mechanisms and organisations 
and means and methods of- getting them to be involved 
and to participate and so on; The need for greater 
training in democracy for them^ In other words, the 
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preparation for them to rule. That, of course, primarily 
refers to the working class but it applies in general to 
the working people and also to the broad masses in terms 
of the der ^I^prjcnt of democracy, in terms of the involve- 
ment in mass organisations, in terms of participation in 
the organs of popular power. 

The fourth point, the necessary emphasis we have to give- 
at all times to the working class "(we are going to come 
back to that so I don't want to say too much on it). 

But for this political section, it has to be emphasised. 

And the fifth point, the building of the Party, because 
again it is the Party that has to be at the head of this 
process, acting as representatives of the working people 
and in particular the working ciass. *hat is the only 
way it can be because the working class does not have 
the ideological development or experience to build 
socialism on its own. The Party has to be there to 
ensure that the necessary steps and measures are taken* 
And it is our primary responsibility to prepare and 
train the working class for what their historic mission 
will be later on down the road. That is why The Party 
has to be built and built rapidly, through bringing in 
the first sons and daughters of the working class* 

And finally comrades, the need always for firmness and 
inflexibility on political questions that affect the 
building of socialism. On the economic front , you can 
have a lot of flexibility; on the political front the 
flexibility must be very little. We have to bo firm 
because we are walking a real tight rope. On the one 
hand, you have to give encouragement s and incentives 
and build the confidence of the bourgeoisie.. But on 
the other hand, when they step out of line, we still 
have to crush them. So it's that kind of tight-rope 
that has to be walked. 
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ECONOMIC ESSENCE OF THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC PATH 

I want to come corades, to the economic essence in the 
non-capitalist path, or more precisely the path of 
socialist orientation. That is what the economic 
essence of this national democratic business is- the non- 
capitalist path of economic development, the path of 
socialist orientation. That involves in particular 
building the state sector along particular lines which 
I now want to describe quickly. 

Firstly, the state sector must be built to be the dominant 
sector. As comrades know, that*s happening already. 

Last year over 907 of all investments in this country 
were by the public sector, by the state and at this time 
the*controls about a quarter of the total economy. 
Building the state sector to be the dominant sector means 
a number of things :- 

(a) We must assume total control of all financial 
institutions over a period of time. I did not say 
total control tomorrow morning or next year, but 
equally over a period - that must happen: 

(b ) We must assume total control of all foreign trade 
and also of some aspects of internal trade* The 
Win, of course, is helping us in that area already. 
This year, the MNIB will have a turnover of $20m. 
Right now Win has $35m in stocks (quite a stagger- 
ing figure). Right now , MNIB is buying over 7C 
agricultural items from the farmers in Grenada. 

Right now, one in every ten farmers is selling his 
produce to M4I3. Right now, the three main depots 
for the MNIB (Young Street, Hillsborough Carriacou, 
and Petit Martinique), in January, February, March 
of this year together, sold something like 300,000 
lbs of produce. And I ’ll give you something that ! s

even more staggering than that which was told to me 
by the Manager of the IWIB depot in Petit Martinique - 
Linus Helmar. Belmar told us that the Petit Martinicue 
depot has a monthly turnover of $60,000 - a quite 
staggering figure. The role of the MNIB , both in the 
area of imports and exports, will have to be stepped 
up in the coming period. 

(c) We must assume total control of all Fublic Utilities - 
electricity, telephone, water. National Transport 
Service. And here again, as comrades know, we 
already in fact control those four. The missing 

one for us now is Cable and Wireless and the 
Satelite Dish from the Soviet Union will be one 
aspect of the timing in relation to Cable and 
Wireless . 

(d) W e must continue the building of the inf rasturcture - 
air port, sea ports, roads etc. - all aspects of 
infra sturcture. 

(e) We must ensure the further development of tourism, 
of the manufacturing and industrial sectors; of 
the agricultural sector; of the agro-industrial 
sector; of fisheries. In other words, all of the 
main pillars of the economy - agriculture, agro- 
industries, fisheries, tourism, manufacturing and light 
indust ry • 

(f) We must develop central planning mechanisms for 
the economy and the society as a whole* Cut 
first of all we must start with the economy, in 
terms of the development of the economy comrades, 
over the next 10 - 15 years; as we see it, the 
next 5 years - emphasis will undoubtedly be 
tourism. That is not to say that we like tourism* 

That is because we have no choice. Tourism is 
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the sector that has the greatest potential for giving 
us the profits to invest in the areas we really want 
to invest in - agriculture, agro industries, fisheries, 
and non-agro industrialisation generally. That’s 
really where we will like to go, but those cannot 
produce the money at this time, while tourism can. 

We estimate that we will spend about $35Cm in just 
tourism alone over the next couple of years, including 
the cost of the New International Air-port. 

The question is how to control that tourist develop- 
ment? And the plan there as you know is the Tourism 
Code, the Investment Code in general, and of course, 
a very, very careful policy and the development of 
careful guidelines at every stage to ensure that the 
negative social effects of tourism are at all times 
curbed. For example, take prostitution, if you catch 
local prostitutes - lock them up and rehabilitate them. 
If you catch foreign prostitutes coming in - deport 
th«sn. So we will have to develop a very careful set 
of rules and guidelines to ensure that tourism doesn’t 
get our of hand. But at the sane time, unfortunately 
for us is the way I will put it, tourism has to be 
the key for the immediate short term period. 

For one thing, there is no way we can ever pay back 
for that International Air-port in a short or medium 
term if we don’t have tourism developed. So that’s 
where it's at for the next five years or so. The 
next five years after that - agriculture with a lot 
ipore emphasis then too on Agro-Industries and Fisheries 
But of course, in this first five-year period we also 
have to continue to do a lot of work on agriculture, 
agro industries and fisheries, so don't misunderstand 
what I am saying. I am talking about empbt^is and 
where the dollar bills will have to go because we 
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don* t have many dollars, Hut the fact of the matter is 
that all of these phases I am describing we will have 
to continue to work oh. all fronts. But we are not 
^ going to be able to make the kind of returns we need 
on Agro, Agriculture or Fisheries in the upcoming 
period* Hence the importance of tourism* 

And in terms of agriculture comrades, the Youth Employ- 
ment Programme assumes predominant emphasis right now in 
this first period. 

In the third five year period (that is in ten years time), 
light industry, especially non-agro based industry and 
manufacturing will become more and more predominant, 
more and more important. 

It is important to observe comrades that all of this 
lays the basis for the development of capitalism. And 
that of course is a major problem because it means that 
if we are not careful capitalism rather than socialism 
will be the the end product, just like when Lenin had 
formulated NEP right after the Great October Socialist 
Revolution, the Bolsheviks too had that same problem 
and concern • 

Simultaneously we will be nurturing the shoots of 
capitalism and the shoots of socialism and the question 
is which one becomes predominant and how you control 
and ensure that socialism is what comes out and not 
capitalism. We have the same problem as the young 
Soviet State faced but a million times more difficult, 
because our state sector is much smaller and does 
not have the potential in this immediate period for 
providing the profits to build the economy and the 
country. And of course, we have a much smaller and 
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less ideologically developed working class. On top of 
that we have this massive petty bourgeoisie; you have 
this low level of development of class consciousness; 
yoii have this total backwardness and primitiveness in 
the economy. In other words comrades, we have a tight 
rope that we have to monitor very carefully as we walk 
it - every single day , understanding clearly that all 
of this infrastructural development, and all of this 
activity we are describing not only can build socialism 
but also capitalist. 

What this means is that our primary task must be to 
sink the ideas of Marxism/Leninism amongst the working 
people so that their own ideological level can advance 
and they can begin to better understand what we are 
trying to do a*.:d why their class consciousness can be 
raised in this way. Secondly, of course we can control 
the development f capitalism through the use of laws 
and regulations; because one thing we do have is 
political control (and we have that firmly) so we can 
decide on much taxes to charge, we can decide vrho 
get credits, we can decide who gets concessions and 
pioneer incentives, we can decide what of Laws to 

pass and when, we can decide who to '’manners" and when. 
In other words, we can use the apparatus of the State 
in order to effect those controls, but it is a tight 
rope and we just need to be careful and understand what 
we are involved in. 

TASKS OF THE NATIONAL DEMOCRATIC STAGE 

Comrades, the tasks of this national democratic stage 
can perhaps be summarised in ten points; and I want to 
just quickly list them. 

(1) Ensure the leading ro?.e of the working class 
through its Marxist/Leninist Party backied by 
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some form of the dictatorship of the proletariat. But 
please note that I said some form of the dictatorship 
of the proletariat, because obviously at this stage we 
cannot have the dictatorship of the proletariat or the 
working class, but the form we would have at this first 
stage is the dictatorship of the working people* 

(2) Build the alliance between the working class and 
mass of the working people; in other words, the 
alliance between the working class and the urban 
and rural bourgeoisie. At the same time, we must 
also build an alliance with those patriotic sections 
of the upper petty bourgeoisie and national 
bourgeoisie who are willing to help develop the 
country. 

(3) Ensure over a period, public ownership of the means 
of production. In other words, build the state 
sector 4 

(4) Work towards the gradual transformation of 
agriculture along socialist lines through develop- 
ment of voluntary co-operative farms and state 
farms . 

(3) Tlan the development of the economy in order to 

lay the basis for the building of socialism and to 
raise living standards. 

( 6 ) Begin the implementation of the cultural revolution. 
And this cultural revolution, as all of us know, is 
one of the four revolutions we are building at the 
same time - the political, economic, scientific and 
technological and the cultural. And in the context 
of the cultural revolution, I want to emphasise 
three main points - the spreading of the* socialist 
34 ideology, the wiping out of illiteracy and the 
building of a new patriotic and revolutionary- 
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democratic intelligentsia i 

(7) Build the defence capacity of the country so. as to 
protect it and to protect the revolution from 
internal and external enemies * Comrades, the 
applicants on Saturday in one of the six workshops 
came back reporting that they were very concerned 
about the fact that there were so many non-party 
comrades who were leading the militiai and that is 
an area of concern that we share very strongly* 

We have to get more party comrades into the leader- 
ship of the militia. Just in terms of the means 
that we have here right now, we are short by over 
one fifth of the comrades that we need to operate 
them. Just in terms of what we have, I am not 
talking about what is to come* So if comrades are 
not prepared to come out and learn to use those 
means, then it means that other comrades out there, 
hopefully supporters and strong sympathisers would 
be the ones using them, which means that at the 
appropriate time we won’t even have the guarantee 
that the guns can’t be turned back on us* So I 
really hope comrades will take that comment from 
the workshop seriously* 

(8) develop proletarian internationalism* As represent- 

atives of the working class in ‘Grenada, we have to 
ensure that our working class and the working people 
always demonstrate maximum solidarity with all 
international working class struggles* That is a 
fundamental responsibility. 

(9) Develop equal and friendly relations with all 
governments in the world, except the fascist 
military dictatorship and apartheid types. That 
is why comrades, we have been making trips to 
different countries in Latin America like Mexico, 
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Venezuela , Ecuador, Panama and so on. That is why in 
a few days time we leave for France to another state 
visit • W e must develop relations with all different 
kinds of countries - some of them revolutionary - 
democratic, some of them social -democratic, some of 
them, like in the ca' o of many in CArflCOM, straight 
pro-capitalist and pro-imperialist in outlook. 

(10) Build rapidly our links with the Socialist World, 
especially the Soviet Union. And here I should 
hardly need to say more; we have just come back 
from an important visit to the land of Lenin, the 
Soviets in the last two days have arrived, nine of 
them including the Ambassador and their Embassy is 
about to be opened and so on. So these links and 
relations are building reasonably satisfactory. 

'FCTl THE : kESHNT PERIO D 

Coming out of all of this comrades, what are the tasks 
as seen by the Central Committee? 

The first task is sinking the ideas of Marxism/Leninism 
among the working class and the working people. The 
main vehicle for this comrades is socialism classes. The 
Central Committee feels very strongly that this is the 
Number One task. >*nd of course, there can be only one 
Number One task, and this the Central Committee regards 
as Number One - sinking the ideas of Marxism - Leninism 
among the working class and the working people. The 
fact of the matter is that a national democratic 
revolution can be turned back easily. For example in 
the case of Nasser's Egypt, not withstanding the years 
of hard work put in by Nasser and his party into trying 
to build the national democratic revolution in Egypt, 
After his death it took only a few years to roll back 
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all that had been accomplished, And there were several 
reasons. One, the party was not in fact built along 
Leninist vanguard lines and secondly, because the ideas 
of Marxism/Leninism had not *aken root, there was no 
deep class consciousness in Egypt. We know that in many 
of these national democratic revolutions •• in Iraq, 

Somalia, Algeria and so on - the fact is that the ideas 
of Marxism/Leninism were and are not being spread. And 
therefore, with the ideological work being weak, at a 
certain point it becomes easy for forces opposed to 
revolutionary transformation to overturn what had been 
accomplished. 

2 , The second task, comrades, the organisation of the 
working class and the working people through their trade 
unions, their organs for popular power, their mass 
organisations and throuefr sports and culture - the 
Organisation of th working class and the working 
people. 

3 . Thirdly, comrades, strengthening the Leninist character 
of the party by bringing in the best elements of the 
working people and in particular the working class , and 
through building the internal organisation of the Party. 

4 . Fourth \v comrades, building the economy along the path 

of socialist orientation, thus providing more material 
benefits for the masses and laying the basis for the 
construction of socialism. 

5 . The fifth t ask, d eveloping the defence capacity of the 
country through building the militia both quantitatively 
and qualitatively by strengthening the influence of the 
Party in the militia. 

We believe very firmly, comrades, that the tasks have been 

put in the correct order '\c priority by the Central 
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about this, and we decide to change this 'ritisation * ' 
these priorities in the order outlined will stand as 
1. 2*3.4. and £ • You can e two number ones and you 

can ; t . *ve three number twos. One is one and two is 
two. So we have to look at our workplans and committees 
and look at the r r °g r ammes that we are into and revise 
them to make sure that they are in line with the line 
of march set by the Central, Committee. One is one. 

Two is two, Three is three, Four is four and Fivo is 
five. Because, comrades, as you know another historic 
weakness of ours has been to set priorities one day 
and then the very next day to break the priorities that 
we have set; so we really need this time to take a very 
strong and firm position on this Question. 

THE SUBJECTIVE FACTO* - THE PkTTY 

Comrades I want to close, but what I want to close by 
saying will take another fifteen minutes or so, I want 
to close by going into the Question of the subjective 
factor, in other words the party, a very brief history 
of the party’s development and the criteria for Farty 
membership at this time. 

Over the past nine and a half years, our Party has 
passed through many stages of development; all of us 
know that* We have analysed recently that there have 
been six major stages that the Party has gone through. 

The first stage began on the 11th March, 1573, with 
the merger, when came NJM out of JEWEL and MAP led by 
3 and rural petty-bourgeoisie. The 

Strategy adopted was one of mass mobilisation with 
seizure of power coming through mass mobilisation, 
general strike, street marches and thereafter 
insurrection* Mistakes were made, a deep class 
approach was not taken, no attempt was made to build 
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a Leninist Party, there was an over-reliance on 
spontaneity and the possibilities of crowd politics. 

That periocj, comrades, March *73 to April *74 is the 
period of mass mobilisation in action. Using the issue 
of Gairy* s incorrect approach to the question of independence 
as a base we wont around the country agitating the 
masses for popular insurrection* During that same 
period in fact, within the first two months of the 
Party being formed, we liberated 51 rifles from Gairy. 

js true wo did not hold them for as long as we would 
have liked; wo had them for one year and then lielmar 
took them back, but in fact we stole 51 rifles as part 
of that preparation. 


During this period of mass mobilisation, we held the People 1 s 
Convention on Independence and the massively attended 
People* s Congress where five historic, but nonetheless 
ultra-leftist, decisions were taken. You remember the 
decisions? Firstly, we tried Gairy, found him guilty 
of 27 crimes and gave him two weeks to resign. We 
suggested that a National Unity Council should be 
elected and a National Unity Council was elected and 
we said it would have the task of supervising the 
orderly transition to power of the new regime. We also 
decided that the people would take steps to remove the 
Gairy dictatorship if he did not resign within 2 weeks. 

So undoubtedly, this was ultra-leftism in action. 

Nonetheless the major weakness of this period was the 
subjective factor, the fact that a Leninist approach 
to pary building and to strategy and tactics were? not 
adopted; and this is notwithstanding the notable 
achievement® of the period, including the publication of 
our Manifesto. 

After the defeat in January *74 the Party held its 
first major evaluation in April 1574, we were thoi 
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exactly one year and one month old. We spent a few 
days, a whole week-end, looking at the Party and 
trying to decide where we went wrong and what corrective 
action was needed. That is when we decided in theory 
and in principle that we should build a Leninist Party. 
That decision was taken in April *74 but in practice 
that decision was not implemented for many years. In 
fact, there was a constant struggle within the Party 
to get Leninist principles, in practice and in a 
concrete way going but it was always an uphill struggle, 
particularly on the need for collective study. In 
this second period, that is from April *74 to June *77, 
the Party was very much going through its period of 
early childhood, though our contesting of the 1576 
General Elections and our policy on Alliances were 
evidence of a developing political and ideological 
maturity. 

In the time period, July »77 to August *78, the party 
did make a qualitative leap forward in terms of Leninist 
standards and principles. That is the period when we 
stepped up our work among the working class, the work 
was not sufficiently deep, but at least it was starting. 
W e tried to organise the agricultural working class 
but did not get very far because of Gairy f s use of 
repression in protecting his base among the agricultural 
working class. Out we did some work during that period 
with the urban working class and with sections of the 
rural petty bourgeoisie - the farmers and the fishermen. 
That is the period too when the Organising Committee of 
the Party was formed, thus taking some of the strain 
off the Political Pureau and leaving matters of 
discipline, party organisation and so on, for the 
Organising Committee to handle - a critical step 
forward . 
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And then we came to the next period, the fourth period 
from August *78 to March *75, vh e n the Party really 
moved into top gear. The timing was fortuitous for 
us because at the exact moment that a revolutionary 
situation was developing a number of key wirk committees 
of the Party began to function. Inner party democracy 
was also being strengthened; party study was going on, 
and a mass scientific approach to organisation was 
beginning to develop. 

And from March *75 to this period, the fifth (5th) we 
have had a lot of mass activity. It is the period 
when vs broadened and deepended our links with the 

working people and the masses in general, through the 
mass organisations - women, youth, pioneers-; through 
the organs of popular power - workers, parish and 
zonal councils-; through the socialism classes, very 
critically and also through our greatly expanded work 
in the trade unions. In this period, we have consider- 
ably deepened, broadened and expanded our links with 
the working people and the broad masses in general* 

This is the period too when the Party began to develop 
a number of critical new structures and committees, 
including the C.C* itself, FCP’s and a Committee on the 
economy for the first time. They have not all done 
well as we would have liked but the fact is that 
important new structures have been set up and have 
begun to function. 

Turing this period too, the Party has also been involved 
in supervising ^any aspects of the State Apparatus and in 
running the state generally. The party is involved in all 
the key programmes of the Revolution, the Centre for 
Popular Education Programme, the Land Reform Programme, 
Youth Employmen t Programme, and recently in the 
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discussions around the Budget and the Economy* So this 
is a period that has seen a number of new mechanisms, 
new structures and new work committees and greatly 
expanded work in dozens of different areas at the same 
time. 

But we believe very strongly, comrades, that as from 
now, September *82 the Farty is definitely entering a 
new stage of the revolution and of our Tarty’s develop- 
ment. be feel that because of the growing internal 
and external complexity of this period, because of the 
growing quantity of work required of the Party and in 
order to cope with the new complexities that once again 
we have to change gears and step up the pace. This 
year we have a major role to play in the development 
of the Economy because this is the essential basis 

for progressing on our path of socialist orientation. 
Furthermore; the question of the Armed Forces, 
especially the militia and of the Party assuming 
leadership of the key positions there is something 
that we have to be involved in a lot more this year. 
The cues ti on of increasing the quantity and quality of 
our socialism classes, as our priorities demand is 
also jSomethmn that we u.ust take much more seriously. 
The C >T r F rooramme, in its second phase, must also get 
a lot of attention this year . The Youth Employment 
Programme and the Land kef or m Programme are central to 
agricultural and overall Economic development. 

in other words, we are required to work on a dozen 
critical fronts at the same time, and that is going 
to require a lot r~re : • pile .t: on of Leninist 
standards of discipline, consistency and seriousness. 
All of this, comrades . means that our ideological, and 
organisational level as a Tarty will have to rise 
considerably. It is clear that if ve had not insisted 
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higher standards we would not have reached where we have 
reached. But it is equally clear, comrades, that 
holding power is much more difficult than taking power. 
There is no doubt that the Party can be built more 
rapidly on the basis of lower standards but this will 
mean that the tasks we have set ourselves, including 
our historical task of building socialism, would no* 
be accomplished. As Lenin told us a long time n go 
"better fewer but better". Immortal ~»ords that we 
must never forget. 

During the Party’s history, there are members who have 
dropped out; some for opportunist reasons; others because 
they were not willing to make the sacrifices required 
in the particular period; in other cases, as the Party’s 
ideological outlook developed, they came to realise that 
they did not share the desire to develop socialism; 
some others just could r*ot take the level of discipline* 
of organisation, of strain, of hard work, of sacrifice* 
Fut no one is a member for life in the serious Leninist 
Party and , at this point* the Central Committee would 
like to enumerate the criteria for party membership 
and to go into some details as to the qualities required 
for promotion in the Party. 

REQUIREMENTS FOR MCMPE3SHIP 

The four basic retirements for party membership are:- 

(1) Regular collective ideological study organised by 
the Party. 

(2) Engage in consistent political work under the 
guidance of an organ of the Party. 

(3) Consistent payment of party dues fixed at 3% of 
gross salary. And comrades, gross means gross, it 
doesn’t mean net - after you pay tax, or after you 
take out money to give to some member of the family# 
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So, if your salary is $800 per month and you - ■* paying 
$60 tax, that is not the Tarty 1 s business; it is 5ft of 
the $800, so you have to pay ?40. Unemployed comrades 
and students must pay $1.00 a month. I don’t know how 
many unemployed comrades the Party has left, but we 
certainly have students, 

(4) Understanding, accepting and implementing the 

principles and programme of the Party. This last 
requirement includes a complete willingness to 
accept Party discipline in many, many areas of one’s 
personal life, not just political life. To fully 
accept and really implement the principles and 
program o of the party requires you to let the 
Party decide when you can get vacation and sometimes 
even what kind of activities you can be involved in. 

In other words, even our personal life is under 
security to some extent. 

POTENTIAL APPLICANTS 

Comrades, we developed a new category called 
Potential .applicants after the Revolution, so as to 
ensure that opportunist*, careerists, self-seekers and 
other elements like that who want to come into the 
Party because it seems easy, or because the new conditions 
mean that they don’t have to get "bull-pistle" if they 
join the Party now or because the Party seems like a 
badge and passport to fame and prestige, are not 
allowed to enter the Party as applicants before they go 
through a tight screening process. And what we have 
been trying to do in choosing Potential Applicants is 
essentially to look for people with four main qualities 
and characteristics. Firstly, comrades with a 
genuinely revolutionary democratic outlook; secondly, 
comrades who engage in disciplined political work in 
a. particular area; thirdly, comrades who are basically 
nect and not opportunist in character; and fourthly 
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Comrades whose relations to private property dr not 
involve them in the exploitation of labour* 

POTENTIAL applicants to applicants 

From our experience, comrades, these are the people 
who are most likely to move to Msrxism/Leninism* These 
comrades are then invited to join classes where they 
are tested to see whether they are hostile to, or 
accepting of the ideas of Marxism Lrninism. If they 
are not ant 1 -communist , and if they continue to work 
well and show an honest approach, they are admitted 
as Applicants. An fdas all comrades know the period 
of applicancy is one year. That gives both the Par^y 
and the applicant the time to judge whether the 
applicant really accepts the science of Marxisn/Lenin* sm 
and is willing to make the sacrifices necessary to 
becoma a Party merger. 


APPLICANTS TO CANDI DA TE MEMBERS 


When assessing an applicant for promotion to Candidate 
Member the following live points are looked at : - 

(1) Whether the applicant accepts the principles 
of IlarxisTu -eninism and shows willingness to 
continue to develop* 

(2) Whether the applicant has been working consistently 
end effectively in his/her ■ of political work 
and developing in terrs ox organisational skills. 

(3) Whether the applicant has in practice accepted 
party discipline, in pract ice- 

(4) Whether the applicant has good relations with 
the masses, including party members and non- 
p?* ty members with whom he he works in his 
Union, Mass Organisation, Army, Workplace etc* 
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(5) Whether the Applicant continues to be of good 

character so as to present an example to the masses 
he/she comes in contact with; whether certain 
petty bourgeois traits such as individualism, 
hostility to criticism, arrogance, indiscipline 
and so on are being eroded; and whether proletarian 
Qualities such as respect for the working class, 
co-operativeness and co-operation, disciplihe, 
modesty, self criticism are being built. If accepted 
as a Candid te member, another year would now 
elapse before the comrade is eligible for consider- 
ation for full membership. 

CANDIDATE MEMBERS TC MEMBERS 

At this stage, the stage of moving from Candidate Member 
to Member, the Party looks for the fullest possible 
development of six factors. 

(1) Ideological development as seen in a development 
of the ability to analyse and cope well with many 
different situations and to correctly apply 
strategy and tactics - the essence of correct 
Marxi sm/Leninism Leadership. 

{2) The development of correct leadership. A professional 
approach to his/her political work, expressing 
Leninist organisational st.-ndards in all aspects 
of the work* 

(3) The development of an ability to supervise and 
guide the work of junior party comrades. 

(4) The removal of petty bourgeois character faults 
and the development of a character which 
provides 
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an outstanding example to other party comrades and the 
masses alike. 

(5) The development of very good relations with the 
masses and other party comrades. 

(6) The development cf the technical and professional 
skills needed by the comrade in his or her job. 

Comrades, some comrades feel that it takes too long to 
become a full member in our Farty. Some comrades feel 
it is rough enough to have applicants, then candidate 
members and then members so that on top of that to 
have Potential Applicants is really just pushing the 
pace too much. And yet the truth is that some comrades 
in the Party are right now proposing another new 
category of not just Potential Applicants but of 
Prospective Potential Applicant, to make it even more 
difficult to gain entry. The fact is-, comrades, that 
we feel it is correct in our situation for us to have 
this long process of what, at one level, can be seen 
as probation before comrades can become full members. 

We think it is important n- v because at the level of 
party leadership we want to keep the number down; in 
fact at the level of the Central Committee of the 
Party, our anxiety and concern is to see the Party 
lifted in terms of quantity and duality in the shortest 
possible time. But we also know from experience that 
this whole question of coming to accept full membership 
in the party and really internationalism and 
operationalising in a serious way party discipline and 
party duties is something that does take time to really 
sink home- Sometimes comrades might last two or three 
years but then on a certain issue when the class struggle 
is really heightened they break and then leave the Party. 

The truth is that it is not really a case of the Party 
Leadership laying down harsh conditions; it is real 
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life and the demand of the struggle that make it 
necessary for us to have these difficult conditions and 
for us to ensure that comrades who are full members, 
and also candidate members, are truly the finest 
representatives of the working class and the most 
S ** G ^*^ struggle, in discipline, in dedication, in 

commitment and in total commitment for the workina 
class and their interests. That is not the C.C. laying 
laws down, that is real life laying the laws down. And 
that is why comrades, we feel very strongly that; these 
criteria are critical and necessary. 

We believe it must become more and more difficult for 
comrades to become full members and candidate members 
and it must become more difficult for new comrades to 
remain as members and candidate members ; . and those who 
are unwilling to live up to the demands Of this 
membership would have to be moved. We believe comrades 
that this stage of our process requires this. Deing a 
Communist, comrades meansbecoming a different kind of 
person. Our society is deeply petty bourgeois and 
this means the majority of our people are deeply 
individualistic, ill-disciplined, disorganised, un- 
proletarian, hostile to criticism and so on. Many in 
the middle strata and intelligentsia often find it 
difficult to relate as equals with the working people 
while at the same time many working people lack 
confidence in dealing with certain types of people. 

It takes time for a new proletarian person to be built. 
It takes time for a Communist to be built. So in 
reality, comrades, promotion is not decided on by the 
Tarty but by the development of comrades themselves. 

On behalf of the Central Committee of our Party, I 
want to congratulate all the comrades who have been 



recently promoted from applicants to candidate members 
who are here with us today for the first time in that 
capacity, and who as a result of that new status have 
assumed new rights, duties and responsibilities# I 
also want to congratulate in advance those comrades in 
this room who will shortly be promoted from candidate- 
members to full members# Comrades now know the basis 
on which they have been promoted. Those comrades who 
have not been promoted at this time will also, we hope, 
understand and accept the reasons why they have not 
been promoted. 

W e believe comrades, that this line of march will equipt 
us to go into the field and to move rapidly to ensure 
that this first stage of the path v/e are on - the 
socialist orientation stage - is rapidly built. W e 
believe that we have correctly defined the new tasks 
required to handle the new situation .that has developed. 

We believe that as Party, individually and collectively, 
we must now develop ourselves into becoming more 
professional, more disciplined, more Leninist so that 
we would be able to meet the demands of this period* 

We also believe firmly that the path we have chosen 
is the ONLY correct one. W e believe that this path 
would certain ly bring us to our second major historical 
objective to seeing socialism, of seeing socialist 
construction achieved in our country, thus ensuring that 
the working class in Grenada would assume their rightful 
role and become fully emancipated for the first time.

the visit. Cde. Strachan showed interest in receiving a written vU bfasif 
After working out a detailed project starting from the general plan, [fe 
had thought out, we handed it in at a second meeting. On this occLLdh 
arrangements were made for the interviews. At the same time, we had j 
begun to work in the tracking down of written sources. We met Einiltj^ 
Strachan again at the end of our stay and gave him e brief account 
the results of the contacts and tracking down of sources (some of, Mfllj. 
were supplied to him) and expressed our concerns about the educatkij 
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reform issue and about the mechanisms of response to the recent sum- 
mons to the Church. We told Cde. Strachan that the report on the visit 
would be -sent to him not before the second fortnight of September, 

The constant, efficient, diligent support by Cde. Gast6n Dfaz, our 
Embassy’s First Secretary who at the time was head of the Mission, 
played an important role in the positive results we might have achieved 
in this visit* We left him in charge of finding and Bending two impor- 
tant informative sources* the Handbook of Caribbean Churches, 19-82 , to 
be bought in Barbados, and the book written by Rayraund Devas in 1932, 
which in case of not being obtained from F. Martin Simmonds, efforts 
should be made to borrow it from the public library so as to photocopy 
it.

The religious situation in Qrenada shows a series of characteristics 
which can be summarised as follows: 

1) Since the revolutionary triumph in 1979, the diocese showed signs 
of reservation and Btarted to insist on the holding of elections* Du- 
ring the three years of revolutionary government, the Catholic hierar- 
chy has added to its electoral claim a position of mediation in favor 
of the 1979 pro-Gairy prisoners and .of advocate of the "freedom of the 
press" in the face of governmental measures to stop counterrevolutio- 
nary propaganda. The emphasis of the Church is in harmony with the 
campaigns carried out by the reactionary governments in the Caribbean 
against Grenada's FR<Fand now has an institutional argument formalized 
in the p astoral o f the Caribbean Catholic bishops in February this year 
This pastoral marks a new reference, which goes backward in comparison 
with that of 1975, and starting from it, political sectors in the area 
have promoted the summons to the Church for a confrontation of forces 

with the PRG of Grenada.

2) For the Grenadian Church (particularly the Catholic one) the moment 
can be described as one of definitions. It c annot be ^s&id yet (in our 
opinion) that tfefe' hierarc hy has decidetL-nn an o pmL^onfrnntatinn. ai- 
though the pressure from the reactionary forces in the region within 
and outside the Church is aimed at confrontation, the position of the 
diocese seems to lean towards a combination of the pastoral attacks 
with repeated reference to the disposition to dialogue and the insis- 
tence upon the fact that their position towards the PRG is not uncom- 
promising. 

3) There are reasone to think that there is a potential contradiction 
between the .foreign clergy (mainly the Eritish and the Irish) and the 
West Indian minority. That majority, whom the vicar of the cathedral 
himself think is alien and inadaptable to the local realities, is at

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first sight the most active counterpart of the oppositionist dynamics 
brought about by the February pastoral ana by the provocations of reac- 
tionary forces in the region, 

4 ) There are no signs of systematic progressive projections within the 
Grenadian clergy. It seems that within the institution there is not a 
trend in the theological and social line sympathetic to the revolutio- 
nary project, and there are no indications of a community organization 
of this kind at the grass roots. However, some believers belonging to 
Catholic organizations, who gather around the Pope Paul Camp (with 
whom we could not get in touch during this visit) and who actively * 
collaborate with the NJW, can constitute a ferment in this direction. 

5 ) The slfrong point of the Grenadian churches (both the Catholic and 
traditional Protestant ones) regarding their social influence is the 
educational sector. The religious schools are, at a very high percent, 
in charge of elementary and secondary education because throughout the 
colonial period the State traditionally neglected this sector. The PRG 
does not ^ave a public educational system. In our opinion, the tea- 
ching centers are the Btronghold of the ecclesiastical institutions 
and the possibility of a reform that should bring about their exclu - 
si on i s thei r main coo& ern. 

6 ) The incorporation of the Catholic churches of the Caribbean to the 
Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), which also includes over 20 
Protestai*! churches since its creation in 1973, besides being, an ex- 
ceptional characteristic of ecumenism, establishes an associational 
link among the Christian institutions that admits a game of influen- 
ces in their projection: the Grenada Catholic diocese is a member of the 
Conference of Churches of Grenada (CCG) and with its positions it can 
influence^ on the the Protestant churches, and the other way around; 

at the same time, the fact that the Catholic Church belongs to the 
CCC means a similar game of influences at the regional level. In this 
interaction, the most positive positions of the CCC act as a restrai- 
ning factor to the behaviour of the Catholic Church at the local (and 
regional) level. However, the CQC.i s not a homogeneous body andjthe

possibility of a reversal _of its pos ili one -should no be underestima- 
ted, which would be in harmony with the tone of the critic! sms to 
the PRG by the Grenadian churches (see diagram in page 4). 

7) The estimated believing population is over 80 percent, made up 
mainly by Catholics (59 percent), Protestant from the historical chur- 
ches (Anglicans, Presbyterians and Methodists), and a number of sects 

% 

among which the Rastafarians seem to be widely disseminated. The le- 
vel of participation observed in the Sunday service is high. There 
does not seem to exist a significant difference in the degree of re- 
ligiosity among Protestants and Catholics. The Charismatic Catholic 
movement has expanded and it is thought to reach no less than a quar- 
ter of Catholics. The African roots and their possible syncretic ex- 
pressions should be studied. 

8) The Catholic Church is organized in a diocese wit h 20 par ish chur- 
ches. It has one Rishop^and 22 priests, with a rate of one priest for 
every 2,950 Catholics (baptized). Sixteen of the priests are reli- 
gious Aid 6 are diocesan; 16 are English, Irish, and American; 4 are 
from other Y/est Indian countries and 2. fr om Grena da: 15 are white and 
7 are mestizo or black. Thus, because of their origin and race this 
is a -^cl er^y_jeqth^ chara<^ej^y L fi£— that_alfenate them from the problems 
o f. t he Xsland • 

9) The diocese is suffragan to the archdioces e of Castries (St. Lucia) 
and belongs to the Episcopal Conference of the West Indies, whose main 
seats are Jan^ca^nd_^inidad-Tobago Thus the ecclesiastical orga- 
nization takes on a supranational character and the projection of the 
Grenadian Church is linked to the strategy carried out by the West 
Indian j>ody. (Regarding the framework of institutional relationship of 
dependence, see the following diagram.)

1. We underline the importance of the fact that a comrade responsible 
for the attention to the religious problems be appointed by the New 
Jewel Movement: This activity would basically include the information 
work at the beginning and regular contacts with collaborators from j 
Christian organizations. If it is thought to be relevant, this can also 
include contacts with the clergy. We repeat the recommendation that the 
person to be appointed should spend 15-20 days in Cuba so as to be able 
to know our experiences, be trained in the tasks of systematic infor- 
mation on the subject, and exchange ideas on the most controversial 
aspects of the work. Comrade Strachan expressed his agreement on this 
proposal* 

2. It would be advisable to study the possibility of formally creating 
a Reg ister of As socia tions (or a ^similar^ mechanism) attached to the co- 
rresponding governmental body. Such a body could be legally established 
on the basis of the public need to make an inventory of the existing 
associations in the country and their activities (this would not only 
include the religious institutions, but the Chamber of Commerce, asso- 
ciations of professionals, clubs such as the Rotarians, the lions, etc.). 
This would enable the counting of members, posts, premises, etc., the 
knowledge on special and regular activities, the means of financing of 
activities , etc. Both the terras of the resolution or law and the con- 
crete contents of the register and modus operandi would be defined ac- 
cording to the specific conditions. This proposal is based on the need 
to regularize the access by the PEG to systematic factual information 
on the religious institutions and their activities. Our recommendation 
does not dismiss the fact that the resposibility regarding the register 
could bej closely linked to the above-mentioned proposal. 

3. To promote contacts among clergymen and members ; >. e laity from 

Nicaragua and _other_ Latin .American circles linked to -iht theology of « 
liberation and, in generp.1, to the idea of a church committed to the 
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revolutionary positions) and the Christian sectors in Grenada through 
the Pope Paul Camp and maybe through talks with religious clergymen 
from a same order* particularly the Dominicans, These contacts should 
positively influence the Christian sectors of Grenada, 

4 . To consider the possibility of the Mat&nzas Evangelical Seminary 
inviting pastors from the Grenadian Protestant churches belonging to # 
the Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), of which the Conference 
of Evangelical Churches of Cuba is a member, to short or annual cour- 
ses. The language problem wopld be solved here. 

5. To promote the invitation of Grenadian members of the laity and , 
clergymen, through the appropriate channels, to visit Cuba. In my opi- 
nion, ft would be useful to immediately invite F. Cyril Lamontagne, 
Vicar of the Cathedral of St. George's (second figure in the diocese), 
who in our interview expressed his willingness to visit Cuba and was 
interested in knowing how he could be invited. Afterwards, I think 
arrangements should be made for a visit of F. Kartin Simmonds, supe- 
rior of the Order of the Dominicans in the British We st Indies, in 
case the trip he told us he was planning to make to Havana from Jamai- 
ca early next October would not take place. In case he would travel in 
October, we should be kept informed on his visit so as to organize 
activities that should help to positively influence his positions. 

F. Simmonds is the only clergyman who, in spite of his institutional 
responsibility, enjoys a positive reputation in the revolutionary cir- 
cles of the Island. I think that after a new inquiry in Grenada we 
should assess the advisability of continuing this program of visits 
with other West Indian priests of the diocese. 

g. The result of this visit ratifies an existing proposal in the sense 
of reg # ularizing a reciprocal information link and an exchange of cri- 
teria -on the strategy and tactics of the Church and the mechanisms of 
prevention and response. The action of the Church - particularly the 
Catholic one ~ has its origin in the policy of the Vat ican towa rds 
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Central America and the Caribbean, and therefore, entails -the existence - 
of mechanisms of combined action within the institution* Ihe exchange 
on our part should comprise two levels: a regular one with a NJM-PCC 
bilateral character, and another one with a trilateral character in 
which the FSLN of Nicaragua would also participate* 

7* I think it is indispensable to make a second brief visit within a 
short time (if possible within the present year) with a view to widen 
and deepen the gathering of testimonial information and to carry out 
tasks of observation which were not possible to undertake during the 
first visit and that are essential both to complete the characteriza- 
tion of the phenomenon and to propose effective measures. I summarize 

below the main concrete aims which have been left for a second visit: 

* , . 

a) Interviews with Christian collaborators with the NJM (initially, 

Judy Williams, Annette Campbell and Susan Berkley) and visits to the 
Pope Paul Camp. 

b) Interviews with Mons. Sidney Charles, Catholic Bishop; Rev. John 
Withington, Superintendent of the Methodist Church; and Rev. Hoskins 
Huggins, Archdeacon of the Anglican Church. According to the first 
contacts established, these interviews seem feasible and would result 
in direct assessments by the local hierarchies. 

c) Visit to Catholic communities with F. Martin Simmonds, This was 
proposed by F. Simmonds during the interview with him, and it would 
give u^ a series of worthy elements. 

d) Interview with officials of the PRG and leaders of the NJM who 
could contribute with criteria on the religious phenomenon in Grenada. 

e) Toykeep active the contacts with F. Lamontagne and Beacon Lucky 
Bernard, fur whose optimum preparation there are good possibilities.

In any case, it is neceeBary t remember that the Catholic sources 
only take into account the amount of baptized people, That is why 
the actual number of believers is always inferior. The Anglican 
Church *( official religion tinder the English Crown since 1795) fol- 
lows Catholicism as to the amount of believers, and in smaller 
amounts, other traditional Protestant cults (Presbyterian and Metho- 
dist) and Apocalyptic sects (mainly Adventist and Pentecostal, fol- 
lowed by a score of smaller denominations). The Rastafarian sect, 
of Jamaican origin, Beems to be widely disseminated^ identified by 
the testimonies obtained in pre-criminal environments. Although in 
the first visit we did not achieve other statistical references than 
the ones mentioned regarding Catholicism, the criteria obtained shows 
that the believing population in the country is of no less than 8C>. 
Though the number of Catholics is predominant, the proportion of 
Protestant cults is relatively high. As to the beliefs of African 
origin* there are references to the survival of elements of the Yoru- 
ba pantheon, particularly Saang6, which were supposed to enter the 
Island in the 19th century, with the trade of freeamen as salaried 
labor for the plantations after the abolition of slavery. ^

Likewise we have heard about witchcraft practices under the rite cf 
African origin called ,, 0beah M . We still do not have references which

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analize Afro-Christian syncretisms, a question which should be 
taken into account. Neither we are in conditions to assei3B the spe- 
cific weight of the Rastafarian sect in the framework of the most 
disseminated religionsj for this reason, I have limited myself ‘to 
indicate its existence. 

In a summarised way, the study of Epica^ ^recognizes that the insti- 
tutionalized religions existing today in Grenada are the Catholic, 

Anglican, Presbyterian^, and Methodist ones, the Salvation Army, the 
African Methodist Episcopal. Church, the Church of God, three Baptist 
denominations, Berians, Pentecostals and Seventh Bay Adventists, the 
Rastafarians, the Muslims, and the Bahaists. It does not mention, 
however, other religions also present, such as the Church of the Na- 
zarene,*and some Literalist Beets whose temples I was able to see. 

Regarding the Jehovah Witnesses, their presence was mentioned in 
some interviews, but it was described as insignificant. It should 
be noted that some sects are distributing pamphlets in Spanish in 
the streets, which seems to be purposely aimed at our internationa- 
list workers. 

1.2. Historical reference 

In the British West Indies, Grenada seems to be the only one where 
the most disseminated religion is the Catholic one. In St. Vincent, 
Barbados, Antigua and the rest of the British West Indies the Angli- 
can and Methodist Churches have greater influence, while in the 

* 

French West Indies the Catholics are predominant. 

This majority of Catholics in Grenada is explained starting from- the 
colonization of the Island by the French Crown. The first Catholic 
mi ssi oners arrived in 1651 from France. Under the British domination, 
the Anglican Church was introduced, which became the official reli- 
gion, and likewise other Protestant cults were introduced. The status 
of official religion gave the Anglican Church certain privileges over 
other religions. With the substitution of the French institutions by

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the British ones, the Catholic Church, which struggled for a success- 
ful survival, also became British: since 1795 on and throughout a 
century Irish secular priests predominated in the Island, and since 
the beginning of this century, the Dominicans from the English pro- 
vince have made up most of the Catholic clergy. 

It is worth noting the historical weight which the order of the Do- 
minicans has had in the ecclesiastical government in the Island and 
the sub-region. The diocese of the West Indies was created in 1813 
and since 1863 to 1930 (at least) it was led by Dominican bishops. 

The Catholic historian E. Devas listed 202 Catholic priests in the 
history of Grenada up to 1930, all of them foreigners, out of whom 

52 have £een Dominicans. Likewise the absence of Jesuists in this 
(5) 

list is Significant. 

The year 1956 marked the creation of the diocese of St. George’s, 
in Grenada, suffragant to the archdiocese of Port-of-Spain up to 
1974, when Castries (St. Lucia) acquired the rank of archdiocese, 
with Grenada subordinated to it. The Benedictine Patrick Webster, 
Bishop of Grenada sice 1970, was appointed Archbishop in Castries 
in 1974, and then the diocesan priest Sidney A. Charles, from Trini- 
dad, was appointed Bishop of the Grenada diocese, a post he still 
holds. 

The moving of Bishop Webster to Castries was considered in the Enica 
study as meneouver of the Vatican due to his position on the side 
of the Conference of Churches of Grenada in the face of the repres- 
sion by the Gairy regime after the 1973 Bloody Sunday. Webster de- 
finitively retired last year and is living in Paris. 

The coming ’-into the Island of the Adventist, Pentecostal and other 
sects is described as a phenomenon of the second post-war period and 
as having a typically American influence. Even more recent is the 
arrival of the Rastafarian sect, which took place in the second half

of the '60s and was linked to the "Black Power" boom in the United 
States, and which also had another aspect of political influence in 
the Island and in other West Indian countries* 

1*3* The Catholic Church: Composition, structure and dependence re - 
lationship* 

Grenada is a small diocese, made up by one Bishop and 22 priests 
(23 in 1979, 27 in 1972, according to various sources) which 

represents a rate of one priest for every 2,950 believers, approxi- 
mately. 

Out of the 22 priests, 16 belong to religious orders and there are 
only 6^diocesan, the majority of them being Dominicans and the Irish 
Father* of St. Patrick (Kiltegan). The Dominicans, who evidently 
play a predominant role in the Grenadian Church, also have four bro- 
thers who make up a small community of a dozen religious, who in- 
cludes the regional Superior of the Order (F. Eartin Simmonds) for 
the British West Indies. In relation to the nationality of the cler- 
gy, only two of them are Grenadians, four oothers come from other West 
Indian countries, and sixteen are missioners of European origin (13), 
and Americans (3). 

.Consequently, the clergy is mostly religious, foreign and white. The 
mmebers of the institution are completed with 24 nuns, 2 permanent dea- 
cons, 8 lay missioners and 4 seminarists (out of the country). 

The two largest seminaries in the region, which depend on the West 
Indian Episcopal Conference, ares one in Trinidad, with about 20 se- 
minarists, and another one in Jamaica with another 10 students. Both 
are diocesan and their teaching level is ratified by the University 
of the West Indies, with seat in Kingston.

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Th® Catholic institution haB 20 parish churches and another 33 mis- 
sionary facilities and chapels without resident priests. 

In the framework of the social activity, the action of the Church 
focuses on education. They have 6 secondary education institutions, 
headed by 23 religious and with 52 lay teachers and around 1,400 stu- 
dent s.^ The source reports likewise 30 elementary schools with 
11,141 students. In 1925 there was a total of 58 elementary schools 
in the Island t out of which 10 were public and 48 religious (27 Catho- 
lic and 21 Protestant). The work of the churcheB in education has his- 
torically prevailed in the country and even today it is advocated by 
the clergy as a contribution to the Grenadian society. F. Simmonds in- 
sisted* upon this aspect, showing the intention of the Church to save- 
guard the continuity of the religious orientation through teaching. 

The diocese in Grenada is subordinated to Hons. Kelvin Felix, Arch- 
bishop of Castries (St. Lucia), one of the four archdioceses inte- 
grating the Episcopal Conference of the West Indies. At present, the 
Conference is headad by Hons. Anthony Pantin, Archbishop of Port-of- 
Spain since 1979* This structure, which divides the region into- four 
archdioceses with 13 suffragant dioceses, exists since 1975. With 
this organization, the country is a Catholic province which is arti- 
culated within a West Indian Episcopal body out of the national demar- 
cation. This is one oof the most significant structural characteris- 
tics of the Grenadian Church. One cannot speak about autonomy regar - 
* 

ding the national Episcopate, because the Episcopate has a regional 
character. 

The second characteristic to be taken into consideration is that, 
unlike Cuba, the Dominican Republic, Haiti, Puerto Rico, and the rest 
of the 1 continent, the so-called "Lesser Antilles" are considered te- 
rritory of mission and answer to the supervision of the Congregation 
for the Evangelization and Propagation of the Faith, like the African 

(7) 1979 data from the Caribbean Catholic Directory . 1980* 
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Or A Biatic provinces. The explanation given by P. Lamont&gne is that 
this dependence assures the West Indian churches the economic subsidy 
by the Vatican. It remains to be clarified the differences that could 
exiBt in their links with CELAM. 

A third characteristic to be taken into consideration is that the 
Catholic Episcopal Conference is part of the Conference of Caribbean 
Churches (CCC), which haB an ecumenical character. In no other part 
of the continent has the Catholic Church accepted to integrate the cor- 
responding conferences of churches, which group the most representa- 
tive part of the Protestant churches. 

Finally, the relationship with the Holy 5ee equally adopt suprana- 
tional features. Between 1977 and 1979 Trinidad-Tobago, Barbados, 
Grenada, Jamaica and Bahamas initiated diplomatic relations with the 
Vatican, thus establishing the nunciature of the Caribbean with seat 
in Port-of-Spain and Archbishop Paul Tabet was appointed Internuncio. 

1.4. Elements on religiosity 

The rjgurous characterization of religiosity requires data and tests 
which have not been carried out. However, at the risk of being ne- 
glectful, it is indispensable that we organize some assessments of 
these first contacts. 

a) In the first place, the features of the present Christian religio- 
sity have to be considered in the framework of cultural patterns of 
Anglo-Saxon origin; there seems to be little difference between Ca- 
tholic and Protestant religiosity. It is the view of F. Lamontagne 
that there is no difference between the Protestant and the Catholic 
cults as to the proportion of participants in Sunday mass and in 

lay organizations within the total of the believers; he considers 
this proportion low, although he does not dare to estimate it in 
percentage. 

b) In spite of LaJLontagne* s assessment, we counted around 200 atten- 
dants to Catholic mass and some 130 to AhgHcan~Tnags pin b ot h ca ses 
during the first session (between 7 and 9 in the morning). Through- 
out that Sunday we could observe a significant movement in around 
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a dozen halls and temple e of diverse denominations. In sum, we got 
the impression that the attendance to Sunday mass is high, if we 
take into account that St. George *b is a city of around 20,000 in- 
habitants. Attendance to mass maintains all the characteristics 
not only of a religious but also of a social celebration, attention 
being drawn to the care of Sunday clothes. 

c) The Charismatic movement is considerably disseminated within the 
Catholic Church. Having arrived .in the country in the early *708, 
interviewed priests estimate that today no less than 255* of the Ca- 
tholics belong to Charismatic groups. These are attended to by 
priests. In November 1976, the Conference of shops of the West 
Indieg declared in an official document the legitimacy of the Catho- 
lic Charismatic renewal. This movement has gained followers mainly 
in the humblest sectors. 

d) In some of the information received the presence of elements of 
African origin was mentioned, but we could neither observe nor ob- 
tain concrete written or testimonial references to syncretism with 
African elements, which require deeper research. 

e) In conclusion, the first impression received is that of a Chris- 
tian parish which constitutes a considerable percentage cf the popu- 
lation and presents a degree of participation in the cult which can 
be described as high. 

2 9 Tte positions of the churches with regard to the revolutionary 
transformations . 

After the meeting held in Uartinica, in november, 1975, the Episcopal 
Conference of the West Indies then headed by the Archbishop of Kings- 
ton, Mons. Samuel Carter, S.J., issued a pastoral entitled "Justice

and Peace in a New Caribbean".' 


(8) Justice and Peace in a New Caribbean . Kartinica, 1975* 
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2.1. The 1975 Pastoral * 

This document declared itself to be in harmony with the Report of 
the Opening Assembly of the Conference of Caribbean Churches (1973) 
in the praising of social justice, describing itself (the Church) as 
"being identified with the poor and the oppressed, making their 
struggle its own". It Btarted from a strong self-criticism: "Our 
Church is also to be blamed on occasions for acts of racial discri- 
mination and of perpetuation of social and class divisions*'. The Bi- 
shops go far enough to Btate here that "the Catholic Church does not 

( q) 

indiBcriminatedly condemn all forms of Socialism". ** 

The text differentiated Marxism as unacceptable for Christianism for 
being* a Atheistic doctrine, and conditioned the Christian support to 
movements or parties carrying out Socialist programs to their linkE 
with materialist positions. 

This pastoral, which indicates the adaptational shift of the Catho- 
lic Church when an epoch of definitions takes place in the Caribbean, 
is particularly important for measuring the orientation of the Carib- 
bean Church after the germination and triumph of the people's revolu- 
tion headed by the New Jewel Movement in Grenada. In it, after dif- 
ferentiating and conditioning the Christian positions around Socia- 
lism, the Bishops concentrate their attention on the rights of the 
individual, especially those referring to suffrage, the possibility 
of public dissent, and equal protection before the law. Ko mention 
is made here to the right to work, survival, education, and health. 

So the document presents a shift which begins by assuring an ethical 
cover which denotes a sense of guilt and by looking for an opportuni- 
ty to make c£ear its rejection to atheism and to end by defending the 
constitutions in force to prevent the revolutionary transformation as 
elitist displacements. Likewise it formulates a reinforcement of the 
pastoral tactics towards family life and, what is much more int ere stii}

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politically, it openly criticizes racism. 

Even with theBe ambiguities, one has to note that it ie a highly 

tinged document , with statements which fragmentarily contain much 

more realistic references than most of the official ecclesiastic 

texts, which has caused it to be described as a document of a pro-

greBsive cut in various analysis on the region. 

2.2. The 1982 Pastoral 

Last February the West Indian Bishops issued a new Pastoral entitled 
"True Liberty and Development in the Caribbean”. This new document 
presents explicit connections with the most recent encyclical of 
John Paul II, Laborem Exercens . which is quoted on 10 occasions. 

In thl papacy line, it intends, since itB first pages, to place it- 
self over Capitalism and Socialism, adopting an equally critical at- 
titude towards both regimes. 

Here the Bishops reiterate the considerations around the possibility 
of a Socialism "without atheism" and without total abolition of pri- 
vate 'property (they admit the legitimacy of nationalization of key 
productive sectors). 

But the main issue of this document is expressed in the next to 
last epigraph under the title "Political Coups". It begins with a 
reflection on the vulnerability of the West Indian governments, and 
leads to a decisive criticism of violence, noting that "frequently 
the political coups simply substitute one tyranny for another". It 
underscores that the coup does not legitimize the government and su- 
bordinates all such legitimization to the rights of the individual. 

The epigraph ends sanctioning that although in the Caribbean the "tra-j 
diti.onal pacific means of political change through elections" have 
been forced, "these are the only adequate ones even when they do not 
guarantee a good government". 

This second pastoral contains, therefore, a tacit allusion to the 
people's revolution in Grenada, and the consequent warning as to 
what are the values that the Church is willing to defend and advo- 
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cate. Surely this document was mede public from the pulpit during 
the Sunday mass in the Grenadian churches, giving rise to the cor* 
responding uneasiness among the Catholic parishioners. 

Both pastorals show a high level of politization in their wordings. 
That of 1975 since its initial lines warns that "in reading this 
letter some will argue that the Church is once more meddling in po- 
litics". In the second letter there is no longer the need to prevent 
in spite of the fact that it has statements such as the following: 
"There are still strong efforts to submit our region to noxious fo- 
reign influences which threaten our peace " f followed by: "There are 
attempts to impose the ideology of atheistic Marxism on our peoples". 
After these affirmations, a brief critical mention to Capitalist ex- 
ploitation, as a moderate counterweight, clearly shows what the 
Bishops are emphasizing as preeminent danger. 

We have not heard - between February and the present time - about 
any document of the Conference of Caribbean Churches (CCC), which 
gathers both Catholics and Protestants, and whose positions are more 
open because they even admit complete progressive expressions. 

2.3. The recent provocations 

Under the enunciation on human rights, the Caribbean reaction has 
strengthened a campaign against the PRG of Grenada regarding a hun- 
dred of Gairy followers who are kept in jail since the arrests in 
1979. 1 

In this campaign the Church, which internally has functioned as media- 
tor, can even become an open oposition factor, which is the aspiration 
of the reactionary forces in the subregion. 

Last July the annual convention of the ruling party of Dominica served 
as framework for this campaign. In an allocution by the journalist of 
Grenadian origin, Alister Hughes, linked to political positions in 
the previous regime, the Church is reproached for its moderation and 
its action is demanded to move the public opinion against the PRG, 
taking advantage of its sensitivity to people’s pressure. 
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The hew Jewel Movement answered the provocation in two separate state- 
ments. The first one rejects the interference of the ruling party of 
Dominica in the Grenada internal affairs and characterizes the reac- 
tionary’positions of that government. The second one places hughes in 
hiB alignment with the Caribbean reaction and alerts the Grenadian 
people as to the call issued to the Church for them to join the po- 
sitions of the Counterrevolution. { 11 ^ 

The Church, which has interceded vith the FRG regarding the question 
of the people kept in jail since 1979* has not pronounced itself on 
Hughes* summons. To a certain extent, it can consider that the res- 
ponse of the NJW tacitly frees it from that necessity. 

In an interview with the Vicar of the Cathedral, F. Cyril Damontagne, 
the question of the people imprisoned in 1979 was mentioned as a point 
of fundamental disagreement of the Church with the PRG. However, La- 
montagne condemned Hughes' pronouncement in Dominica and expressed 
his disagreement in that the Church be taken as opposition instrument. 
He recognizes that the Church has to adapt itself to the new social 
situation existing in the country and says that its greatest difficul- 
ty is to move from being a Church that rules to one which is destined 
to serve. 

In the interview F. Lamontagne underscores the differences between 
the positions of the Church and those of the foreign clergy, which 

cannot manage to understand the social situation. He raises objections 

t 

to the FRG in that these positions be understood as those of the ins- 
titution. He, however, admits that the inadaptation of a British or 
Irish clergy is an objective factor which has an unfavorable bearing, 
on the understanding with the Government. 

After our return, in its September 1982 edition the monthly publica- 
tion of the CCC has published an article entitled "Church-State Rel& - 
tions in Grenada", which contains the points of view of Archdeacon

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HoekingE Huggins, Chief of the Anglican Church and President of^the 
Christian Conference of Grenada (CCG). Huggins expressly answered 
on behalf of the CCG, confirming the existing complete freedom of 
^cult, the recognition of the achievements of the PRG, and the -willing- 
ness of the churches to cooperate. At the same time, it lists the 
disagreements ("areaB of concern") wtih the revolutionary government: 

1) the differendum on the imprisonments in 1979; 2) the lack of 
elections; 3) the delay of wording permission for clergymen; 4) res- 
trictions to the local ecclesiastic publications; 5) an administra- 
tive contentious affair regarding the acquisition of a building; 

6) difficulties to meet with the ministers of the Government. 

The contributor includes afterwards answers given by the Prime fci- 
nistef’s office to all the points, as well as a rejoinder by Rev. 
Huggins limiting itself to the dispute around the building. 

In conclusion, I think it can be said that the position of the 
churches has become tense, but that it cannot be affirmed that it 
has reached a critical point because it is not expressed in the 
level of open confrontation. The tactics of the CCG seems more in- 
clined to tone down the contentious problems with favourable 
statements, as the above article shows. There is a difference be - 
tween the level of pressure against the PRG demanded by the West 
Indian reaction from the churches and that which the CCG is in a 
position to exert.

SUMMARIES OF INTERVIEWS HELD AND OF OBSERVATION CARRIED OUT IN 
THE CHURCHES OF ST» GEORGEtS 



F. CYRIL LAMONTAGNE, 


* Was bom in St Lucia; 55 years old - diocesan with around 16 years 
in Grenada - General Vicar of the diocese# 

* He explains that in St* Vincent, Barbados, and Antigua most of the 
believers belong to the Anglican and Methodist Churches, while in 
the French West Indies, as in the Spanish ones, the majority are 
Catholic# Grenada keeps the Catholic predominance of the colonial 
period under France, which has also culturally left other marks* 

* He establishes a difference between the massive level of participa 
tion, which includes attendance to Sunday mass, and the intense 
participation, which is by a minority# His view is that in Grenada 
the levels of attendance to the historical Protestant churches are 
close to those of Catholicism; more intense during the festivities 
—Christmas, Holy Week, Lent# 

* As to the liturgy, he says that there are several priests trying to 
assimilate the reforms of the Vatican II# 

* On being asked about his opinion regarding the theology of libera- 
tion, and in general regarding this renewed line of thought, he an- 
swered that Grenada is not a country with a large concentration of 
wealth; that there are neither the very rich nor the extremely poor; 
that there is a predominance of a poverty characterized by a low stand 
ard of living, but not by misery (only in unusual cases); he adds that 
attendance to church is representative of this composition, and that 
he thinks this specific fact makes a theology of liberation that would 
adjust to other realities to be less adequate in the country# These 
observations follow his doubts about the strictly theological charac- 
ter of these theories# 

* Composition of the clergy by countries: at present there are only 2 
Grenadian priests and another four from the West Indies; there are 16 

2-24 Irish, British, Canadians and Americans, which complete the present 
22 priests.

* In the »70s three priests were brought from Nigeria with the aim of 
increasing the proportion of blacks, but he says this experience was 
a failure because they did not have a good adaptation and that 2 of 
them left, and the third one will soon go back to Nigeria# Thqr chose 
Nigeria because of the experience and contacts of the Kiltegan friars 
there# 

* On assessing negative reactions on the part of the clergy to social 
change in Grenada, he puts them down to the difficulties of the tran- 
sition from a chirr ch that rules to a church that serves# He centers 
the problems on the European clergy whom he thinks should proportion- 
ally decrease in years ahead in favour of an indigenous clergy from 
the region# 

* The Catholic Episcopal Conference (West Indies) has two major semina- 
ries: one in Trinidad and another in Jamaica* Both seminaries are — 
diocesan and the former now has around 20 seminarists, while the lat- 
ter has around 10# They are affiliated to the University of the West 
Indies (UWI) so that their level would fit to that which is tought — 
there and the degree confered would be correspondent# 

* He explains the dependence of the West Indian dioceses on the Congre- 
gation for the Evangelization of the Peoples and the Propagation of 
the Faith instead of on the Congregation of Bishops, like in the rest 
of America, due to financial reasons. The Caribbean Church is not able 

to finance itself and subordination to the above Congregation assures 
its 

/financing as the region is considered a territory of Mission. 

* He points out that the relations Church-State under Gairy were not ea- 
sy, but that the Church managed to keep its status because the govern- 
ment knew its social influence# He adds that the Church has to show — 
its capacity to carry out its mission beyond the ideologies being pre- 
dominant in society. 
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* He said that at present the Church does not object the changes by the 
ERG, but that it has critical apprisals. He understands that there 
have been mistakes both by the ERG leadership and the Church* In the 
Church the foreign clergy is not as able as to understand the internal 
questions and reacts hastily, adopting wrong positions, The ERG has 
interpreted these positions as being those of the Church, but it has 
been made clear that those manifestations do not express the position 
of the Church. 

* In spite of maintaining these criteria, he admitted that the statement 
by the journalist Alister Hughes in the Congress of the D]?E of Domini- 
ca, summoning the Church to exert pressure on the public opinion around 
this question,. Was not an appropriate channel; and he says that this is 
not the Church’s position. He recognizes that out of the 400 initial 
prisoners, over 75# have been set free, and that this shows that the 
ERG has not acted intransigents in this sense. 

* He is interested in knowing whether Marxism necessarily assumes atheism, 
and whether we understand the building of Socialism as conditioned by 
atheistic positions. He has the opinion that in the Island (I think he 
means the political leadership without expressly affirming it) there is 
the view that religious faith and Socialism are not compatible and that 
they are willing to accept Socialism as long as one does not start from 
this criterion of incompatibility. He stresses that he is, above all 
and first of all, a man of the Church and that he will always react as 
such, but that he is willing to accept * within this framework, a Social 
ist transformation. That the Church would also have to facilitate the 
assimilation of these changes for the believers. 

* He asks questions on Cuba, the Church, the training of the clergy (whe 
ther there is a major seminary, whether it is integrated to the higher 
education system, etc.). He says he is interested in visiting Cuba, 
but that he does not know in what way this visit could take place.

Lamontagne is, as he said, a man of the Church, representative of the 
positions of the institution. In my opinion, he cannot be evaluated 
as a progressive clergyman, but as one who could assimilate a Church 
within the framework of radical social transformations. I think that 
his willingness to visit Cuba and his interest in doing so should not 
be underestimated because his visit could contribute, on the one hand, 
to counteract the effects of propaganda schemes; on the other, it would 
help in differentiating his situation within the clergy of the diocese. 



F. MARTIN SIMMONPS 

* The Jamaican F. Martin, with around 30 years or more living in Grena 
da, is around 60 years old, and he is the SUPERIOR OF THE DOMINICANS 
for the BWI region within the English province of the order* He is 
known as the most sympathetic person towards the PRG within the cler 
gy* 

* He considers that Grenada is a country which presents a high degree 
of religiosity: that in the people’s base the Christian faith is dee£ 
ly rooted* The Catholic religiosity is the most generalized in the 
grass-roots* The religious practices and attendance to cult are sig- 
nificant, although they are not in correspondence, certainly, with 
the whole of the believers. 

* He considers that the Grenadian Church is not traditionalist (but P* 
Martin himself wore white full-length soutane of the order when he vi 
sited me at the hotel), that on the contrary, there exists a spirit 
of renewal and of popular committment in the institution. He regrets 
my rapid departure and invites me to visit with him the communities 
he attends to, and to be present at some liturgical activities. 

* He says he is familiarized with Gustavo Gutierrez* texts and that he 
had likewise read Friar Betto’s, but does not completely shexe these 
positions, that they are not really theologians; he recognizes that 
they are interesting and that there should be access to those readings 
in the ecclesiastic circles. He considers that the clergy residing in 
Grenada is interested in knowing these positions. 

* He considers as a difficulty that a considerable part of the clergy in 
the country is of European origin, which does not facilitate the con^ 
prehension of the reality in the region* He does not formulate, how- 
ever, any criticism regarding the behaviour of the clergy. 

* With respect to the relations with the PRG, he recognizes that the com 
prehension from the churches* is insufficient. Although he considers 

^ ~ 28 that there havt been errors on the part of the government, he thinks 
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that "it is the first honest Government in the history of Grenada", 
and in this way he states it within the Church whenever any disagree 
ment is brought to the fore. 

* He thinks that the Church plays a social role in Grenada, mainly dis 
tinguished in the field of education. The religious schools are, in 
his view, of capital importance within the general education. School 
is paid for, although he stresses that the fee is very low and that 
it has a wide range as to the possibilities of the population. The 
State subsidizes the religious schools. 

* The Charismatic movement within Catholicism goes back to the begining 
of the ■ 70s in Grenada. He himself attends to a Charismatic communi- 
ty. This movement covers at present, according to his estimates, — 
over a quarter of the Catholic population. 

* When asked about the Rastafarians, he expressed that in Grenada it 
has been a way of covering a pre-criminal behaviours vagrancy, easy 
way of earning money, drug addiction (ganja), etc., are the features 
of the Grenadian Rastafarians. He insists on differentiating the lo- 
cal situation from that in Jamaica, where -he says- such belief pre- 
sents other features which deserve respect, and whose leaders refuse 
to be identified with the Rastafarians in Grenada. 

* p. Martin was recently removed from the parish in Grennville to the 
Church of St. Paul in St. George *s. 

* He will visit Havana between the end of September and early October. 

X consider we should program for him activities which will allow him 
to know the achievements of the Revolution mainly in education.

P, Martin (as he is known by) has the reputation of being a priest — 

closer to the revolutionary process than the rest of the cltergy. His 

expressions indicate a willingness to understanding, but not progressive 

positions. His position should not be compared to that of the clergy- 
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men and theologians who promote the conception of the "people's church" 
in Central America# Martin is a leader of an order and expresses him- 
self as a voice of the institution no lesB than Vicar Lamontagne, al- 
though with better knowledge and preparation than the latter# 
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* Catholic lay deacon — Second Chief of the Police* he already had this 
post under Gairy, and the FRG has maintained the policy of not remo- 
ving the police apparatus as long as it does not have a connection of 
repressive committment with the Gairy regime, 

* He has a middle level education, deeply committed with the ecclesias- 
tic structure, 

« He thinks that before the triumph of the NJM the politicians maintain 
ed a position of respect to the CC because of its rootedness in the 
population of the Island, but that they did not completely trust it. 

* He considers that around the *40s about 90$ of the population in the 
Island was Catholic, that this percentage decreased due to conver- 
sions to other churches, mainly to Adventism and Baptism, He believes 
that the JW are very few and that they lack influence, and that the 
Pentecostals are not significant, although they are more in number. 

* He thinks that the main Protestant churches, as to the number of be- 
lievers and influence in the population, are the Anglican, the Metho 
dist, and the Presbyterian. 

* Regarding the social composition of the parishioners, he sees the mer 
chant bourgeoisie in the Island agglutinated mainly in the Anglican 
Church, whereas the Catholic Church is made up by humbler sectors, 
which include the small farmers and the workers in general. 

* He sees no difference between religiosity in the Protestant churches 
and the Catholic ones. He considers that although not all of the be- 
lievers regularly attend mass, the participation is high, and similar 
in proportion to the participation within the Protestant churches.

- The composition observed among the believers: as to social position, 
the clothes they wore indicated a higher standard of living among 
Presbyterians and Anglicans than among Catholics, although all of 
them were dressed as for a festivity. Prom the racial point of view, 
in the Presbyterian Church the proportion of whites was higher than 
in the other two.

- There are neither credible statistics nor a register of associations 
which would allow an inventory of the religious institutions and of 
the numbers of believers they have, but undoubtedly the degree of de 
nominat i onal i sm is very high and there is a considerable amount of 
participants. 

* Informal talks with Anglican, Presbyterian, and Pentecostal believers 
show some elements to be taken into account: 

l) The Anglican Church is considered in connection with the British 
colonial State, with emphasis in the fact that it belongs to the 
Commonwealth, as well as in the presence of other cultural signs 
of Anglo-Saxon character. 
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2) In the framework of Protestantism, the sectarian movement (Adventist 
and others) is more identified with an American influence, not only 
because of its origin, but also because of the way of thinking in- 
duced in the believers, 

3) Catholicism, originating from the French colonial period, but with 
a historical change towards an English-speaking environment (Irish 
and British clergy) since the beginning of the 19th Century, has 
sought to maintain an image of independent creed, beyond the spe- 
cific influences of either metropolises.

ANALYSIS OF THE CHURCH IN GRENADA 
(1) A BRIEF HISTORICAL OVERVIEW : 

The real history of the Church in Grenada can be said to have begun 
with the coming of Columbus to the island and the subsequent attempts by 
the different religious sects to "christianize" the inhabitants. 

With the changing of the balance of power by the constant squabbles 
between the Colonial powers and the subsequent changing of ownership of 
the island of the religious institutions of _ those powere were extended to 
Grenada; first the English Anglican Church, then the Roman Catholic Church 
Methodist and Presbyterian Churches. 

All these Churches served the interests of the ruling classes and 
helped to strengthen the position of the Colonial Governments. While 
helping the ruling class, these Churches also played a key role in uniting 
different sections of our society. For example, the Anglican Church 
traditionally comprised the elite of Grenadian Society while the Roman 
Catholic Church drew it's members from the poor and oppressed classes. 

This serves, today, to explain why the Roman Catholic Church is the most 
powerful in Grenada with approximately 70,000 baptised members. 

Poor living conditions, poverty and dispair during the era of 
Colonialism served to strengthen the position of the Church among the 
broad masses of our country because the Church is strongest where there 
exists poverty, illiteracy and an educational system designed to suit the 
interests of the* Church, where religious knowledge was compulsory at 
schools controlled by the Church, served to entrench further a deep 
idealism among our people which today, is one of the main reasons for our 
people's deep and strong religious feelings. 

To compound matters more a flood of new-fangled religious sects and 
denominations came to Grenada just after the Second World War. These are 
the Non-Traditional American types. This flood continues even to this day 
Thus, the bases of the traditional religions have been somewhat eroded 
and the social composition of Grenadian society further subdivided into a 
multitude of various sects of different shades and creeds. 
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In conclusion* we can say that the Church, although at periods In it^s 
history, some tines played a progressive role if even in it’s own interest 
is nothing but a fetter to our development* 

2) THE CHURCH AS A THREAT TO THE REVOLUTION 

March 13, 1979 forced all Churches in Grenada to take a new look at 
hemselves and to analyse their role in a Revolutionary society. At first 
hey played a wait and see game, but, when it became clear where the 
devolution was going and what it stood for, they took up a clear position. 

:t is safe, here, to say that there is no clear "left” religion in Grenada, 
ut, since our Revolution enjoys popular support, then the broad mass of 
Jhurch goers are to varing extents supporters of the Grenada Revolution, 
his cannot be said about the Leaders of the Churches in Grenada and I 
contend that- we have no support among them, all are to different degrees 
.o stile to the Revolution. This is true even though some are less vocal 
han others. The following analysis of events taken at different periods 
,p to the present time will suffice to here identify the C hurch as the 
ain potential source of major internal counterrevolution. 

. 1980 - 1981 - The main line pushed for this period by the Traditional 

Churches was the question of the Detainees at Richmond Hill and the 
holding of elections. The Roman Catholic Church in particular used 
every forum to push this line. This Church organised retreats, semi- 
nars and conferences and at every one of these activities, hostile 
statements were hurled against the Grenada Revolution on so-called 
violation of Human rights. Every Sunday at one Church or another 
priests were heard to ask people to "pray for the detainees" whose' 
rights have been denied. 

While the Traditional religious were on the human rights/election line, 
? non-traditiort&l religions were on a different line. They were preaching 
e so-called " last days doctrine" and saying that "man has turned away 
•om god" a subtle attack on our ideological positions. This line was 
.rticularly strong among the Baptists and the Open Bible Churches. 

19?0-1981 period saw the Catholic C hurch making efforts to obtain 
’lest versed in the knowledge of submitting our ideological position, and 
t so saw the Roman Catholic Priests begin to print pamphlets on "civic and 
man Rights" and "notes on Marxism". In reality anti -Marxism/Leninism. 

. 1982 - The first half of the year was relatively quiet as the Churches 

started to plan new strategy and tactics. In November 1982 the Roman 
Catholic Church emerged as the No. 1 antagonist of the Revolution. 
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The Bishop, Sydney Charles, began to push the line that the Church 
will face its biggest "challenge" in 1983. A new strategy was developed 
that of re-organization of all Catholic Youth under the direct control of 
the Bishop. Two new organizations were formed for this purpose (a) the 
Diocesean Youth Commission and (b) the Diocesean Youth Council. The latter 
organization whose chairman is appointed by the Bishop, replaces the 
Catholic Youth Congress (CYC) whom the Bishop saw as "too political". 

On 10th December, 1982, 4,365 copies of the Jerusulem Bible arrived 
in Grenada for the Catholic Church. A very simple bible it is written in 
novel form so as to make it easier for the church masses to read. This 
indicates the Church’s understanding of the ideological struggle. The call 
by A. Huges for the church to voice its opinion on matters of human rights, 
and the statement that it is the main hope at this time. The Bishop 
speaks of the "challenge" to the Church in 1983 in his Christmas Message. 

i 

The situation took on a new turn when Methodist Minister Ledson 
refused to officiate at the burial of Cde. Demo Grant and had to be kicked 
out of Grenada, All the traditional Churches saw this as "persecution" and 
lardened their position against the FRG and Revolution, 

In December of the same year, in his Christmas sermon, Arch Deacon 
Huggins of the Anglican Church, spoke of the need to safeguard the right to 
worship, and acted in a way that would make anyone feel that this right 
was about to be taken away, 

3, 1983 - Upsurge in open air crusades, house to house and tract giving 

:>y by the non-traditional religions. More house to house work done by 
Jehovah's Witnesses. There seem to be a frenzied drive by these 
churches to win new members. This process is continuing now. There 
has also been a number of visits to Grenada by pastors and preachers 
from abroad to "beef up" the work in "evengelization". 

The Roman Catholic Clergy, for the first time, has instituted a 
^rescheduled list of meetings led by the Bishop for the year. Nine (9) in 
.11. Three (3) have been held so far, all at different venues. The fourth 
eeting will take place on 12th July, 1983 at the Grand Roy Presbytry. 

'his activity indicates that the Clergy is becoming more and more organized 
inder the leadership of the Bishop 

The organization of the youths continue at an accelerated rate, with 
ill ages included in this drive. The Bishop, at a meeting of all Catholic 
/ouths leaders in May, said that the enemy was organized And that it was 
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necessary that the church organize also to combat the enemy. At an early 
meeting in April, the Bishop again spoke of a subtle form of destabilization 
against the church. The Anglican Church has started to re-organize its 
Youth G r oups after a lapse of three (3) years. This year was the first 
time the Anglican and Catholic Churches had a joint Corpus . Christi Pro- 
fession. 

Based on these developments and the knowledge of the large percentage 
.f Grenadians who have very deep trust in the church and also taking into 
ccount the weakness in all our mass organizations and, therefore, our 
influence over the masses, we see this development as a very dangerous one. 
7e think that in the medium term, if serious measures are not taken, we can 
*ind ourselves faced with a Poland situation. In this light, we see the 
hurch in the immediate period as being the most dangerous sector for the 
evelopment of internal counter revolution* 

FUTURE TRENDS 


1) We forsee the continuation of the organization of all Youths by the 
Catholic and ^hglican Churches. 

2) W e forsee stronger unity among all G.C.C. churches. 

3) We think that the unity among Catholic Clergy will grow steadily. 

4 ) Infiltration of anti Marxist /Leninist from outside. 

3) The Bishop becoming bolder in his attacks against the Revolution. 

6) The Catholic Church overall hardening its position against the 
Revolution. 

7) ^ore and more foreign Pastors and Preachers of non-traditional 
religious will want to come to G re nada to work and hold crusades. 

RE COT TTE UP AT IONS 

a) Ensuring that Michael Roberts continue a permanent and full time way 
to be in charge of church work. 

b) Obtaining a second person to work in this area in order to control all 
churches, their leadership, membership and their activities,. 

The establishment of a register of association including churches and 
all other organizations e.g. Jaycee, Unions, Association of ^rofessioml 
etc. which will make it necessary when registering to give some basic 
fact about the Associations or churches e.g. the knowledge on special 
and regular activities, counting of members, different posts within the 
organizations, means of financing activities, etc. 

Continuing to develop the co-operation in this area with the Cuban 
Comrades at the level of Party to Party.

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Ensuring that C.P.E. get a majority of working people involved in its 
classes. 

Build the Mass Organizations - Pioneers, P.F.U., 

Militia, to incorporate a majority of working people. 

Organize the community work in the different areas more efficiently, 
start on time, and actively mobilize to bring out the masses to par- 
ticipate. 

Removing from Primary Schools, all deeply religious head teachers by 
whatever means most suitable, replacing them with more progressive 
elements.

ANALYSIS OP THE AREA ; 

Paddock is a small area and it is the nearest village to the 
town of St .Georges. There is many housewives in the area and also 
state workers. 

Before the Revolution the area was a strong base for the N.J.L! 
Party and was fully anti-gairy, moreso the youths. The residential 
lives of the people was a stable one, but moved to a petty bourgeosie 
character made up of the people from the middle strata. At that time 
the ones that support Gairy was much more vocal and active as for 
political work was concern. It was very easy curing that period to 
rally around the youths, around the issues that were confronting 
them, because they were able to identify some of the problem. 

But following the period after the Revolution things began to 
.change some what. Some of the people who was living in the area 
then began to move out, being replaced by new comers, who really 
never settle down for any long time and this is the pattern up to 
this present time, leaving a small percentage of the people who 
actually grow up in the area. Presently they seem to moved with the 
tide, however things may go. They are very difficult to organised 
into groups and mass organisat ions , but the majority support the 
Revolution in what ever way.

Belmont is one of the largest area in the south. Most families earn a living 
due to the father or the male in the house being a Bock worker. There is some com- 
mercial workers and agricultral workers. 

Belmont before the Revolution was a Gariy strong area. Gariy had organise the 
Bock workers around him resulting in a strong base for his Government. The former 
government had a strong support base among the elderly people. Bue to these facts 
there was still some conflict among the Bock workers and some of the elderly people 
that wa6 supporting his Government, because there was constant clashes between the 
Mongoose Gang and the Belmont Dock workers during the reign of his Government .'Al- 
though these clashes, some of the Bock Vorkers still remain loyal to the Gariy 
Government. During the latter years of Gariy ruling the middle class section of 
the people in the area wa$ anti Gariy, but there is & few middle class elements 
who still loyal to Gariy. 

After the Revolution th£ area have benefit from the programmes being put out 
by the P.R.G. In the beginning of the Revolution period many people came out in 
support of the overthrow, mainly the youths.

ANALYSIS ; 

Before the Revolution, the Grand Anse area was a Gariy strong hole. The people 
relied mostly on the Tourist Trade in the area, due to so many Tourist Vendors. The 
others vree made up of Hotels workers. 

In that area Gariy had his Green Beast army, his personal business places, 
where most of his night life was spent. Gariy had organised the Community Buliders 
Movement, which had key persons in it , such as Dowson Calliste, Phillis Taith, the 
He Intyres excluding Jessey. Gariy had the largest percentage of unionise workers 
living in the area and there was a union office situated in the area. The Tourist 
vendors and hotel workers base in his union. 

The army and police used to carry out regular checks and patrol in the area 
and made search in homes of the strongest supporters of the K.J.K party, one such 
example is Ambrose Phillip. Besides these roughnecks, Gariy also had many informers 
in- the area. About 65# of the people support vent to Gariy. 

Grand Anse was one of the area that Gariy was determine to carry out Operation 

Boothstrap. He used to bring his supporters into the area to do the work. In the 

area of sports Gariy again organised the Grand Anse women, such as the Me Intyres 

and many of the youths. A sporting complex built in the area also. The main people 

who control the sporting activities in the Grand Anse area are still the Me In tyres 
i 

A housing Scheme was also built in the area ir. which most of his supporters, his 
Green Beast men, Secret Policemen and policemen who obtain houses. In the area many 
of the Gariy supporters were -armed, mainly in the Mt. Hartman area. 

After the Revolution many of the Gariy supporters became inactive, due to the 
absent of the firm Gariy supporters, such as "Sparrow”. The initial respond to 
the Revolution by the youths in the area was good, because at the beginning most 
of these youths picked up gun when their vree told to come out. The work done by 
the Revolutionaries among the Gariy supporters was able to moved them to the Revo- 
lution side ( house repair, milk distribution programme, the drain project in the 
Mt. Hartman area and other programmes of the Revolution). The strength of the Rev- 
olution mobolisation manisfested itself in the clean up drive during the first 
Festival of the Revolution. Gariy had difficulty in mebolising the people. 

The manners being put on the counters in the country prevented the most back- 
ward of the Gariy ites to keep calm. The Cubans presence in the area helped the 
Gariy, supporters in organising maroons and helped out the peopel in general. The 
personal relationship some of the Cubans. build the Gariy supporters also moved 
them to the Revolution side.

AGREEMENT 

between the Government of Grenada and tht 
Government of the Onion of Soviet Socialist 
Republics on deliveries from tha Onion of SSR 
to Granada of spaeial and other equipment 


Tha Government of Granada and tha Government of tha Union 
of Soviat Socialist Republics, 

guided by aspirations for developing and strengthening 
friendly ralations batwaen both countrlas on tha princlplas of 
equality, mutual raspact of sovereignty and non-interference into 
internal affairs, 

proceeding from the desire to promote strengthening the 
independence of Grenada 

and in connection with the request of the Government of 
Grenada 

Nava agreed upon tha following: 


Article 1 


The Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
shall ensure in 1980-1911 free of charge the delivery to the 
Government of Grenada, of special and other equipment in nomenc- 
lature and quantity according to the Annex to the present Agree- 
ment to tha amount of 4.400.000 Roubles. 
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Article 2 


Th« delivery of t ho equipment lilted in the Annex to the 
present Agreement shell "be effected by the Soviet Perty by see, 
et the port of the Republic of Cube. 

The order of the further delivery of the ebove equipment 
from the Republic of Cube shell be agreed upon between the 
Grenadian and Cuban Parties. 


Article 3 


The Government of the Union of SSR et the request cf the 
Government of Grenada shall ensure rendering technical assistance 
in mastering of the equipment delivered under the present 
Agreement by receiving Grenadian servicemen for training in the 
US5R. 

The Grenadian servicemen shall be deputed for training in 
the USSR without their families. 

The expenses connected with the Grenadian servicemen* s 
training, upkeep, meals, and equipment in the Soviet military 
educational establishments as well as with their travel fare 
from Grenada to the* USSR and back shall be borne by the Soviet 
Party. 


Article 4 

The Government of the Union of SSR shall ensure free of 
charge the transfer to the Government of Grenada of necessary 
technical descriptions, Instructions and manuals in standard 
composition on operation of the special equipmant delivered 
under the present Agreesunt. 
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Article 5 

The appropriate Grenadian and Soviet organisations shall 
conclude contracts in which there shall be stipulated the de- 
tailed terns and conditions of receiving for training Grenadian 
servicemen and other services connected with the implementation 
of the present Agreement. 


Article 6 

The Government of Grenada shall not without the consent 
of the Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
sell or transfer, formally or actually, the special equipment, 
delivered under the present Aqreement, the relevant documentation 
and information or give permission to use the equipment and do- 
cumentation by a third party or any physical or legal persons 
but the officials and specialists of the citizenship of Grenada 
being in the service with the Government of Grenada. 

The Government of Grenada and the Government of the Onion 
of SSR shall take all the necessary measures to ensure keeping 
in secret the terms end conditions of the deliveries, all the 
correspondence end information connected with the implementation 
of the present Agreement. 


Article 7 


The present Agreement comes into force on thetdate it is 
signed on. 

The Annex is an integral part of the present Agreement.

AGREEMENT 

between the Government of Grenada and the 
Government of the Union of Soviet Socia- 
list Republics on deliveries from 
the Union of SSR to 'Grenada of special 
and other equipment 


The Government of Grenada and the Government of the Union 
of Soviet Socialist Republics, 

guided by aspirations for developing and strengthening 
friendly relations between both countries on the principles of 
equality, mutual respect of sovereignty and non-interference in- 
to internal affairs, 

proceeding from the desire to promote strengthening the in- 
dependence of Grenada 

and in connection with the request of the Government of 
Grenada 

have agreed upon the following: 

Ar'tcle 1 


The Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics 
shall ensure in 1982-1985 free of charge the delivery to the 
Government of Grenada of special and ctvil equipment in nomen- 
clature and quantity according to Annexes 1 and 2 to the present 
Agreement to the amount of 10.000.000 Roubles. 


DOCUMENT 14 
14 - 1 
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Article 2 

The delivery of -the equipment listad in Annexes 1 and 2 to the 
present Agreement shell be effected by the Soviet Party by sea, 
at the port of the Republic of Cuba. 

The order of the further delivery of the above equipment 
from the Republic of Cuba shall be agreed upon between the Grena-' 
dian and Cuban Parties. 


Article 3 

The Government of the Onion of S5R at the request of the 
Government of Grenada shall ensure rendering technical assistan- 
ce in mastering of the equipment under delivery by receiving in 
the OSSR Grenadian servicemen for training in the operation, 
use and maintenance of the special equipment as well as by sending 
Soviet specialists to Grenada for these purposes. 

The Grenadian servicemen shall be sent to the OSSR for 
training without their families. 

The expenses connected with the Grenadian servicemen’s trai- 
ning, upkeep, meals in the Soviet military educational establish- 
ments as well as with their travel fare from Grenada to the OSSR 
and back shall be borne by the Soviet Party. 

The Government of Grenada shall provide at its own expense 
the Soviet specialists and interpreters with comfortable fur- 
nished living accommodation with all the municipal utilities, 
medical service and transport facilities for the execution of 
their duties and shall ensure their having meals 'at reasonable 
prices at the places of their residfense. 

The Soviet specialists and interpreters shall not be impo- 
* ec by any taxes and duties on entering cr leaving Grenada 1 ‘and 
du-.ng their stay there. All other expenses connected witui 1 depu- 
tation of the Soviet specialists to Grenada shall be borne by 
the Soviet Party. 



- 3 - 
Article 4 

Th« Soviet Party in periods to be agreed upon between the 
parties shall depute a group of Soviet specialists to Grenada to 
determine expediency, opportunity and icope of rendering techni- 
cal assistance in the creation of the stationary shop for repair 
of the special equipment and transport, commanding staff trainer 
school, training facilifies for Armed Forces as well as the deli- 
veries of missing building materials for construction of the sto- 
rehouses and road. 

The deputation of a group of Sovieo specialists shall be ef- 
fected on the terms and conditions of Article 3 of the present 
Agreement. 


Article 5 

The Government of the Union of SSR shall ensure free of 
charge the transfer to the Government of Grenada of necessary 
technical descriptions, instructions and manuals in standard 
composition on operation of the special equipment delivered un- 
der the present Agreement. 

Article 6 

The appropriate Grenadian and Soviet organizations shall 
conclude contracts in which there shall be stipulated the detai- 
led terms and conditions of deputing Soviet specialists, recei- 
ving for training Grenadian servicemen and other services con- 
nected with the implementation of the present Agreement. 

Article 7 

The Government of Grenada shall net without the consent of 
t.-.e Government of the Union of Soviet Socialist Republics sell 
cr transfer, formally or actually, the apeiial equipment, deli- 
vered under the present Agreement, the relevant documentation 
ar.d information or give permission to use zhe equipment and do- 
cumentation by a third party or any physical or legal persons 
but the officials and specialists of the citizenship of Grenada 
• being in the service with the Government of Grenada. 
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The Government of the Union of SSR And the Government of 
Grenada shall take all the necessary measures to ensure keeping 
in secret the terms and conditions of the deliveries, all the 
correspondence and information connected with the implementation 
of the present Agreement. 

Article 8 

The present Agreement comes into force cn the date it is 
signed on. 

Annexes 1 and 2 are an integral part of the present Agreement.

The meeting commenced promptly by Marshal Ogarkov who extended 
a warm welcome to Major Louison. In dfring so, Marshal Ogarkov 
enquired whether Major Louison was having any problems with his 
studies and living conditions. 

Major Louison expressed thanks for the vords of welcome and 
explained that he had no difficulty with studies and thought 
that he was making progress because there was no report to the 
contrary from the professors at the school. 

Speaking about the Grenada Revolution Major Louison pointed 
out that the economy had grown by 5. 55»(percent) in 19B2 and 
living standards by 3 percent.

to the United Stetee itself. Major Louison then emphasised that 
the Grenada Revolution got around these problems and still 
continued to make advances. He also informed Marshal Ogarkov 
that at the Seventh Non-Aligned Summit Grenada was again 
elected to the coordinating Bureau of the Movement. 

At that moment Marshal Ogarkov said that he was glad for the 
information on Grenada. About the situation in the world 
Marshal Ogarkov pointed out that the United States would try 
now and in the future to make things difficult for progressiva 
changes in all regions and continents. The Marshal said that 
over two decades ago, there was only Cuba in LAtin America, 
today there are Nicaragua v Grenada and a serious battle la 
going on in CL Salvador. The Marshal of the Soviet Union then 
stressed that United States imperialism would try to prevent 
progress but that there wepe no prospects for imperialism to 
turn back history. 

Moreover, Marshal Ogarkov emphasised that in an aggressive 
climate the military people have tasks to d6. He explained that 
since Grenada was located close to US imperialism and was not 
developed militarily the Grenada Revolution would have to be 
specifically vigilant at all times, furthermore, the Marshal 
declared that once the masses have a burning desire for progress 
the leadership should move ahead decisively and firmly. On 
that point Marshal Ogarkov assured Major Louison that the plans 
outlined by Prime Minister Maurice Bishop during his visit to 
the Soviet Union in 1982 were good and had the support of the 
Grenadian people. 
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Further still, the Marshal of the Soviet Union reminded Major 
Louison that the Soviet Union would contribute to raising the 
combat readiness and preparedness of the Armed Forces of Grenada 
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He Informed the Grenede Chief of Staff that according to the 
agreement aigned in July 1982, one-third of the seans for 1983 
were already aupplied and the reat would be delivered during 
thia year* 

In reaponae Major Louieon expressed hie gratitude for the 
supplies sent to Grenada and Mentioned that he was confident 
that More deliveries would be sent to Grenada in the future. 

However, Major Lou&aon explained that he wished to Introduce 
another natter for discussion which was not included in the 
protocol. The Chief of Staff of Grenada explained that he was 
refferring to the text of a letter fros Prise Minister Bishop 
addressed to Prise Minister Tikhonov dated 28th July 1982. 

Major Louiaon said that in the letter, Grenada was requesting 
additional assistance ins food, fuel, spare parts, transportation, 
engineering kits, unlforss and others. He disclosed that the 
greatest part of the budget was usad for food and fuel and that 
spare parts were also of serisue concern because sany vehicles 
were grounded since the basic spare parts were unavailable. 

Marshal Ogarkov replied rather Jokingly that students should be 
concerned with studies, but that Major Louslon who would grad- 
uate on 10th May was also concerned about the probless of his 
soldiers. Nevertheless, the Marshal indicated that ha was aware 
of such 'requests, but hastened to assure Major Louiaon that all 
itess contained in the protocol would be delivered. Marshal 
Ogarkov further assured Major Louiaon that the requests contained 
in the letter to P.M. Tikhonov were presently under considera- 
tion and that even though they were handled by GKS and Ministry 
of Foreign Trade, the Ministry of Defence would exercise soae 
control on the solution. He said, with confidence, that his 
Ministry would participate In the settlesent of these requests. 
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Further stilly the Mershal disclosed that there was a possibi- 
lity that eone of the sain questions would be solved and ss 
soon as a decision was taken, the Ministry of Defence through 
Col-General Zutov would infors the Enbassy. 

Additionally, referring to the question of deputation of 
Soviet specialists to Grenada to conduct studies related to 
the construction of military projects the Marshal informed the 
Grenadian side that the teas of specialists would be sent in one 
■onth's tine and that they await an indication froa Grenada con- 
firning readiness to acconnodate the specialists. 

Finally, towards the end of the nesting the Marshal of the 
Soviet Union and Chief of Staff of the Soviet Arned Forces 
proposed a toast 'fron the botton of our hearts'- In his words- 
to Major Louison on the eve of the 10th Anniversary of the 
flew dEVEL?Mofrefcent and the foerth Anniversary of the Grenada 
Revolution. 

In his turn, Major Louison expressed thanks and appreciation to 
the Marshal for^fcind words about the Grenada Revolution; Major 
Louison also expressed thanks for the aseeitance to the jtrned 
Forces of Grenada and then raised a toast towards the strength- 
ening of relations between the two countries, psrtles, people's, 
and their arned forces. 

Marshal Ogarkov was thankful for the warn neeting and reinforced 
both toasts by raising a final toast for the growth and 
futher strengthening of the relations between the Soviet Arned 
Forces and the People's Revolutionary Arned Forces of Grenada. 

In conclusion, it should be pointed out that the entire neeting 
4 was conducted in an atnosphere of warnth, friendliness, ainplici 
ty and unpretentiousness.

Gestures are also 
important - cutting conversations short with juniof people itc. Receprosity is 
also important. rfP Members should not be easily -available to low- ranking Soviet 
officials on visits. As a rule, the K*i in particular, and i would also aay the 
Deputy l'li should only entertain courtesy call3 not exceeding 15 to 50 rclnutea. 


The management of state affairs. 

The Soviets have been burnt quite often in the past by giving support to 
Governments which have cither squandered that support, or turned around and 
become agents of imperialism , or lost power. One is reminded of Egypt, SamoliA*, 
Ghana and Peru, They are therefore very careful, and for us sometimes maddingly 
slow, in making up their minds about who to support. They have decided to 

support ua for two main: reasons . 1. Cuba has strongly championed our cause. 

2. They are genuinely impressed with our management of the economy and state 
affaira in general.. They are impressed with our coin'd ttacmt to plauul?*#, the 
absence of corruption, the ethic of hard work among the leadership, the ability 
of tha leadership to spread this ethic among the population, the willingness 
to sacrifice. They are also impressed with the policy on the communication media, 
the close links with the masses, the practice of popular democracy and the 
implementation of tha policy of democratic centralism aa a guiding principle 
and not a dogma. Also of importance is the stability of our leadership. 
Racomaendation . 

The Soviets' axe very impressed with our management of state power. Me should 
continue along this line with a continuing emphasis on the "step by step" 
approach* 


Development of State to State Relations 

Hie principal item here is the implementation of the Agreements signed in July 
t982. In the area of Trade and Collaboration - this is generally being implemented 
in accor dance* with the agreements, home collaboration agreements however, have, 
been delayed as a result of procrastination on our part. In qpx particular, the 
sattelite dish agreement- has not yet been signed by our side. As far as the 
Soviets are concerned, thie is the centerpiece of our July agreements, the only 
negotiable items in it are how we house and transport the technicians, and 
how we pay them in local currency, '-^he other items are fixed. The credit for 
this project cannot he ute’jrlisod for any other project. *<e really need to eet 
on with this matter. The same holds true for the Fifteen Teachers project. In 
any event, the reasons for not signing these agreements promptly^ sould be 
routinely communicated to the Embassy, are not infrequently faced with the 
question as to what is the state of affairs on this or that project and we are plac 
in the very ©mbarassing poesition of not being able to answer. Meanwhile, our 
Soviet colleagues who ask thise questions often know the answer because their 
Embassy la Grenada has informed them. But even with these shortcomings, I would aaj 
that we are GK“Tn this area of trade and collaboration. 

State to state relations are also fundamentally influenced by the development 
of relations in. other fiel^ as well. We have a good record of collaboration at 
the military and trade union levels, These are positive factors in the development 
of our state to state relations. A lot more could be done at the UWO and Peace 
levels. It is important always to remember that plans for visits and interchanges 
should be made at least one year in advance. The NYG level is developing 
satisfactorily. 

One of the most difficult areas is at the University and Technical cducatioa 
levels. As in. all the above, the Soviets nsueso the level of state to state rel* tip 
by, among other things, 1^? the extent to which we are willing to share our 
experiences with them, and learn from their experiences. When trade unionists,,’ ■ ,' : J 
youth, women And pponeera come to study in the USSR, we are in effect signaliBg^ 
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to them that we recognize that we can learn from their experiences and thereby 
sending the correct ideological message a3 well. The sa me holds true for our 
University and technical students. The presence of ten of our top planners has 
made a very favourable impact on the developmwnt of our state to state relations. 
But the same ia not true in the area of the University and Technical education; 

To date we have been offered 80 (eigthy) University or Technical scholarships - 

20 in 1981 , 20 in 1962 and 40 in 1983. We have accepted eighteen (lo) of which 
two of our students have given up the course. Of the remaining sixteen (16) at 
least ei#it (8; do not have the minimum requirements for entry to the level of 
education they expected to receive upon leaving Grenada. This, it seems to me, 
is requesting more than we know that we can absorb. It is much better to ask for 

five scholarships and fill four than to ask for 40 and send only four people. 

This givea the impression, false as it may be, that our students prefer not to 
study in the US:SK. It introduces a certain question mark and works in a negative 
way on state to state relations. Of course, it need hardly be mentioned that 
the behavioum of our students can ahso have an effect on state to state relations, 
and we must therefore be carefult to select highly motivated students. 

The establishment of the Grenada-Soviet Friendship society has a positive t 
effect on our relations. It is now oritio*! that, this organ! nation nine tion . 

Utate to otate relations are very seriously affected by the use that is made 
of the aid and assistance rendered to Grenada at the material aid technic?-! levels. 
In the case of technicians , it is important that p roper provisions be made for 
their stay in Grenada and they be fa&k fully utilized for the entire time of their 
stay in- Grenada. In general we have received very good feed-back on this aspect 
and the- technicians are full of praise for the enthusiasm and commitment of their 
Grenadian hosts. 

In the case of the U3e of ran materials, the feedback has also been general l; 
good. But there have evidently been some lapses, act and we must always take 
caro to ensure that we order the sxm correct item with full information and 
specifications for everything associated with its use. The case of the first eet 
of tractors which arrived without the necessary attachments simply because the 
Soviets did not know what twstt "attachments" we were talking about; the case 
of watarpumpo going unused besnuse of no' hose; and the case of military vehicles 
without spare-parts in part because of poor specifications ol our part - all 
contribute to a negative impression. There seems to have been some slip-up also 
in relation to the W AN-2* The inf oi*iua tion needed for certification should 
certainly have been requested before the completion of the assembly of the plane. 
The- Bovieto have aerioba connonio about the operation and maintenance of the 
AIi-26. 'Ve have uouurod them that we have a suitable stand-by agreement it i th the 
Cubans on. this one, but it ia urgent that we select and despatch as soup, as poosib: 
ten(io) people — at ieaat — to be tcaiued for the operation and maintenance of thi‘ 
aircraft* 

An important aspect of the development of 3 tnte to state relations is the 
operation and functioning of the Embassy. All countries use the quality and 
quantity of personnel assigned as diplomatic staff to particular Uubassiec as 
an indication of the nature of a country's priorities in domestic And Internationa: 
aifairs. The -Soviet Union is no expeption in this regard. Their own Embassy in 
Grenada i3 not only an indication of their resource bane, but equally a reflection 
of the fact that they have considerable interest in the development of relations 
•^ith Grenada. 

I have on. a previous occasion pointed out that for any Embassy to operate 
efficiently, tho following officers are absolutely essential - Ambassador, 

Deputy (at th* level of 1st. Secretary or above) Secretary to the Ambassador, 
Accountant. This i3 emphasized even .nor* in the case of the Kmbassy in Moscow 
by the fact that the Ambassador is accredited to nine* other countriea - GL>K, 

•Align ria , Checoa lovakia, Hungary , Korea , utunaiia, Mongolia, Inland, You gos In via and 
Ai ghnni ctan — ton in iact - and nt least th© fir::!. five, plus the Uit.lt arn countr^t*' 
with *hich we h-'.vn noma serious rein t ions.. Thin means that th.; .lob requires a lot 
of travel. Both inside and outniide of the 1 would say that about 60>v of the 

Ambassador' u work i3 representational. This responsibility requires two essential 
elements 1 „ Information from Grenada 2. Sophisticated analyses of the inf orma tion 
available from each country. The first one is lacking but I an confident that 
a political decision can correct this situation. The second requires a person of 
high cultural level with some formal training and/or experience in international 
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relations. dually, we need someone with the appropriate training to undertake , 
tank aaaoc-'atod with the paint enanceAnd development of oux trading relations; 
ITinTne Because o f tee structure of tee di r lo M t« oorpe ■ 

in the USSR both of these |>eople need to be at the level of let. becretary or 
above. de have a mountain of experience in the proper selection of these P««ple>, 
The fact is that' a trained person can absorb and apply the experience to which he 
exposed in a oxeative way. An untrained person can be little more than a 
messenger, and length of service becomes a repetative experience. It is important 
•too, to recognize that particularly in the socialist community, training is 
highly valued and contributes to the development of the kind of prestige necesaar 

to achieve our objectives, ' 

All members of our leadership with whom I have raised this matter of Btaffin 
agree that we need additional staff at the Embassy in Moscow. This matter should 
be given the moat urgent attention. Inadequate staff prevents this Embassy from 
developing state to state relations to the level necessary to preserve and advanc 


our interests, 

I mentioned earlier about the representational role of the Ambassador- and 
neod for information for this task to be properly performed. I wish to draw on th 
example of the PH’ a recent mission to the tf.'-JA* I was in tho G’DR at the time of th 
mission and I happened to hear on VOA a report of the Pit's mission just before 
a non ting with the Foreign fcUoim Ministry. The PM' 3 mission turned out to ba- 
the main item on the agenda. Iwao able to handle the issue because as part or 
the information package on the Maroh mobilisation, the Pb (Foreign Affairs; had 
sent an up-to-date package on ±hm our relations with the USA. when I returned to 
Moscow, the issue was raised by Kazimirov - Director of the First Latin American 
Department — who handles Grenada 1 a affairs in the Foreign Ministry. Basically, 
he wanted, to know what was the nature of the meeting with Clark. I told him that 
thus far the results are confidential. He said to me in the usual light vein of t 
types of conversations that if he were friends with the American Ambassador he 
could got the information from himll The basic point that ho successfully got ove 
to me is that in the circumstances of our relations with the USSR and their and 
our relations with the USA, it would have' been courteous to inform them of the 
intention to visit. I agree with that. The contents of the discussion with 
Clark is another matter since, among other things, 1 am certain that the USA 
could break our code if they wanted to. fcasimirov told me that he first 

read of the visit in, the newspapers and that he first heard that the PM had a 
meeting with Clark when the Canadian Ambassador, who was on a visit to his office, 
mentioned It to him. I feel eure- that either his Ambassador in Grenada or USA 
would have informed him of this- but the basic point that he is making is that 


he would have expected the information to come from me. 

Tho other piece of information which is really crucial for our state to stat 
relations deals with the. IMP loan that I understand that we are negotiating or ha 
signed. Now, when the PM raised the possibility of a US^omillion with Gromyko in 
April he made the point that we could get tho Doney nowhere else. I have been 
monitoring the response here and the latest thing that they told me is that we 
may get & reply by mid July. I assume that the INF loan has nothing to do with th 
airport project and therefore we are still going ahead with the USp6 million 
request which is strictly for the airport. But this is only an educated guess 
on ny part, 1 have no hard information, and it would have been appropriate to 
let the Soviets know through our Embassy here that we were about to apply for tbi 
loan. Of course** as I understand it, they have no problem with us going to the 
IMF • But the communication of this kind of information adds to a stable , reliable 
friendly state to state relations atmosphere. And equally important, it devalopes 
an expectation of "f" reeoprosity - they will give ua information in the future 


1 # We should make every effort to implomont ni all collaboration and personnels 
exchange agreements. In the case of peraonne.1 exchange, when it is not possible 
for the Grenada party to fukfill the agreement, the Embassy must be promptly 
informed. No individual 3 hould arrive in the UE3R without previously informing 


the Embassy. 

2. Both the Embassy and an appropriate Unit in the Minsitry of Trade should 
monitor the implementation of trade agreements on a monthly baeie and exohange 
this information. The Embassy and the Misniatry of Planning should do the same thi.

By itself, Grenada's distance from the USSR, and its small size, would mean 
that we would figure in a very minute way in the USSR's global relationships. 

Our revolution baa to be viewed as a world-wide process with its original route 
la the Great October Revolution. For Grenada to assume a position of increasingly 
greater importance, we have to be seen as influencing at least regional events. 

We have to establish ourselves as the authority on events in at least the « 

English-speaking Caribbean, and be the sponsor of revolutionary activity and 
progressive developments in this region at least. At the same tine, we have to 
develop and maintain normal state to state relations with our neighbours and 
concretely operationalize our good-neighbourlyneas policy. The twice per year 
meetings with the progressive and revolutionary parties in the region is therefor* 
critical to the development of closer relations with the USSR* Inorder to keep 
both the Embassy and the Soviets informed of the outcome of stich meetings, perhap: 
a good model would be for a member, of the CC to pay a visit to the UBoli after 
each such meeting. The mission of such a person could without difficulty be mixed 
with other activities. We must ensure though that we become the principal point 
of access to the USSR for all these groupa even to the point of having our 
Embassy serve as , their representative while in the USSR. 

Equally important is our relationship with those neighbours who the Soviets 
regard as our potential adversaries. We have not been making a big deal of the 
Regional Defence Force but the Soviets never fail to mention that to their 
mind thi3 is one of the most serious future dangers that we face. It is perhaps 
possible to use the GG on some kind of good-will mission to the other islands 
aa a prelimilary to the signing of some type of treaty of Friendship and Co- 
operation with them. It seems to me too, that we need to maintain a high diplomatic 
profile in these islands. 

Of all the regional possibilities, the moat likely candidate for special 
attention is Surinam » If we can be an overwhelming influence on Surinam's 
int erna tional behaviour, then our importance in the Soviet wwhmmm scheme of thing: 
will be greatly enhanaed*. To the extent .hat we can take credit for bringing any 
other aountry into the progressive fold, our prestige and influence would be grea 
enhanaed. Another candidate is Belize. I think that we need to do some more work 
in that country. 

Recommendations 

1 . Establish a system of Informing the Soviets of the outcome of the meetings 
between. HJI-1 and the progressive parties in the region. 

2, Maintain these party to party meetings . 

5* Examine the possibility of concluding fotmal treaties of Friendship and co- 
peimtion with our neighbours. 

4* Explore wayff**and means of influencing the international behaviou* (voting at 
UN etc) of Surinam and Belize. 


QVff tfrlationahlp with other member s of the socialist community 

It is well to remember that there is a constant and very detailed consultatio 
process that takes place between members of the socialist community. For example

There have been some positive points that has promoted our image throughout ti 
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socialist ccmaunity. Among its tost recent ares 1 . ‘he excellent to nvj good 
uerl'oreance of our students who went to the C ISU Forty school -this has: becona 
• ^ - v w-nwri o The exoellent contribution mr.de by eomrade DeKigga and the; 

good'lmpreesio^Bade by the Grenada delegation at the Berlin Conference, 
on Karl Ban - this is a constant cause of congratulations in TarioU3 COunt ri.e e. 
(Incidentally, aa a further indication of the communication problem, it ia worth ; 
noting that I hare not yet received a copy of this presentation which I am sure 
will serve as a good guide of policy.) 3. The fact that I have been presenting 
credentials and participating in the important occasions of the states involved. 
But there have also been negative factors. 1 think chief among them is the very 
slow process of implementing the agreements signed between Grenada and Bulgaria 
and GDR. This is very bad for our relations with the countries involved as well 
u f or the USSR because they not only look at the process of implementation of 
our bi-lateral agreements with them, but also with the rest of the community. 

In particular, the GDR has floated the view with me that we appear to want to 
rewrite a aolomn agreement agreed to by their President and our ?M. (This refers 
principally to the methodof paying for the bananas.) This, to them, is entirely 
inconceivable. My own view ia that once the agreement la signed at that level, 4 
there is no going back and even if it ia disadvantageous to us we just have to 
implement it. is indescebt to be seen aa wanting to revisean ag reem ent arrived 
by the two Heads of Government. I have no evidence that thia view kaaxhBSX 
E mmxKM±KxtM *x*m regarding our apparent desire to revise a soIojui agreement has 
been communicated to other members of the community, but I would be very surprise* 
if it has not. In any event, 1 a have not formed the impression that there is 
any such genamlised view within, the coomuhity and it is of oourse in our interest 
to ensure that we retain the reputation as honest brokers who keep their word 
regardless. It is worth noting also that any effort to revise an agreement signed 
by the two Beads of Government below the level of Heads of Government will b* 
next to impossible and could only serve to undermine the prestige and authority 
of the office of the Prime Minister.

As far as the relations with the other socialist countries are concerned, it 
ia useful to have our people visit therd as frequently as posobile as veil as to 
have afcate officials visit us as frequently as. possible. I think that officials 
who travel to Eastern Europe should as a matter of policy include on their 
itinnAary, at least one other socialist country in a planned and rotational way 
so that we get to touch as many bases as possible. If we are informed of such 
visits atleaat ten days in advance, we can get the hoot country, I am sure,, .to 
stand most of the costs. The benefits to us will be very great. As a rule, our 
offioiala have made a very pnaiJtlxa positive impression on their hist3.

Party to Party delations 

In the socialist community, it has emerged that there is a very close 
intar-relationflUip between party to party and state to state relations. Many of 
the things that the party was able to arrange In Cuba (eg airline tickets and 
speolal consider a tiona of several kinds) are passed on to the state here, iftirther, 
as we discovered during the PM*s mission and after, there is such an intimate 
linkage between the party and atate at all levels, and notably at the highest 
levels that tfee distinctions that we have been inclined to make are not applicable 
in the socialist community. 

One of the direct consequences of this is that the perception of party to 
party relations ia fundamentally influenced by the nature of state to state 
relations and it is important to constantly keep this in mind. 

Of course the implementation of the party to party agreements is paramount. 
By and large, we have implemented these agreements faithfully. Our first batoh of 
party school students, although they were 3ome two years late, have made a very 
good impression. Our implementation of the rest and recreation agreements have

They have brought this matter to our attention 
on a number of occasions, we have sent messages to Cuba and Grenada ta try and 
co-ordinate our excuses by we have received no response.

agreed with Comrade Btruohan to send down to Ctcnada "a high level delegation" - 
in March 19 b? - you know of course, the vory low level that was sent, They also 
agreed to send two people for rest and recreation in V-yr> t and we must: make sure, 
thAt they stick by their agreement. They ha v<- also fallen down iu relation to 
their undertaking.'.; to supply bouks, niogftjs.i.ner.,imwfc>p. , ip^rt*., filtuu and projection

The problem of what might be called counterpart prut , col remain. ^hat is, we 
have never bees able to meet with our strict counterparts at the party level when 

J^l a our leaders here. On 27th. June, T had a vory frank and friendly discussion 
with Boyko Demxtrov - the farmer Bulgarian Ambassador to Grenada who is now* 

Director of International delations in the Party. He told me that even Bulgaria 
sometimes face* this problem and that Grenada has to f ee the reality that it i 3 
a question of size, distance* and pricriti *■«.. I think thrt iu- io correct. But we 
then have to deal with these realities. Inorder to elevate our priority in the 
socialist scheme of things, the recomendationo contained in the section dealing 
with our role in tho world (region) becomes a.U the more col-vent. j n addition* 
we- have to raise and discuss with the highest authorities, global and re ri oral 
issues rather ttuui parochial or nationaJ issues.

It is very difficult for me to assess their view of our performance in the UN, 
its agencies and the OAS because, vre receive only the minimum of inform:! on on 
our voting performance tax etc. But during the period of the threats etc. in 
March 1583, they advised uo to play a more active role in the UN ecpecially mt the 
Security Council and spoke approvingly of Nicaragua's performance at the Security 
Council. But I suspect that we need a bi^Y/er staff at the i.-h to do the uind ot * 
job that would impress int*;mutionaliy. 'Th«t name probably holds true for the OAo , 
They have however, pxxxznxr praised our role in the Zone of -Peace resolution and 
activity. 

At the nor^-alignod movement, they have n high vlauation cf our role, fou will 
recall that before the New Delhi Conference they gave me a detailed briefing on 
their positions and when Comrade Whiteman visited afterwards they expressed 
adoiratjrin for our perf ompanc© • I think however, that we iv-ist insist that we form 
the inner circle of the advisers to Mrs. Gandhi in line with our loading role in 
New Delhi especially in regard to the New International Economic Order and the 
Omail States Conference. We have an excellent case - especially 3ince Guyana did 
not participate when they were invited to in. May 1983 in Now Ifelhi. The Guyana 
Amba sador here tells me that the Foreign Minister decided that the Heads oi 
Mission meeting then takddg plabe in Guyana was more important. 

Ac f*r as our Embassies are concerned, the most important thing i3 that they 
carry the same line on all matters - ecorforaic and political, internal and external. 
To do this successfully, we need to have a cordon fund of information. Obviously, 
ertoh mi a s Ion would have its area of specialty and would have more information on 
that area th** any other Embassy- But a regular series of directives, instructions 
and informtion from- the Party or the Foreign Ministry would ensure that a common 
lino in maintained throughout. 

A,, for aa Lim rode of the minoioti in tLn l.tJ: .K i u concerned,, the raajity v-f 
size came to me very early in the c'&tn«.It therefore became necessary to establish 
ones influence in the corps by making strategic associations and alliances* Latin 
4nw»ri — our natural constituency — lacks cohesivenoss and leadership. The Lean 
of the Latin American group - Venezuela is lazy and uninterested in leadership. 

The Cuban Ambassador i 3 not very out-going. Jo T have had to maintain individual 
relationships especially with Cuba, Nicarigua and Mexico • Ecuador is also a good man' 
The African group is much more cohesive and influential in Moscow. They have also 
been very welcoming. Ky informal inclusion in the .group lias raised Grenada's profil,* 
and influence in the corps rb a whole. 1 

The socialist countries to which 1 am accredited are a n laxml. area of interns 
Of these, Bulgaria ia the Dean and has littii time for socio-political interaction. 
Checoalovakia, GDR and Rumania have been particularly warm. have it es a high 
priority to establish and maintain the closest personal and official relations 
with these countries. And although the Korean Ambassador for example, is regarded 
ae a recluse, I have d had him over to dinner and he has recipi/ocated, as is the 
case with- many of the others. 

On. the whole, I have formed tin- vi -;>w tliat th* !M ;u is satisfied with the 
dogroe of support that they receive from Gruuaua. Indeod, T would say that thay 
have every reason to be satisfied especially if our vote on Afganiatan for example, 
is rocognizea as one of two Latin Auarlcan votes (the other being Cuba) in their 
. favour. Considering tho risks that we Iiave taken on this and other xs mutters, it 
might be fair to 3 ay that their support for us is actually below our support for 
them. Vie must therforc work to establish a balance of interests. Thia might best be 
done by gentle reminders at critical stages by members of our leadership. Ve might 
also seek to develop our links with what lias sboen called the "middle " countries 
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like iougoslaria and Greece for example and strengthen our links with "off centra" 
countries like Korea,*®* Kunauia, and Hungry. But these calculations have to be 
done very carefully and in a very sophisticated way .too have to think them out. 
very carefully, .

After comrade- Bourne's presentation Colonel General Sergeichik comm 
anted by saying that t he General Engine e ring Department (GTU ) of 
the GXS was responsible for questions of armaments , but that the 
Minis try of Foeciqn Trad e was ‘responsible for the questions of 
transport >. food, fuel, spare parts. Additionally, Col. General 
pointed out that some proposals on spars parts were handed over to 
the Government of Grenada through the Soviet Trade Representative 
in Havana and was not certain if the proposals were signed. The 
Colonel General also said that some quantities of spare parts were 
delivered to Granada from the Soviet Ministry of Defence and that 
the copies of the latest letters would be carefully studied and the 
results conveyed in the future. 


As for the Intar-^i^rnmantal Agreement signed in July 1982, Col. 
General Sergei<£$k explained that~everything contained in the 
agreement would be delivered and the g re alar^pa rt J r QC- 198 3 had al- 
ceady been^ deliversd JV|He pointed out /uther that another shipment 
of means was being prepared; this shipment would include all sub- 
machine guns, carbines, sniper riTles, mortars, anei-tank guns, 

mines, ammunition; small arms and vehicles for the Ministry of 
Interior. 
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Moreover, Qeputy Chairman of GKS, Col. General Sergeichik informed 
tha Grenada aide that the Soviet Government had positively consider- 
ed the additional request s from Grenada Government and the results 
were conveyed td Ambassador Sazhenev Mho waa charged to visit Prime 
Minister Maurice Bishop to inform him of the decisions. However, 
in general terms, Colonel General pointed out that on April 22 the 
decision was taken to deliver to Grenada: au tomobile s ; foodstuff; 
fuel and lubricants; two patrol boats; 3000 units of unifor m; sol- 
diers' spades etc. 


On all these matters, Col. General Sergeichik explained that the 
Soviet Government would like to know the respons e of tbe People's 
Revolutionary Government of Grenada to the proposals for supplying 
the abovementioned things. This was necessary before a contract 
could be’ signed, he pointed out- Colonel General also mentioned 
that the Soviet Government had proposed to the PRG that talks on 
these questions be- held in Moscow- and that tha contract be signed 
too in Moscow. 


finally, comrade 3ourne' asked that the GTU kindly arrange a meeting 
with the Ministry of foreign Trade in the nearest future to discuss 
the relevant questions. The Soviet side agreed and promised to 
inform the Embassy on the date of the meeting.

However, in this ease, since 
this ems the first batch of Grenadian* students he would be prepared to oaks 
available to th* Party (hJH) tha confidential assessments of their teachers as 
well aa to co anteic ata to the Ambassador in. a confidential Banner, tha general 
opinion of tha teachers regarding the overall perf ormance of our students. Tha 
Ambassador thanked tha Acting Director fact his cooperation in. this Batter and 
pointed out than ha will also request an offiolal report from tha CPOT. 

The Acting Director reported, that, ainoa this was tha first group of Grenadians 
to attend tha school, it was tha policy of the administrators and teachers to 
pay very dose and careful attention to the performance and behaviour of th* 
students. After a collective assessment of the students, he could inform the 
Ambassador that he was expressing the unanimous opinion of the teachers and 
administrators of th* school. 

The students fully covered th* syllabus of the six aonth course. £t was the 
view of th* school however, that tha students would have benefited more from a 
one jeer course. 

As. a whole the students- were well disciplined and oriented towards collective 
work. Minor evidences of IndloipHne were- never repeated, once they had bead 
identified and explained. 

The internal relations of th* group were- generally good. Friction was kept 
to a ainlanm, problems were resolved in time, and due to the excellent leadership 
of Rita Joseph, the collective Maintained a very Barked cohesion throughout 
the course* It is worthy of note that Comrade Joseph was neatly helped in the 
exercise of her responsibility and authority by the following Comrades t Gooden 
Rae bum, Ronnie Spooner, Ian Lambert and Fabian Outran. 

Co mra de l y relations between, members of the g ro u p steadily Improved over the 
period of six months. 

Attendance at classes was excellent, but punctuality was occasionally weak. 

All comrades displayed a conscientious attitude towards their work. 

With the sola exception of Fred Burris, our students actively participated 
in classroom discussions. They always adopted a v ery serious attitude towards the 
woric, asked relevant questions and all exoept Burris have been assessed as having 
achieved good to excellent knowledge. Burris was satisfactory. 

All the students Bade consistent efforts to link op the theoretical points 
with the tasks to which they have bead assigned by the ETJK. Thi « vu particularly 
true of Ian. Lambert, Rita Joseph and Roy Cooper. 

There ns a Barked difference In cultural levels of the students as well cs 
in levels of health. 3oth Fred Burris and Andre He Queen (David Gordon) were ill 
for long periods. A Report on Ho Queen's illness is enclosed. 

Th* group took syeral good initlativea, and undertook the responsibilities 
associated with these initiatives. Three exapmles, Celebration of the 10th. 
Anniversary of the 3JH, 4th. Anniversary of the Revolution, Round table solidarity 
Conference of the Amarlcas. 

As part of their practical work, the group had a permanent link with 
the CPSU Party committee of the October factory. They went to the factory on several 
occasions, participated in voluntary work on two occasions and had a lecture on 
the cost- accounting procedures of the factory, 'the management of tha factory was 
pleased with the students 1 performance and the students were satisfied with their 
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experience.

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Translation of Document #33 


The following is a transcription of some notes on the meeting of 
the Socialist International Committee for the Defense of the 
Revolution in Nicaragua, held the 25th of this month of June in 
Managua. This meeting is the second held by the Committee. The 
first took place on December 6, 1980 in Washington. 

The Committee was officially created on the initiative of Willy 
Brandt, at the XV Congress of the Socialist International held in 
Madrid last November; it consisted of the following members: Willy 

Brandt, Bernt Carlsson, Bottino Craxi, Michael Foot, Felipe 
Gonzalez, Michael Barrington, Anker Joergensen, Bruno Kreisky, 
Michael Manley, Francois Mitterrand, Olof Palme, Jose Francisco, 

Pena Gomez, Carlos Andres Perez, Michel Rocard, Pierre Schori, Mario 
Soares, Malevi Sorsa, Joop den Uyll, and Hans-Juergen Wischnewski. 

Attendees at this meeting in Managua included Bernt Carlsson, 
Secretary General of the Socialist International: Felipe Gonzalez, 
chairman of the Committee; Carlos Andres Perez of Accion 
Democratics; Pierre Schori of the Swedish Social Democratic Party; 
and Michael Harrington of the DSCC of the United States, all members 
of the Committee. The absence of one of the West Germans proved to 
be very significant, since it undoubtedly reveals the intention of 
the SPD to moderate its actions vis a vis the Central American 
situation and to give its Latin American administration within S.I. 
a low and less conspicuous profile with developments in that 
region. Attached is a letter sent by the International Secretary of 
the SPD to International Secretary of the Austrian Social Democratic 
Party on the occasion of this meeting. 

U.S. pressures and the difficult domestic situation experienced 
by the SPD explains in good part the West German caution toward the 
Nicaraguan Revolution. From the bilateral contacts developed with 
the participants, the document which was approved, and the 
development itself of the meeting, we considered: 

1) In general, two tendencies were observed among the 
participants. One, led by Felipe Gonzalez and Carlos Andres, with 
open, neutralizing objectives, assuming positions of relative 
pressure interested in clearly expressing the limits of S.I.'s 
solidarity" with Nicaragua, and stressing that the support of S.I. 
is to the democratic and pluralist political project. This faction 
reflected fears of the course which, in their judgment, the process 
was taking, and especially of what they called the supply of Cuban 
and Soviet arms; in short, concern over the " Cubanizat ion" and 
"Sovietization" of the process.

Carlos Andres and Felipe indicated that they were absolutely 
convinced of the dangers, threats, and pressures which were being 
exerted on Nicaragua, principally by the U.S., and the difficult 
situation which the process is experiencing. That precisely what 
the U.S. wants to do is harass Nicaragua, pushing it into a 
radicalization of the process, and thus giving itself a pretext and 
evidence for implementing military aggression. 

Both were worried that the Sandinista junta would fall into this 
trap and play into the hands of the U.S. and that, in their 
judgment, it was already doing so; therefore, the Sandinistas must 
take into account that reality and not let themselves be provoked. 

So it becomes absolutely indispensable that the revolutionary 
project be kept within the democratic and pluralistic guidelines, 
and that this was the condition for maintaining the support of S.I. 
They indicated that they (the social democrats) were in a very 
difficult situation, undergoing strong and continuous attacks and 
pressures from the U.S.? they added that the absence of the Germans 
at the meeting was a clear example of that difficult situation. 

They stressed that it was urgent that a minimal platform be 
drawn up which protects the relationship of social democracy with 
the Nicaraguan process and that they come to some understanding. 

That to continue the trend toward closeness with the Soviet bloc, it 
would be very difficult to sustain the present position of 
solidarity . 

Referring to steps which could be taken by the Sandinistas, 
Carlos Andres suggested a decrease in the Cuban presence. Both 
mentioned the concern over the Soviet presence and in particular the 
tanks. They requested that Bayardo set up a meeting for them with 
the whole National Junta to bring up all of these questions and as 
well as others outside the framework of the meeting of the S.I. 

Bayardo summarized the difficulties and problems which they 
faced, emphasizing that they (the Sandinistas) were not the ones who 
had closed doors, and that if all the roads were closed to the 
Revolution, they would have to go where they could get help? that 
the revolution has to guarantee its right to continue to exist and 
defend itself. 

Regarding the tanks and weapons, Bayardo went over the problem, 
questioning why so much was being made of that problem when nobody 
was saying anything about the English tanks which were entering 
Honduras. In sum, he did not categorically deny the matter, but 
neither did he confirm it. 
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Referring to the previously alluded to Cuban presence, Bayardo 
wondered what Cuban presence was being talked about, adding that he 
had just returned from Havana where he went to convince Fidel to 
quickly replace the contingent of teachers which will soon leave 
since 60,000 children will be left teacherless, and 2,000 are 
needed, although up until now no one, no country has offered to send 
any except Cuba* Bayardo argues the plan of Cuban operation with 
Nicaragua along these same lines* 

He also said that the Sandinistas understood perfectly the 
situation faced by social democracy and even understood that at a 
given point in time the social democrats would cease to support the 
revolution; but he also asked that the alternatives be considered. 

Insofar as the meeting that was requested with the full National 
Junta, Bayardo evaded the issue, citing reasons of workload, 
although, in one of the meeting's sessions, participants had the 
opportunity to engage in a direct interchange with the members of 
the Policy/Political (?) Commission (Bayardo, Humberto Ortega, and 
Wheelock ) .

Dear Walter: 

Regarding Nicaragua, I have to inform you that neither Willy 
Brandt nor Hans-Juergen Wischnewski will be able to attend the 
meeting of the S.I. committee for the defense of the Nicaraguan 
revolution to be held in Managua on June 25. Neither, 
unfortunately, will Klaus Lindenberg nor I. We will explain this 
directly to our Nicaraguan friends. At any rate, we have asked our 
colleague Butterbach to act as an observer in the discussions and 
meetings . 

Willy Brandt wrote Felipe Gonzalez and gave him his and our 
opinions on certain things which have taken place in Nicaragua. You 
should also read this letter. 
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I hope that you agree with me that our solidarity with the 
revolution cannot be interpreted by some Sandinista colleagues as 
carte - blanche for whatever they do. For many reasons our assistance 
not only politically but also morally cannot be interpreted as if it 
were in only one direction. 

I suppose you know of the last internal struggle in the 
Sandinista movement, with the Ortega brothers enmeshed in a desperate 
battle against those who advocate the hard-line policy considered by 
many to be supported by Arce, Wheelock and Borge. 

With more than normal interest, I would like to read your report 
and to know if I should go to Stockholm or meet you halfway on your 
return from Managua. 

With respect to the trip of our friend Marten Van Traa and others 
to Uruguay and Argentina, I expect that everything is going well. I 
wrote to Marten and asked him to be careful and prudent because the 
real Argentinian situation is full of complications? some government 
circles will certainly be thankful that a dialogue has been started 
with our political forces in Europe as long as we do not upset their 
national pride. 

Regarding the meeting of the S.I. Committee on Latin America and 
the Caribbean to be held July 25 in Grenada, we question, for obvious 
reasons, the rationale and decision to hold this meeting on that 
island? it could be interpreted by some as a provocation. I hope 
that our Salvadoran friends are not the ones to suffer most because 
of this.

Comrades, I left Grenada on June 110 to arttend what I was informed te 
be a Conference in Solidarity with El Salvador. It was only on my arrival 
In Cubaj together with delegates from other Caribbean Revolutionary and 
Democratic parties and Organisations that I learnt the true Character of t 
Conference in Libya. 

On Saturday June 12U the Caribbean Delegates met with Cde Phinera, a 
member of the Central Committee of the P.C.C. in charge of American Affair: 

He explained to us the nature of the Conference and put forward key guide- 
lines for our approach to the major issues of the meeting. 
ie(l) That we should avoid giving support for the idea of Libya being the 
center of the World anti-imperialist stnsggle and its military implications 
of a rapid Deployment force against imperialism. 

(2) That we should only give solidarity expressions for the proposed World 
Center. 

(3) That the Secretariat of the World Center should include Latin American 
and Caribbean Revolutionary Forces, he also said that Cuba will be partici- 
pating as Ospal in the Congress and that they would be leaving that very nic 
for Libya. 

After the meeting with Cde Phinera the Caribbean Delegates continued te 
meet to analyse the new information and to take some common positions. 

The full implications of Cuba's participation in the Congress as Ospal and 
not as the PCC suddenly dawned on us and was a source of great concern but 
this did not prevent us from taking, common decisions ie: 

(1) That the English speaking Caribbean take a multi-lateral approach to;.*’* 
Material assistance from the Libyans for the different Organisations and 
Parties, as compared to the Bi-lateral approach which can give range for 
organisations reguesting arms, and its possible repercussions in terms of 
imperialist reaction.

There were sharp differences in views among delegates from the 
Caribbean on issues regarding a Common approach to material assistance 
from the Libyans and also who should speak on behalf of the Caribbean.

1. The 15 *h Congress of the S.I. held In Hadrld and conceiTed as the 
programmatic grounds for the projection of the so-called democratic 
socialism in the 80 *s, could not implement the political basis folr tSfjf 
offensive initially conceived by that international organization.! 


2. Various conourrlng factors in the field of international relations, 
the election of Ronald Reagan, the world’s economy and East-West 
relations contained in the text of this report affected this. 

3- The Congress could rather be defined as the expression of a policy 
of expectation and of partial tactical retreat of the S.I. 

4- Despite the aforementioned, it should be stressed that the S.I. 
maintained, in essence, its basic global positions set forth at 
the Geneva and Vancouver Congresses which opened a new stage in 
the international organization’s political life. 
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5* It can be stated that the policy toward Latin America became the 
central issue and the probatory touchstone of the S.I. *m opening 
to the Third World and of its will to confront the new Republican 
Administration. 

Undoubtedly, the contradictory nature of the actions of internatldnalj 
Social Democracy lies in its very roots. In its Latin American 
projection, obviously without loosing its feature of being a 
permanent adversary of the left and of the revolutionary forces it 
becomes a tactical ally of the latter; an important ally in the 
peoples* democratic and anti-imperialist struggle.

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The effective use of the tactical space offered by the forces of 
sooial reformism in this Juncture, will depend greatly on the left’s 
ability capability to project it to serve its own objectives 
in the struggle; a clear proof of which has precisely been the scenario 
of the Congress. 

On the other hand, it should be borne in mind that the Social Democrat’s 
reformist project —in the face of the harsh socioeconomic reality of 
our continent, characterized by a deepening of the system’s structural 
crisis and a growing polarization of the class struggle — has, objectively, 
no cristalization prospects whatsoever in most of our countries. 

6. In spite of these restrictive circumstances, the Congress fully ratified 
Western Europe’s will to practice an independent policy with respect 
to the United States in all vital matter^ of international life*.

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war and ite repercussions in the region; the sharpening of the 
international economic crisis and particularly its effects on the 
industrialised countries of the West. 

We believe that the impact of these situations can be clearly 
observed, with respect to the Congress, by examining two of its 
documents: 

1, Opening speech of the Congress, delivered by the President 
of the S.I., Willy Brandt. 

2, The introductory speech on the Declaration of Principles by 
Pelipe Gonzalez, where reference is made to the inconvenience 
of presenting at the Madrid Congress a new programmatic 
basis, postponing its elaboration for the next Congress, using 
various pretexts. 

If to all the aforementioned elements we add the information about 
the strong pressures exerted on the S.I.’s leadership and on Brandt 
himself by the US State Department of which we learned through Latin 
American delegations* sources, one understands even more clearly 
the political context within which the S.I. leadership had to work 
in its Congress. The main US pressures that we learned of were: 

1. A personal letter of Secretary of State Edmund Muskie 
acttressed to Willy Brandt, about which he reported 

of the Bureau to stress the pressures being exerted on him, 

2. Various documents of the State Department itself where 
concrete demands are made on the treatment of the situation 
in El Salvador and Central America* (see annexed list). 



Due to the aforementioned, one can understand -that the trust ation 
of the S.I.’s initial plans and the difficult political circumstances 
in which the Congress was held, made Brandt himself ask publicly 
the following in hie opening speech. "I don’t know what will be the 
fate of minkind in the 80’s: How would I know will be that of the 

S.I.?" 


The verification of the aforementioned political circumstances 
led us to state, in different messages sent during the initial days 
of the Congress, that attitudes of retreat were being observed in the 
S.I. in the face of the new situations. We believe that the final 
results introduced some alternative elements, specially concerning 
Latin America which we shall later on discuss, that would indicate 
that the strategy adopted before the existing difficulties by the 

v 

leadership of the S.I, could be defined more accurately as a "waiting 
stage" or as a policy of expectation and restrain awaiting for the 
development of international events. 

We shall now break down the main formulations of the text of the 
Pinal Resolution adopted, using as referenoe the draft prepared by 
the already mentioned working group (Circular 89/80) and the different 
versions containing the modifications resulting from the political 
debate during the Congress, In our comments, we shall refer to the 
confidential information and political circumstances that allow us 
to make assessments of some of the problems put forth. 
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The aforementioned draft presented as a basis for discussion and 
forwarded to the menbers of the Bureau on September 17, 1980 was 
elaborated by the Resolutions Committee that met in Bad Heuenahr, FRG, on 
September 14. The Committee was presided over by Hans-Jurgen Wischnewski, 
Vice Chairman of the SPD and the following affiliated parties: 

- British Labour Party 

- New Democratic Party of Canada 

- Radical Party of Chile 

- French Socialist Party 

- Social Democratic Party of Germany 

- Labour Party of Israel 

- Social Democratic Party of Italy 

- Social Party of Japan 

- Socialist Party of Senegal 

- Workers 1 Socialist Party of Spain (WSPS) 

- Social Democratic Party of Sweden

In our opinion, the text is deliberately moderate and extremely 
cautious in its political statements. It could be said that, by omission, 
it wan poor and weak. The reasons for this were, undoubtedly, the 
heterogeneity of the Drafting Committee on the one hand, and the purpose 
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for the document to serve exclusively ?\n basis for the debate in the 
Congress on the other. 

It should be pointed out that Latin America was dealt with in an 
obscure and indiscriminate fashion, and that the global approach on 
Latin America proved hollow, politically weak and negligent. 

nevertheless, it should be noted that the draft contained two issues 
of major importance to measure the S.I.'S political position: 

- Support to the Prench-Polieh idea favoring a European Conference 
on Disarmament, which undoubtedly was a bridge with the socialist 
countries. 

- Petition of the immediate ratification of SALT- II , which naturally 
clashed with the election of the Republican candidate in the United 
States. 

Since the first working day of the Congress (Hov ember 13),. the 
efforts of the rightist and conservative sectors of the International aimed 
at depriving the text of the previously mentioned positive features and 
at introducing wordings denoting anti- Sovietism and enhancing the ideological 
values of Social Democratic reformism became manifest. Through various 
friendly sources worth mentioning — some La tin- American delegations, 

Pierre Schori and members of the WSPS participating in the organizational 
work — we learned of the passionate debate on this issue in the Bureau 
meeting. 

On the 14th, a second draft General Resolution — which we obtained 
through the same sources — also circulated confidentially among the 
members of the Bureau. As can be seen in this text, the debate within the 
Bureau resulted in the inclusion of various issues: the Afghan problem; 
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events In Poland; charge on the USSR's alleged aims-raee policy; and to 
restr ain the formulation of economic problems only to monetary and cooercial 
matters, ka to Latin American matters, the text reflected, however, some 
of the main problems of the region, although still in a weak and insufficient 
manner. 

Saturday evening (Hovember 14 to 15) a very lengthy session of the 
Bureau was held — also reported to us by the same sources — which resulted 
in the formulation of a third draft General Resolution. In general, this 
was the text finally adopted by the plenary on S un d a y 16th with the addition 
of three topics proposed by the delegations of the countries ooncemed: 

Cyprus, Malta and Grenada, aimed at higlighting, of course, the political 
objectives of their respective S.l. member parties (EDEK# consultative 
party; Labor Party of Malta, full member; and Hew Jewel, admitted as full 
member during this Congress) • 

Tn its introduction, the document describes the present internatio na l 
situation by the aggravation of the economic crisis, the speeding up of the 
arms race, the deepening of the Horth-South gap, and the increasing 
violation of human rights. As can be noted, all these assertions oppose 
the S.l. programmatic objectives. It goes on affirming that "peace is 
threatened more seriously than at any other moment in the past ten years 
and relations among the great powers have worsened considerably”. We 
believe that the S.l. deliberately starts with such a statement to conceal 
the sharp differences in the political atmosphere of the Madrid Congress and 
the previous Geneva and Vancouver Congresses, where the atmosphere was of 
relative success. 

Additionally, and this can be considered undoubtedly as a victozy of 

the progressive positions and of the will to oppose the future Republican 
Administration — the International calls for the ratification of SALT-II, 
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although in a subtle manner backs the beginning of the SALT-HI negotiations 
soon. In this chapter of the text, a formulation remained — ^hioh, in our 

opinion, is the most important concession of the Congress to US interests 

stating that should negotiations on the limitation of strategic weapons be 
suspended, this "could lead to the USSR’s greater accumulation of new missiles" 
It should be understood that in spite of the negative content of this 
f omralation, it does not fail to reveal also a pressing intention on the 
United States. 

Another element contained in the introduction is the Iran-* Iraq conflict. 
After refexing to its dangerous nature, the document cautiously speaks of 
the actions Olof Palme had just initiated, by asking his success lie on 
"the commitment of non-interference by the great powers and the nations of the 
region". According to our knowledge, it seems that Palme’s actions were 
preceded by a commitment expressed in the form of a declaration of intentions 
by the factors potentially involved in the conflict favoring the actions and 
refraining from any material implications in the confrontation between the two 
countries. 

Following the introduction, the Polish issue is dealt with also in 
cautious terms although reiterating the reformist S.I. ’s traditional stand 
on the organized labor movement to be found also in Brandt’s opening speech. 

Another significant element is the Insistence ah the need to eaveguard 
the continuation of the Madrid Conference on European Security and cooperation* 
It should be stressed that this formulation becomes particularly important 
if we take into consideration that the atmosphere in Madrid and the general 
political assessments concerning the Conference seemed to indicate than a 
general blocking of its possibilities to go beyond the formal opening on 
Hov ember 11. Without doubt, the strong support given by the S.I. to the 
Conference was aimed at highlighting a constructive position as opposed to 
the situation prevailing then.

It is also particularly important that, although Unitedly, the 
introduction contains support to the holding of a European Conference on 
Disarmament * We believe it reveals the interest of the International to 
please the positions of the French, the SDP and of a group of major 
European social democratic parties, and also constitutes a political 
gesture towards the socialist countries, particularly the USSR. 

Immediately, the Resolution approaches a chapter on the economic 
cpiais, stressing its aggravation and stating that it is "the proof of the 
existing economic order's inability to achieve a more just distribution of 
wealth". Analyzing this paragraph within S.I.'s characteristic approach, 
we believe that it presents more advanced theoretical formulations than 
those agreed upon in the Geneva and Vancouver Congresses, since, although the 
International naturally stresses its false distribution solution as a remedy 
for economic exploitation and insists on the formula of productivity and 
purchasing power increases as miraculous panaceas, it is also true that the 
need for reform in the international economic order is clearly established 
and opposition to the thesis on the solutions through free market economies 
is formulated, which undoubtedly constitutes a direct attack against the US 
Republican Party* s policy. 

Then ccmes an extremely brief chapter on Europe that reflects caution 
and care in its formulation. It contains, however, two very si gnif icant 
aspects : 

a) Reiteration of S.I. support to all measures contributing to the 
withdrawal or non-stationing of new intermediate-range missiles in 
Central Europe, which is an endorsement of the idea of a moratorium 
promoted by the ERG*

b) Reiteration of the need for Western Europe to express and publicize 
its own interests and responsibilities concerning the p rob lens of 
world peace, even by opposing them to the United States. 

Both issues without doubt reveal two basic aspects of S.I^’s political 
objectives in Europe and, in its broader sense, in East-West relations, and 
clearly emphasize the will of not yielding before the new US Administration. 

In a conversation with Francois Eitterand at a reception given at the 
Ayuntaniento de Madrid, he said that the inclusion of these two issues in the 
Resolution meant a face-to-face confrontation with the United States and 
embodied the will of the S.I. to persevere in its objectives. 

Concerning the Kiddle East, the most relevant element was the decisive and 
full support given to the efforts of the Labor Party of Israel to return to 
the government of that country. It is noteworthy to stress that the 
leadership of the S.I. undoubtedly took two bold measures that reveal its 
degree of commitment in this connection. On the one hand, Brandt, Kreisky 
and P e lipe Gonzalez, among others, signed a joint document together with the 
Egjrtiah Foreign minister Boutros Ghali and Shimon Peres himself — which was 
afterwards mentioned in the Resolution only in terms of "noting", thus 
revealing the degree of internal debate aroused. In this connection, we 
were able to learn that in the Bureau meeting where this topic was dealt with, 
a sharp confrontation aroused in which the position that intended to make the 
Congress adopt a more direct support to the content of the Declaration in 
its Resolution was. defeated by 14 votes against 5. 

Moreover, the Congress decided to acknowledge consultative status to the 
UAPAM Party of Israel, inviting it to make up a joint representation with 
the existing member party. 

Ihe position adopted on the Middle East became one of the most vulnerable 
points and a critical factor for Brandt himself, who was blamed on several 
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occasions during the press conference held at the closing of the meeting, 
&a can be seen the Memoires published. 
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Moreover, as can be seen in the Resolution, the formulation on the 
Palestinian problem actually does not go beyond the Camp David Agreements 
established by the governments of Israel and the United States. 

We believe that a relevant element in the chapter devoted to the 
Middle East is the recognition of Malta* s new policy of neutrality; this 
position of the S.I. should lead us to a closer e xamina tion of the 
present actions of the government of Malta — which has recently adopted 
firm stands on issues as important as Italian-Maltese and Libyan-Maltese 
relations — - and Malta's position at the Belgrade Conference on the 
European Security and Cooperation Conference, which was further stressed 
in the present round of negotiations in Madrid. This topic La interesting 
when dete rminin g the degree of Yugoslav influence in Malta’s policy. 

In the chapter devoted to Asia two central elements should be 
pointed out: 

1. The position on China 

2. The treatment of the Cambodia and Afghanistan problems. 

As for China, the strategy adopted by the S.I. clearly favors the 
position of the US, enhancing the new Chinese policy of broader 
"international dialogue". It is significant that the Resolution also 
denotes interest in the development of events in China. 

It should be pointed out that in spite of our inquiries in this 
respect, we could not learn of the presence on any Chinese officials in 
the Congress with any capacity. 

Concerning the Cambodian and Afghan problems, the Resolution calls 
for a "reconciliation of the Cambodian people to guarantee its neutrality". 
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And although no reference is made on Vietnam or on any specific claims — 
which are expressed in connection with the situation in Eastern Timor 
and the presence of Indonesian troops there — undoubtedly, the nature, 
of the demand is negative. 

In the case of Afghanistan, it should be pointed out that the 
S.I. adopted an overtly aggressive style in stating "that it is terrified 
and deceived" because the USSR has not yet withdrawn its troops from 
Afghanistan, and concludes saying that it "supports the resistence of 
the Afghan people to the occupation of the country". In a conversation 
held with many journalists attending the Congress and in the speeches 
delivered by most speakers at the Congress, an extraordinary insistence on 
the AT gh/m problem as an element of denunciation of the USSR became 
manifest. These circumstances should be taken into consideration when 
evaluating this, part of the text. 

Lastly, in connection with Asia, India's position as a decisive 
force in the Ron-Aligned Movement is stressed, but no further mention 
of the Movement itself or its policies is made. 

As for the chapter devoted to Africa it iB also extremely brief, and 
is dealt with very conventionally, as usual in S.I.'s congresses and 
conferences. Its considerations refer to the denunciation of the 

South African regime and the struggle against apartheid. The S.I. Beems 
to consider that the phenomena of class exploitation, neocolonialism 
and military dictatorships in the region do not exist* 


We wish to stress that this Congress Resolution contained an entirely 

new formulation which constitutes an implicit attack f 

demanding the withdrawal of foreign troope froa the African Horn ~~~ 

conflict "and others". 
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The only positive element to be stressed in this chapt’er Is the 
actual recognition of the POLISjLRIO ?ront within the context of the 
reaffirmation of the right of the Saharan people to self-detennination. 

The analytical section of the Resolution that refers to Latin America 
and the Caribbean is specially significant both for its content and for 
its length, when compared with the rest of the Resolution* An assessment 
of the document reveals a aharp contrast between the chapter devoted to 
Latin American problems and the treatment of other topics such as detente, 
disarmament, the Kiddle East, Africa, and others. The chapter devoted to 
Latin America is undoubtedly the most positive and advanced in the document. 

The most important issues In the analysis of the Latin American 
situation were: 

- Central America, particularly El Salvador 

- Latin America policy of the new US Republican Administration 

- Hlc&ragua 

It is enlightening to note the positions contained in the Resolution 
that show the positive trend we have already referred to: 

a) "The Socialist International challenges the US government to put 
an end to its political and military support to the present 
Salvadorian Junta and to admit its inability to prevent more bloodshed. 
We reject the thesis of the Salvadorian problem is that of a Junta 
fighting against an extreme right or an extreme left. It is rather 
that of a despotic regime whose actions have led to a state of civil 
war". 
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b) H Ve believe that the victory and achievements of the Hicaraguan 

revolution reflect the expectations for eocial change in the entire 
region* We re iterate our support for the Sandinlsta Hational 
liberation Prcnt", 

o) "The Soc ialis t International voices its solidarity with the people 
of Grenada and our new affiliated party, the Hew JEWEL Movement. 

The International will never admit foreign interference in the 
economic or military affairs of Grenada?. 

d) "The Socialist International seriously warns against any attempt 

from foreign powers at interfering in the internal affairs of 
Latin American and Caribbean countries". 

e) "We are concerned about some remark of the then Republio^n Candida 

to the presidency of the United States on Latin America, jparticularl 
his expressions of support to the dictatorial regimes of £1 
Salvador mid Guatemala, and his attacks against Grenada and 
Hicaragua,. We hope that our fears be groundless. We will await 
for the political statements of the new Administration before 
passing judgement. But we see the attitude of the new Admini strati 
towards Latin America the Caribbean as a sample of its stand 
towards the whole world". 

To sum up, the position of the S.I in the Pinal Resolution on El 
Salvador represented a defeat for the United States and Latin American 
center right sectors, who could not impose their thesis. 

Prco the point of view of the progressive and left forces, the 
analytical chapter on Latin America 1* in essence — given the present 
international juncture — undoubtedly positive and to a great extent meets 
the objectives pursued in this context. 
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Suffice it to reiterate that the first draft Resolution represented a 
set bach not only when compared with the results of the Santo Docaingo 
Conference but also with what was stated at the previous Vancouver Congress; 
It was simply hollow, full of rethorios, and avoided any definition on 
the most burning and relevant problems of the continent. 

In this positive evolution of the Resolution concerning Latin American 
Issues, the action of the delegates from MIR and FDR of £1 Salvador and 
the Hicaragu&n delegation headed by Commander Bayard o Arce was most 
Influential. 

The behavior of the three key elements in the analysis of the Latin 
American situation — — the Europeans, the Latin American group and the 
actions of the ITS State Department — gives an approximate picture of 
the contradictions and trends dealing with the treatment of the 
Latin American issue in the Congress. 
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a) The Europeans 

In general, the position of Euro peer, parties on the Latin America 
reality was good; this was reflected both in public addresses in the plenary 
and in the Bureau meetings and bilateral conversations and contacts. The 
Spanish, Swedes, English Laborites , Dutch, Finns, Belgians, French, 

Canadians, among others, were part cf this trend. 

To giv0 ^ example: the drafting of the paragraph where the S.I. 

challenges the United States to put an end to its political and military 
support to the present Junta in El Salvador, was proposed by Jenny Little 
from the British Labour Party, when Willy Brandt was presiding over one 
of the Bureau sessions. It was also she, who, together with the PKP 
delegation from Jamaica, defeated a motion presented by Fa nn y Simon from 
the US Social Democratic Party against Cuba, which received only on? 
vote in favor, from said party. 

The G erran Social Democratic Party which was divided into two main 
trends on the Latin American problem deserves special mention: one trend 

was led by SPD Vice Chairman, Hans Jurgen Wischnevski with more 
conservative positions e-nd more susceptible to US influences , and the other led 
Willy Brandt with a realistic and receptive attitude towards the 
positions of the most progressive and radical sectors of the Latin 
American group. 

It must be taken into account that Wiscfanewaki has been leading the 
conversations of the SPD with the State Department on S.I. r s positions on 

Latin America. 

In his opening and closing speeches, Brandt ratified S.I.’s line of 
solidarity with the Hicaraguan Revolution and of support for the struggle 
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in El Salvador, which mean* to reject U.S. strong pressures to change the 
situation# It was precisely at the second Bureau meeting where the 
wording of the Latin American chapter was disoussed, that Brandt 
sarcastically revealed that he had received a letter from Secretary of 
State, Huskie , stating that the positions of the S.I. Congress on El 
Salvador should be strictly moderate. 

b) The Latin American group 

In the Latin American group, differences were more cleariy defined: 

- The center right sector , led by Carlos Andres Perez, Daniel Oduber 
and the Panamanian representation led by Blandon. The mai n objective of 
this sector was to make the S.I. change positions on Central American 
realities, particularly on El Salvador, attempting to receive suppoit 
for an alleged immediate political or negotiated solution of the 
Salvadorian conflict and for this to be included in the Congress 
Resolution on those terms. They cited the military weakness of the 
revolutionary forces in El Salvador and their incapability to defeat the 
arm^ stating that negotiations wars Hb sole solution — which would in 
essence entail the capitulation of the revolutionary forces and the 
implementation of a formula acceptable by the United States. Basically, 
this position agrees with the alternatives the State Department is 
planning for El Salvador. 

• The center left sector , made up by Pena Gomez, Anselmo Sule and 
Jorge Arturo Reyna, did not speak in favor of the positions of the center 
right sector but maintained an eclectic attitude and showed little 
activity, reflected ups and downs and attempted to conciliate the formulations 
of the most progressive and left sectors. 
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- The sector of progressive and revolutionary forces , made up by 
the Salvadorean representatives (DHU, ?DH and MITR) , Commander Bayardo 
Arce of the PSLN, Jamaica's P2TP, the Hew JOTEL of Grenada, and others. 

The positire role played by Manuel Ungo and Hector Oqueli of the K2TH 
should be stressed, as well as the work done by Commander Bayardo Arce. 

The pain objective of these forces was to thwart the maneuvers of the 
center right, strongly stimulated by the Panamanians, and avoid a set back 
of S.I. positions on Latin America and the Caribbean. 

To this end, a plan of action was scheduled to held meetings and 
contacts with the main European and Latin America leader's , the results of 
which were positive. 

c) Actions of the US State Department 

After the Sent o Domingo Conference, the State Department intensified 
its efforts and activities to change the policy the S.I, was following 
toward Latin America and the Caribbean which, as is known, shows important 
signs of friction with the Latin American projection of Carter's 
Administration. 

Contacts and meeting® took place before the holding of the Congress 
among State Department officials and Social Democracy leaders. The main 
interest for the US government remained unchanged; to avoid the S.I.'s 
condemnation of the Junta in El Salvador and actually to promote its 
support, and to prevent criticisms on the policy of the United States 
toward Latin America and the Caribbean. 

As stated before in this report, during the Congress we learned of 
four documents that had been distributed by the State Department and 
the US Sabas sy in Madrid, in which the basic issue demanded was for the 
"Socialist International to condemn the use of violence whatever its

origin, making an appeal to all those Involved in the conflict of El 
Salvador to stop the violence and accept the mediating offers of the 
bishops". 

It was also learned, on the other hand, that the State Department, 
sent a large group of officials for lobbying, including Roy Prosterman, 
mho is well known for his participation in setting up the "strategic 
villages" in Vietnam and for his being at present an adviser in the 
implementation of the agrarian reform intended for El Salvador. Also 
present, and on the same Job, mas Key Prendes, the Major of San 
Salvador, who was sent by the Americans. 

The continued presence of the (7S Ambassador to Madrid* Terence Todm&n 
in the Congress halls was also common. 

In making a comparative analysis of 'this Congress’ section on Latin 
America and the Caribbean with the previous Congress, one clearly observs 
important progress. The formulations adopted relate to the most important 
issues of the region’s political life at present and t* a large extent 
meet the objectives that the progressive and revolutionary forces aspired 
to have reflected in the document, although when compared with the 
Santo Domingo Conference, there are important elements that are not 
contained in the Resolution of the Congress; 

- Support to the struggle of the people of Puerto Rico for their 
independence, an itchy issue for the United States, that brought 
about strong reactions on the part of the State Department. 

- The recognition of the "legitimacy of the use of violence when 
other paths to attain the peoples* objectives of liberty and 
social justice are closed?.

In this regiird, it is significant that no reference was made about 
the Santo Domingo Declaration, while only satisfaction was expressed on 
the September 13, I960 Declaration of the Latin American Parties meeting in 
Caracas. This was, undoubtedly, a concession to the United States. 

On the other hand, one should not forget that due to this forum's 
hierarchy, the weight and significance of the statements on Latin America 
contained in the Resolution of the Congress relevantly go beyond the 
scope of the Declaration of Santo Domingo, which was a regional meeting. 

In our view, the reasons that explain the positive projection of the 
position on Latin America adopted by the 15th Congress of the S.I. are 
the following: 

v 

1. Since the early part of this decade, the S.I, started to mate a 
turn in its relations with the so-called Third World and specially 
with our region. This change takes place within a period of 
deepening of the structural crisis of State monopoly capitalism, 
which imposes new demands on the main European oountries. The 
collapse of the system of colonial domination, the blows dealt 

to the traditional structure of neo-colonial domination begi nnin g 
with the chang e in the international correlation of forces and the 
economic attraction the countries of the region offer, are basic 
elements behind the actions of the Socialist International. 

2. Undoubtedly, Latin America is a touchstone of the political 
opening of the S.I. to the so-oalled Third World. There are 
factors of greater socio-economic development and of the region’s 
socio-classist structure among others, that offer Social Democrats 
better possibilities of influence when compared to other areas of 
the underdeveloped world. 
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3. On the other hand, we cannot lose Bight of the existence of 
interinperialiat contradictions, mainly between the PEG and the 
United States. West Germans are aware of the changes occurring 
in the continent and of the transformations that will undoubtedly 
take place in the future; they also know that this .reality is 
affecting and will affect U 4 S hegemony to a great extent. Their 
aspiration, in the face of this displacement , is to guarantee 
3pace and influence that, to be efficient, must count on the 
credibility and acceptance of the democratic, progressive and 
even left forces of the area, 

4. The way the Congress dealt with Hicaragua is truly Illustrative. 

The Hicaraguan Revolution is, without doubt, a trial test for 
the S.I. policy toward Latin America. The establishment of an 
International Conmittee for the Defense of the Hicaraguan 
Revolution and the support of the S.I. to the Sandinista Front, 
is an unmistakable proof of its interest to continue ng 
efforts to influence this process, which i s decisive for their 
influence work in the area and specially in Central America. 

5* In the Congress, therefore, a set back in the positive formulations 
the S.I. had maintained on Latin America and the Caribbean until 
then, would have meant the failure and collapse of a policy that 
represents the main achievement Social Democracy can show in its 
Third World projection; and an open defeat of its efforts to 
neutralize revolutionary processes in the continent. 

6 * The prospeot for the new Republican Administration* s Latin American 
policy has aroused fear and almost the conviction of important 
sectors of the European Social Democracy that Reagan will militarily 
attack Latin America. In our view, that assumption favored the 
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receptive attitude of most European Social Democratic Parties 
in the Congress before the positions adopted on the area* Proa 
their point of Tie*, it is a matter of warning the new Administration 
to act persuasively in the future policy to be implemented by the 
US Government, 

The last part of the General Resolution contains, in various sections, 
the problems for the 80* e from the S.I. point of view. Undoubtedly, 

what was most significant was the statement contained in the second 
paragraph of this chapter in the sense that "The political pendulum has 
moved to the right in certain parts of the world". 

The treatment given to the remaining items, through having once again 
& bearing on the Social Democrats* theoretical ground, shows same 
foimulations that are more positive than others in past Congresses fed 
Conferences. This is particularly significant concer nin g thej 

- Treatment of the role of transnationals , while tinderlining the need of 
their subordination to the "peoples* interests"* 

- Deep reforms, not only in the international monetary system, but 
also in its Institutions, 

- Formulation of a thesis on the overcoming of the economic crisis in 
the developed world that rejects the unilateral interpretation of its 
inflationary origin and proposes a world-wide social solution in the 
search for employment sources, 

- Adoption of the postulates of the Report of the Brandt Commission, 
which basically implies the ratification of its most positive 
ooDLsldsration, . 
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Presentation: Social Democracy in Latin America and the Caribbean (until 197 


In this presentation we intend to examine how Social Democracy has become 
ever more active in Latin America and the Caribbean in the past few 
years, which are the objectives and characteristics that make up its 
projection in the area, which are the elements that have conditioned it 
and the true possibilities Social Democrats count on to develop their 
strategy in the continent. 

In the past five years, the international Social Democracy has intensified 
its activities in the so-called Third World, specially in Latin America 
and the Caribbean, showing particular interest in expanding its political 
space and influence in this region. 

It is timely to recall, —in order to evaluate the true dimensions of this 
offensive — that Social Democracy as a political trend had, until then, 
expressed itself basically as a European phenomenon. This does not mean, 
nevertheless, that our sub-continent was marginated within the framework of th 
strategic interests of certain European Social Democratic parties such as 
the German Social Democratic Party that — as an expression of West German 
monopoly interests and through the "renowned" Priedrich Ebert Foundation 
— created the basis for its work of eystematio and long-term penetration 
in the area. The establishment of the Latin American Institute for 
Social Research (ILDIS) in Chile (1966) and of the Center for Democratic 
Studies on Latin America (CEDAL) (1968) proves this. 

Although it is true that since the 70* e the SI maintained relations with 
some Latin American parties such as the Socialist Party ot Uruguay, the 
MNR of Bolivia, APRA in Peru, amongst others, these relations were very 
weak and lacked true prospects. 

On the other hand, Latin America’s political history does not record 
the existence of a significant movement which could be defined as Social 
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Democrat — in view of its goals, programs and structures, if we use asf'l ! >■ '

According to official 1978 reports, Latin America is the most important 8 11 
recipient country of the EEC's goods and capital whan compared With j 
Asia and Afrioa. The TEG is the main commercial partner of Latin 
of the capitalist European countries, : ! 
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In the field of capital investments, an accelerated increase of West Geiman 
presence is observed; in the past 10 years, investments have multiplied by 
five. In 1978, West German investments in Latin America represented 63,3% 
of their total investments in the so-called Third World and 13*5 % of the 
total direct investments of the PEG abroad. 

3.- On the other hand, the estimates of the Social Democracy concerning 
Latin America take into account the existence of historical and cultural 
bonds and similarities of the latter with the Old Continent and the most 
favorable, conditions offered by the area 9 8 dependent capitalist development 
(when compared with Afrioa and Asia) in terms of class structure and of more 
appropriate socio-economic conditions when compared with the rest of the 
underdeveloped world to implement the Social Democratic project . 

Seen from a different prospect, this SD offensive is launched in a period 
of develops ant of military dictatorships and of the establishment of 
fascist regimes in the continent as a result of the deep crisis In the 
representative democratic-bourgeoise system and of the development of the 
revolutionary and democratic forces; in this manner, Social Democracy 
presents itself as an "alternative to save the system" by offering an 
alleged path that would exclude both fascism and socialist revolutions. 

The following statements by some of the most outstanding European Social 
Democratic leaders, contained in an exchange of letters between Willy Brandt, 
01 af Palme and Bruno Kreich from 1972 to 1975 are truly eloquent. 

In one of these letters, Olaf Palme states: "The talks I have had during 

the past few years with representatives from Third World countries have 
indicated that those countries are searching for their own path in a world 
like today’s, subject to a clear polarisation of forces. «. Host Third World 
countries reject both Soviet communism and US capitalism and do not accept 
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any of those systems as valid development models. The strength and value 
of Social Democracy lies in the fact that it does jiot constitute a political 
threat for these countries at all". 

Palme goes on saying: "What we do want is to have close and open contacts 

with these countries and discuss with them the problems that the 
world's progressive forces are faced with. Our International cannot become 
an exclusively European organization. We must find responsible and non- 
bureaucratic formulas to make of the International a forum open for debates 
and the oooperation of representatives from all over the world. To do this, 
the basic t hing is not that we all fully agree on all ideological matters". 

On his part, Willy Brandt stated: "We should not end this exchange of 

viewB without clarifying our criteria on which is the best way to improve 
cooperation among Social Democrats and other forces of similar ideology 
throughout the world. In order to efficiently carry out thia task, our 
International is quite limited. We must attain a flexible and non-schematic 
cooperation with political forcea frcm other ports of the world that aomehow 
coincide with our parties although with different starting points > 

Brandt goes on saying: "Let us take Central America as an example. There 

axe various parties there that come very close to what we understand as 
democratic socialism, but these parties do not fit within a framework 
as rigid and conditioned by traditions as the Socialist International. 
Therefore, some form of exchange of views among our parties and theirs would 
have to he found... We should speak of fundamental theoretical matters, but 
alao of basically practical topics. We should be flexible enough to 
establish contacts with these forces and find common fields of action 
in spite of possible differences. This is an important goal for all European 
Social Democrats". 
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The 13th Congress of the SI, held in Geneva in 1976, considered the new 
changes that were taking place in the projection and relations of Social 
Democracy with the so-called Third World, specially Latin America and the 
Caribbean ; it planned the Si's interest to overcome its Eurocentric and 
expand its political space; a special resolution on Latin America was 
adopted for the first time, denouncing the military dictatorships and 
existing repression in various aountries of the continent; the Do m i n ican 
Revolutionary Party and Costa Rica’s PLN were added to the list of Si’s 
member parties and Accion Democratic* and Movimiento Electoral del Pueblo, 
both from Venezuela, and Paraguay’s Partido Revolucionario Pebrerista 
were given consultative status, thus making up a total of 5 new full member 
parties and 3 with consultative status. Daniel Oduber of the PLN of 
Costa Rica and Anaelmo Sule of the Partido Radical de Chile were elected 
vice-chairmen of the organization, which is significant if we take into 
account that Latin Americans had access to those positions for the first 
time. 

It should be stressed that the documents adopted did not contain the 
traditional formulations of obstinate anti-communism of the times of the 
"cold* war" that had characterized Si’s stand, which, naturally, does not 
mean it has abandoned the anti-communist objectives that inspire the 
organization, nor the negative references to socialist countries. 

Besides, ,the so-called "democratic socialism", expression of the doctrines 
of contemporary bourgeoise reformism, was not stressed as an "alternative 
project" between capitalism and communism; a certain flexibility of the 
stubborn stand concerning relations with other communist parties and 
progressive forces took place. 

Since the 13th Congress of the SI was held up to now, the activities and 
actions of the SI concerning Latin America have multiplied: holding of 

international meetings, visits of delegations of the organization and of 
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its main leaders to various countries of the continent have taken place, 
such as those of Willy Brandt, Mario S oarer, A1 Herahd and Pelipe Gonzales; 
added to this is the fact that at all ordinary meetings of the SI Bureau, 
the Latin American Issue has been relevant* 

These actions of the SI hare Included denunciation* of the military and fascist 
dictatorships of the area in such terms, the ceasing of repression, the 
need to sake demooratio ohanges and the promotion of the so-called "democrats 
socialism" as a feasible alternative for the countries of the continent 
in the face of decaying capitalism and "totalitarian socialism". 

To this one must add the meetings and reunions that have been held on various 
ocassions and that had not been officially convened by the SI, that is, not 
organically committed to it and that counted with a large participation of 
Latin American parties, including some of the left. This type of informal 
meetings are part of the Si's policy of dialogue and rapprochement with the 
progressive and left forces of the area, outside of its organizational fraaewo: 
using for this purpose somewhat powerful parties such as Mexico's PRI, 
Venezuela's AN and Portugal's PS, amongst others. 

In general, the agreements and resolutions of this type of meeting have had 
a marked progressive content, even to the point of denouncing the US for 
its policy on the area* 

The international Sooial Democratic organization showed particular activity 
concerning the struggle of the Nicaraguan people against Somoza, waging 
an international solidarity campaign with their struggle and speaking in 
favor of the aimed line asaan exception in the oase of Nicaragua, as stated 
by Willy Brandt at the 15th Vancouver Congress held In November last year. 
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Representatives of over twenty parties and political organizations of 
Latin America attended this meeting and two resolutions signed by 
them were adopted, a general one on Latin America and another one 
supporting the independence of Puerto Rico, which were basically more 
progressive than the one officially passed by the Congress on the area. 
Besides, four Latin Americans were elected as Vice-chairmen of the SI, 
two other parties of the area joined the organization and the establishment 
of a Committee of the SI on Latin America was proposed. 

Let us now briefly examine, etricly from the Latin American perspective, 
the real forces Social Democracy oounts with in the region. 

At present, there are 10 Latin American parties organizationally linked to 
the SI. As full members we have: Partido Socialista de Argentina, Barbados 

Labour Party, Partido Radical de Chile, Partido Liberacion Nacion^L de 
Costa Rica, Partido Revolucionario Dominicano , El Salvador’s Movimiento 
Nacional Revolucionario, Jamaica’s Peoples National Party and with 
consultative status: Partido Revolucionario Pebrerista de Paraguay, 

Accion Democratica and Movimiento Electoral del Pueblo, both of Venezuela. 

Undoubtedly, in spite of its heterogeneity in claesist terms, theBe ten 
parties are a political eipression of the interests of sectors of the 
bourgeoisie in their respective countries; this general claesist framework 
does not, of course, exclude the difference in the class compositions of the 
parties, a circumstance that, among others, gives each party a more or less 
liberal or progressive, or more or less conservative orientation. 

On the other hand, we should add that some of these parties, like the 
Partido Revolucionario Dominicano, Jamaica 'a PNP and Costa Rica’s HiN to 
a lesser degree, represent important forces of the small and middle 
bourgeoisie and, above all, the former one, whose influence reaches somewhat 
larga sectors of the people, counting with leaders of the charisma of 
Prancisco Pefia Gomez, Secretary General of the PRD. 
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Bdeides, It ehould be atated that out of these parties, there are four with 
a specifically Important influence in the political life of their respective 
countries : 

- in Santo Domingo * the PRD won the past elections and is, without doubt, 
the main political force of the nation, 

•» the PSP of J ama ica was elected t6 government by a majority support* 

- Venezuela's AD and Costa Rica's PUT continue being, in spite of having 
lost the majority in the past elections, the most important political 
forces in their respective countries* 


There is another group of organizations and parties in the sub-continent 
which, although presently lacking organizational bonds with the 51, 
have relations and contacts of relative importance with said organization, 
or move within the sphere of influence of the "Social Democratic tiwnd", 
or if anything, flirt with it* 

Among the main forces of this category, we have the following organizations; 

- Parti do Revolucionario Hon dure no 

- Prente Unido de la Revolucion de Guatemala (PUR) 

- Partido Socialista Democratico de Guatemala 

- Partido Revolucionario Institucional de Mexico (FRI) 

- Partido liberal de Colombia 

- Movimiento Kacionalista Revolucionario de Izquierda de Bolivia (MHR-I) 

- Izquierda Democratica de Ecuador 

- Union c£vica Radical de Argentina 

- Partido Revolucionario Demooratloo de Panama 

- Partido. Intransigente de Argentina 

- Partido Socialista Unificado de Argentina 

- APRA de Peru 

- Partido Traballista Brasiledo 
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* Partido Democratico dt Curaz&o 
- partido Independent is ta do Puerto Rico 

These organizations hare attended the activities , seminars and nestings 
sponsored by the S.X. or the West German SDP, and most of them have 
declared their ideological adherence to the Social Democratic trend. 

The differences in the programmatic formulations, national projections, 
composition and actual political force in their respective countries among 
the parties listed above are unquestionable# However all these parties 
establish their political projects and actions within the framework of 
the capitalist system and in line with representative democracy. 

There is another group of parties and movements, a minority indeed, which 
has maintained irregular and peripheral contacts with the S.I. or* some 
major European social democratic parties. We are referring to the 
Montonoros, the Partido Socialista TJruguayo, the Partido Socialista 
Revolucionario del Peru, sectors within the Partido Socialista of Chile 
and the PSLH, among others. 

These revolutionary and left forces affirm that they have not hing to do 
with social democracy ideologically — in some cases we have no doubts — , 
and that they simply use these oontacta ciroumstancially to promote their 
objectives in the struggle, in teims of requesting solidarity for their 
causes, denouncing fascist regimes, and so on. 

The parties organically linked to the S.I. — which we have mentioned — 
declare wdLth varied approaches, their basic programmatic goal to be the so 
called. democratic socialism based on the theoretical and ideological 
bequest of Bernstein's revisionism of the Second International which Lenin 
brilliantly defined and rejected in his struggle against this trend. 
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To this we crust add that these parties vindicate, to a greater or 
lesser degree, the alleged solutions offered by European Social 
Democracy to the serious problems the countries of the area face* 

In the socio-economic field they favor a Just redistribution of income, 
the creation of stable sources of employment for all, demand fair 
treatment in int eraational economic relations, more advantageous 
prices on raw materials, and so on; in the political sphere they 
demand a democratic opening, the elimination of military and fascist 
regimes, respect for individual freedom, and others. 

In fina l i zing the past six years of European Social Democracy’s 
activity it is imperative to record an objective fact: in 1973 European 

Social Democrats had more or less stable links with 8 or 10 related 
organizations in the area, while at present more than 24 parties 
are linked with Social Democracy. 

Let us now review hew do other mechanisms of the European Social 
Democracy — specifically West German as predominant force in the s.I,— 
operate in the continent, to do its penetration work in the area in 
order to promote its strategic objectives. 

We axe ref ©ring to the Friedrich Ebert Foundation, a tool of the German 

Social Democratic Party and, to be exact, of West German monopoly 
capital. 


The essential objectives of this institution in the area can be briefly 
described as follows: 

- to create favorable conditions for West German capital 
penetration and the promotion of its economic Interests in 
the region. 
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- to curb and/or neutralize the revolutionary movement by 

encouraging the development of the political forces related to 
Social Democracy, 

• to subtly nurture anti- communism and hostile activities against 
the socialist camp* 

SChese aims, of course, are not manifest nor evident in the activities 
carried out by the foundation. In outstanting feature of its wort 
Its subtle and refined methods and practices. 

Por this purpose, its relies on training and research institutions 
covering almost all countries of the area, such as the Costa Rica-based 
Center for Democratic Studies on Latin America, and the Latin America 
Institute for Social Research with branches in Caracas and Quito, It 
also has experts and advisors on different matters in charge of 
representation offices in various countries of the continent. 

Through *11 these means it organizes numerous international seminars 
and “training courses for trade union, peasant, business, youth, 
political party leaders and others. 

Moreover, it provides material and financial support to political parties 
and movements that favor the Social Democratic trend. 

CEDAL alone organizes some 65 to 70 varied annual seminars in which 
approximately 2000 persons participate every year. It Is estimated 
that CEDAL operates on a 2-2.5 million dollar annual budget. 

It is appropriate to recall, as an example, the hold in g of an 
International Seminar in Solidarity with Nicaragua convened last April 
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by CEDJLL to assess tho situatioB jLn Kicars^UA and agroo upon concrete 
solidarity actions with the PSL2f, the Patriotic Pront and the Group 
of Twelve, as was pubitomy announced. 

Apart from the representatives of the main Hicaraguan groupings that 
fought against Somoza, this meeting was attended by 19 parties and 
organizations from 13 countries linked with the Social Democracy. 

The following significant formulations in the resolutions of this event 
are worth mentioning: 

“ the denunciation of US policy of intervention in Latin America 
and the Caribbean, specially Carter Administration's abetment 
of Somoza* s regime. Imperialism was condemned and denounced 
by name; 

- recognition of the need for unity of the left in every 

country and in Central America; therefore, a proposal was 
advanced far lau n c hin g a campaign to resolutely struggle 
against anti-communist and anti-socialist mentality^ 

w the Central American projection of the struggle that was then 
being waged against Somoza was stressed, and it was literally 
stated that: fHioaragua's liberation trascends to the freedom 

of other Latin American peoples such as Guatemala and El 
Salvador, and that the will to support fficaragua's liberation, 
will mean the pormotion of freedom for the Guatemalan and 
Salvadorian peoples .» 

An overall assessment of the results of the event we have refered to 
should inevitably include the following: 
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- PI ret, it if as an international seating of Social Democracy-related, 
parties but not binding on the S,I, organically since it was 

held outside of Its structure, 

- Seoond, the positive formulations and decisions made passed 
the filter of coined phrases — also included in the document — 
such as "changes only in democracy and freedom", "social 
Justice in freedom" and others obviously intended to differentiate 
them from the achievements of real socialism, 

- Third, in the oase of Nicaragua, European Social Democracy 

knew well that the struggle waged against Somoza was irreversible* 
On the one hand, they tried to prevent that process from 
becoming a true revolution of socialist nature while searching 
for a possibility to obtain political and economic benefits 
in a Somoza-free Nicaragua. In this respect, PRG's intention 
to compete with the US is evidenced in its clear purposes of 
appearing as "alternative partner", taking advantage of 
the anti-US sentiments and positions of a majority of the 
Nicaraguan opposition forces, 

- Lastly, we must not lose sight of the positive role played in 
the Seminar by Jamaica's PUP, Guatemalans PUR and PSD, El 
Salvador's MHR and by most representatives of the Group of 
Twelve, the Patriotic Pront and the PSUT, 

jo sum up we would like to conclude with the following considerations 
on the qbovementioned items: 
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1* We see a dual nature in the projection of Social Democracy in 
Latin American and the Caribbean* On the- one hand, it does 
represent a permanent enemy of the essential objectives of 
the communist and left movements in that this trend intends 
to prevent the triumph of socialist revolutions and the 
materialization of the communist ideal* On the other, it is 
obvious that certain political positions of the Social 
Democracy can be used by the revolutionary and progressive forces 
of the continent at given junctures of the struggle against the 
repressive and fascist military regimes and of the confrontation 
vith US imperialism. 

2. Hence, in our view, while ideological struggle against this 
trend is necessary, we should implement ways and methods of 
case-by-case treatment of the parties related to Social 
Democracy whose positions coincide with certain tactical objetives 
of the Latin American revolutionary movement. 

3. On the oder hand, we must bear in mind that, although in the 
main contradiction of our times between capitalism and socialism, 
led by US imperialism and the USSR respectively, Social Democrats 
as a whole are on the imperialist side up to now, is not always 
from a position of more satelites, since inter- imperialist 
contradictions also affect social democracy. This is the case of 
West German Social Democracy— representative, in essence, of 
German financial capital — which is it present one of the leading 
oontendejs of US Imperialism, although remaining as its patter in 
the struggle against socialism, the USSR and the socialist camp 
with compromising and often contradictory policies. 
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encouragement of "democratic openings in the com tries ruled by 
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repressive military regimea, insistently promoted by Carter* a 
Xdminiat ration in ita early years in power* favored the deployment 
of Soeial Democratic policies in the region. To this we must 
add that it ia extremely difficult to conceive of the development 
of this overall Social Democratic offensive without the consent 
and encouragement, or at least the implicit tolerance of Us 
imperialism, including a certain degree of political agreement 
on basic aspects. 

nevertheless, reoently, and beginning with the reactivation of 
Christian Democracy in the area with the victory of COPSE in Venezuela and 
the defeat of the PLN in Costa Rica by a coalition in which Christian 
Democracy holds a prominent place, there are signs that the US is 
favoring the projects of Christian Democracy more than those of Social 
Democracy, considering, among other things, that the first is a mo^ 
moderate force and less dangerous to its- interest than Social Democracy. 


5. is for the strategy of the international Social Democracy on 
Latin America and the Caribbean, in our opinion, it points to 
the following directions: 

- to oppose the "model of democratic socialism" to scientific 
socialism In an attempt to recover the essential values of the 
bourgeois representative democracy system 

• to deviate and neutralize the revolutionary and progreasive 

movement, that is to prevent the victory of mew socialist* revolutions 

- to undermine the influence and progress of the socialist camp, 
particularly of Cuba and the UBSS • 
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To t his end: 

- It tried to secure its presence In countries ruled by military 
dictatorships or fascist regimes in ease of an eventual "opening". 
This has been the case in Santo Domingo, Bolivia, Ecuador, 
Hioaragua and lately in El Salvador* 

- it strengthens its bonds with those countries related member 
parties and implements a recruitment policy — Including 
revolutionary movements — with those organisations capable of 
becoming suitable counterparts for its polioy In the area* 

6- Finally, we would like to stress that, — irrespective of the 

repercussion and propagandising impact of the activation of Social 
Democracy in the area in recent years — the real effects o t this 
policy so far show that, in spite of the circumstantial or 
eventual sucesses Social Democracy may have achieved in given 
countries by contributing to Implement oportunistic openings 
its medium - and long-term historic prospects are doomed to 
failure. 

The continents harsh socio-economic reality and the degree of 
polarization of the class struggle make the "solutions" being fostered 
by Social Democracy actually precarious.

1 arrived at the Tulper.feld Hotel, Bonn where most of the delegates were staying 
a* about 4.00 p.n. Unfortunately, 1 was unable to obtain acco.-nir.odation at that 
hotel. Arrangements were subsequently made for me at Astoria Hotel, a reasonable 
distance away from Tulpenfeld. 

After settling in, I returned to Tulpenfeld. There was a meeting with the Cuban 
delegation, the Nicaraguan delegation, the British delegation which was headed by 
Michael Foot, leader of the Labour Party/ the Guatemalan delegation, the 
Venezuelan delegation headed by Carlos Cuidros Perez, a member of the Swedish 
delegation and Guillermo Lingo of the El Salvador delegation. 

Before these meetings I spoke to representatives and later on Bernt Carlsson 
Secretary General of the Socialist International seeking observer status for 
Grenada at the meeting. The decision was firm that only members of the 
Praesidium and specially invited guest could attend. (The composition of the 
Praesidium is; President, General Secretary, six Honorary Presidents, and 
twenty-one Vice Presidents).

The cuecial meeting of the Praesidium was called because of the confusion 
existing in S.I. over a number of issues, one delegate said to me that if 
nothing is done about the present situation 5.1. would lose credibility. 

( y > The most immediate was the cancellation of the Bureau meeting which 
w.is .to take place in Venezuela, -when the party Der.ocrati r Action bowed 
to American pressure and refused to invite Nicaragua. It was cancelled 
on the personal intervention of Birrnt Carlsson ar.d Willy Brandt.. 

(b) Tne declaration by Nicaragua of a state of emergency, seen in the context 
of the debate taking place within S.l. as to the principles involved in 
Social Democracy i.e. elections, two party system, human rights qu**r.ti onr. , 
freedom of religion, freedom of speech (free press). 

(c) Disarmament - The recent visit of the S.l. disarmament committee to 

the Soviet Union within the context of world disarmament. 

(d) The East - West conflict as it is seen being aggravated by Poland, 

Afghanistan and the debate about the relationship with Cuoa. 


The meeting started at 09.45 on the 1st April, although a number of delegations 
had not yet* arrived. Some of the late arrivals were, French delegation, 

Israeli delegation, Austrian delegation, Jamaican delegation (only Michael 
Manley attended Coe. Paul Miller did not attend), Danish delegation and the 
Netherland delegation and the Chilean delegation Radical Party (Cde. Anselmo 
Sulle was the only delegate attending) 

Central America and the Caribbean was down for discussion in the afternoon 
session (see agenda attached) it generated the most interest. 
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y.y inf orr. at i on is that the discussion on Central America and the Caribbean 
went very well, this is substantiated by the fact that;- 

(a) There appear to be some dissatisfaction with Felipe Gonzales’s 

report on Nicaragua - one delegate referred to the report as 
somewhat vague. 

(.b' A committ.ee was 'appointed to draft, resolution on the area 

(resolution attached) the composition of the committee was 
Ed Broadbent, Canada; Carlos Perez, Venezuelan; Michael Manley, 
Jamaica; and later cn Gunselmo Sule was coopted. 

(c) A decision was taken that Willy Brandt should appoint a 

committee to visit the area and report back (I asked Brent Carlsson 
that Grenada be included in the itinerary of the committee). 

,'d) It was decided that the S.3. Secretariat will continue to invite 

Nicaragua to attend its meeting, implication being disapproval 
with Democratic Action of Venezuela over its decision to exclude 
Nicaragua from the Bureau meeting in November. 

1 had a short discussion with Michael Manley - his stay was extremely short - 
he advised that, based on the letter he received from Maurice, Grenada's case 
was put firmly by him. My understanding is that this was so, although there 
appear to be some confusion on the invitation. In a follow up discussion, 
Brent Carlsson informed me that N.J.K. will have to send pur individual 
invitations to Sister Parties. 

On the- East/W'est quwstiun - it appears that the meeting supported West 
Germany's position on Osrpoiitick and to press for constructive dialogue on 
disarmament . 


y.oz t sister parties seemed well disposed towards Grenada, although some 
have reservations on what they see as the Marxist thrust of the N.J.M. 

I believe that close relationship with Cuba will continue. Nicaragua's 

position is a little more difficult,- although there was a great degree of 
understanding and sympathy for them by the time the meeting was finished. 

N.B. Carlos Perez informed me that he may be visiting Grenada in May 
next year. 


Had meetings with Chile Radical Party, Anselmo Sule and the delegation from 
F 2 nama who was lobbying for admittance to S.3.

1) To fully and objectively evaluate the results of the Bonn 
meeting, the following backgrounc must be kept in mind; 

-Calling off the meeting in CuracaB was undoubtedly the first 
significant setback for the SI on the latin American scene. 

It revealed more clearly than ever the existing internal con- 
tradictions in the organisation, the pressures being exerted 
in this regard and the aims of the conservative sector to nega- 
tive ly modify Si's latin American policy and to recall its sup- 
port for the Nicaraguan Revolution. 

-The decision by Brandt and by the vaat majority of the eoclal- 
democratic parties of Furope, to refuse to bow to the demands 
of the right-wing forces, reaffirmed the interests of the most 
pragmatic and realistic circle- of the SI, oriented towards 
continuing their neutralization strategy based on penetration «rf 
and influence on the political processes in the area. In this 
situation the rivaly between western ilurope and the US also 
comeB to the fore, as well as the aim of European monopoly 
capitalist circles to dispute actively but without confronta- 
tion terrain which falls in the area of the US. Brandt's de- 
cision to cancel the Caracas meeting reveals his conviction 
and that of the interests he represents to refuse to sacrifice 
strategic objective* for momentary situations which may present 
tremeelves. 

-The consultations carried out by Felipe tfontdler in the region 
lar.t Lecemter, which ended in January With the meeting he hold 
vith haig in Washington, had negative results for the SI, in 
■that, as seen by various European and Latin American parties, 
rninly the SPL of West Germany, Felipe didn't handle adequately 
the varioue situations he found himself in; he tried to mono- 
j olive the handling of the Si's policy towards Central America; 
and he contributed to stirring up the crisis he confronted in 
ir.c bi oy stimulating anti-bandinista attitudes and position* 

Hnd helping to spread opinions and confusion about the direction 
of the Nicaraguan process. 

-;:rnndt'8 designation of Jospin to accompany Felipe on the con- 
sultations in the region after the Caracas cancellation showed 
his air of compensating for the waiver ing and negative posi- 
tions of Felipe with a more realistic point of view, such as 
Uu.t of PilF. Felipe ia playing hia own game, aspiring to the 
presidency of Spain, for which he needs the nod from the US 
and from the Spanish right-wing policy-makers and military. 

-Carlos Andris Fires— for various reasons, from the internal 
pressures in his own party, to pressures brought to bear by 
the US, and to the inconsistencies in hie own dtmagogle posi- 
tions— became the main spokesman for tho anti -Sand ini sta at- 
titudes. 

-With the virtual failure of the overtures made by mips Oon- 
zdlex and the cancellation of the Caracas meeting, the SI lost 
ground in the region, which was. largely gained by the Mexican 
initiative, strongly reenforced by L £pe* Portillo's visit to 
Managua, his proposals for a solution in Central America and 
the efforts being made to implement then. The COFFAL meeting 
held in Managua February 19-20 was an important step forward for 
FRI in terms of ite intent to play a primary role in regional 
developments. 


2) Regarding both its organizational structure and its content, 
the Bonn meeting was prepared by ite hosts so that ite results 
would confirm the continuity of the positions which the SI has 
been adopting towards latin America and the Caribbean, foreseeing 
and eontroUinf all Xhomo element* mr f**%«r* that w*r* !>•***- 
tially risky, and which could have blocked this objective. She 
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right-wing positions were isolated or neutralised. No one quec- 
tioned the Si’s continued support for the Nicaraguan Revolution, 
and what's more, no one objected to Brandt's proposal that the 
FSLN be invited to the Bureau's next meeting in Helsinki. The 
subject of Nicaragua— the most conflictive problem debated-* 
and the situation in El Salvador, were treated positively. 

3) As far as the Si’s stand on Latin American issues la con- 
cerned, the results of the meeting were generally positive. 

In addition to the resolution on Central America and the Carib- 
bean, a commission was approved including Y/ischeweky (vice- 
president of the SPD), Ed Broadbent (vice-president of the SI 
and president of the NPD of Canada) and Carlos Andres idree 
(from Accidn DemocrAtica) which would travel to the region, 
including to Cuba and the United states, with the mandate to 
hold conversations to promote a political solution to the ten- 
sions in Central America and the Caribbean. This commission 
will present a report on the results of its work to the SI 
Bureau meeting next Kay In Helsinki. 

4) The tone of the document approved on Central Americ* Is 
moderate, cautious, without adjectives, but expresses clear 
positions on basic problems of the areas 

-Notes that the so-called elections in El Salvador are no* solu- 
tion at all, and opts for a global negotiated settlement that 
would include all political sectors, specifying the inclusion 
of the PDR-FKLN . 


-Ssys that the Sandinista government of Nicaragua should rsceive 
support for its commitment to pluralism, social justice, demo- 
cracy and non-alignment; and condemns all attempts at destabili- 
zation and Interference against its sovereignty. 

-Emphasizes the importance of a total regional negotiation pro- 
cess that would include the countries of the region, and In 
particular the United States and Cuba. This is an essential 
aspect, in that it constitutes pressure on the US for nego- 
tiations. 

-Adopts the proposals formulated by L6pez Portillo and other 
regional leaders as the basis for achieving a solution for 
regional security, peace .ana cooperation. 

c j) Nevertheless, proceeding from the social-democratic view- 
point of not provoking the United States and of facilitating 
a channel of c cmmunication to the Administration, the resolu- 
tion makes no reference to the US responsibility for the Situa- 
tion the region finds itself in, nor to the dangers of its 
interventionist actions. The resolution limits itself to under- 
lining the importance of the suspension of any intervention by 
one state in the affairs of another. 

6J. Negative aspects of the- document are: its unilateral and 

self-seeking mention of the subject of elections in Grenada; 
and on the other hand, the formulation on Guatemala, that while 
general and vague, contributed to creating favorable expecta- 
tions of the military coup recently carried off there. 

7) In summary, the net results of the meeting were positive j 
it re presents ted a blow against the policies of the. present 
U3 Administration towards the region and a setback for its aims 
of changing the Latin American policy of the SI* The US Govern- 
ment's reaction against the results of the meeting was immediate, 
reflected in a State Department communi^ud dated April 6, .which 
strongly attacks the si for its positions regarding Nicaragua and 
El Salvador. 





Q) Internally, the SI managed to control and neutralise the action* 
of the conservative and right-wing sectors. Felipe Gonatles was •*- 
eluded from the canmisaion to he eent to the region; Carloe Andtfs 4> 
Fdres outdid himself to demonstrate that his poeltion had not 
changed, and that he continued to eupport Nicaragua; Kario 
Soares did not participate in the debate, and publicly eta ted that 
he fully subecribed to the reeolution adopted; tfca sent no 
representative to the meeting, so as not to commit itself, swai'O 
beforehand of the correlation of forces. 

9) Together with the objective factors that shaped the results of 
the meeting, the actions and speeches of Hlchael Hanley, fed Brood* 
bent, Claf Palme, Aneelmo Sule and Riulf Steen played a Tory Impor- 
tant role. 

10) It can be stated that the positive poeltione of the SI towards 
the Area, which correspond to its strategic interests, were streng- 
thened. In the context of the present world situation, faced with 
the a< gres 3 ive policies of US imperialism and the polarisation of 
political forces especially within the region, socialdeaocracy 
sees its possibilities strengthened to act as an intermediate al- 
ternative and to increase its role as a neutraliser against U» 
radicalization of, the revolutionary processes in the region* And 
they also include Cuba in this perspective, thinking to compromise 
in a negotiation process with the US our incidence In regional 
developments, or as they see it, "tying our hands and limiting our 
influence." 

11) On the other hand, it can't be forgotten that posed sgaindt ths 
US, the influence and terrain gained by social democracy in Latin 
America are resources and possibilities it has for negotiating 
global problems with the United UtateB, with which, apart fren 
strategic questions uniting the two, the SI maintains tactloal 
differences of importance in the present situation.

International are European. From la tin America and the Caribbean 
there are eleven (11) parties enjoying full membership. 

5. Because of this widening of the Socialist International (SI) 

the concerns of the organization have advanced beyond mere European 
ones and today reflect to a certain extent, truly International 
concerns which progressive, democratic forces must confront. 

PEUCIPLSS AND IDEOLOGICAL ORIENTATION 

6. The SI has Bought to commit itself to the principles of "Feaoe, 
Freedom and Solidarity". This is Its broad banner. 

7. More specific principles are reportedly contained in two documents: 
The Frankfurt and Oslo declarations of principles. The Frwaakfurt 
declaration was forged in 1951 and the Oslo d'.'Tiration in 1982. 
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It le said that the Frankfurt 1931 document presented 
the Socialist doctrine mainly 

• as a permanent human liberation movement , 
aiming at a fully democratic organisation of 
society, spreading from the political to the 
Bconomlo, aooial, Cultural and International

proletariat, a party Which rejects a single class party 
and wants a mass party; and between movements like the

The emergency S.I, meeting of Latin America and the Caribbean took place In 
Panama on Saturday, 28tb February and Sunday, 1st March, Basically, it was 
a one item agenda; the situation in El Salvador, 

There were representatives of the following countries: 

Argentina, Barbados, Bolivia, Chile, Costa Rica, El Salvador, 

Ecuador, Guatemala, Grenada, Honduras, Panama itself, Peru, 

Puerto Rico, Dominican Republic, Venezuela, Uraguay and Nicaragua, 

P.h.P. was absent. From Europe came Spain, West Germany, France, 

Portugal and Sweden arrived, Brent Carlsson, Secretary General 
attended. Media coverage was wide. 

The Conference was designed to counter these two carefully worked out tactics 
by the United States: 

(1) To project the struggle of the people of El Salvador as a direct East 
West ("Communist - Capitalist") confrontation as a means of completely 
wiping out from the consciousness of the world the domestic causes, the 
oligarchy, the seni-feudel system, the incredible poverty of ' the masses, 

(2) To show that the freedom fighters ("Marxist hardliners") do not want a 
negotiated settlement, that they prefer the bloodshed. 

Because of airline difficulties, I missed the first day of the Conference. 
Although S.I. has a clear concensus on El Salvador, somehow Carlos Andre 
Perez incisted on adding the names of Cuba ana the Soviet Union to the 
resolution demanding an end to the supply of arm to El Salvador 1 . 

(He claims that be is not anti-Cuba or anti -Communist but that S.I. crust 
appear to be objective and even handed. He also claims that he whole heartedly 
supports the El Salvador liberation struggle. This is strange because there 
was a quiet meeting where the military commanders in the field explained their 
need for support in this critical situation and Carlos agreed with 

them) . 

For hours he persisted. Sweden and Grenada spoke cut forcefully ^n the issue. 
Grenada pointed out that the U.S, supply of arms to the junta ± * notorious 
fact, that the U.S, officially and publicly stated this; that S.I, should 
not speculate on where the freedom fighters are getting arms from; that, in 
any event, we should not equate arms for the qppressors with weapons to defend 
the people in their just struggle. 

Finally, the El Salvador Comrades said they were prepared to accept a 
compromise formula that names no country but makes it clear* that it is the 
l : .C. tn a t is being condemned.* The house accepted this approach. 
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It should be noted that Vernon Valters, the ex-deputy C.I.A. Director 
insisted on presentir\£ to the meeting (he is o 
up support for a U,S. invasion of El Salvador 
proof of Cuban and Soviet arms supplies. This offer was not accepted. 

As a oeane of defeating the second U.S. tactics ("hardliners, not wanting 
to negotiate") , the Conference offered the services of S.I. Chairman, Will. 
Brandt as mediator in the conflict. 

This initiative ensures that the U,S, cannot propose someone favourable to 
their bvn interest.

:hie S.I. Committee for Latin /jnerica and the Caribbean 
was held between 1?th and 21st of August, 19^3. However 
because of late organisation of our part I was only ablee 
to attend the second half of the second day and the final 
day. The agenda for that period ar.d the entire conference 
is enclosed. Enclosed alBO are a list of participants, 
the $only) Portuguese version of the Rio declaration and 
all other documents I received from the Conference. 

Pirst of all let me raise what 6eeroed to rae, the "unexplain- 
able" presence of a number of European Parties. Ky 
understanding was that the meeting was a Latin American 
caucus and as such some fourteen Latin American countries 
were to be present. This concern of the presence of the 
European partiee stemmed from the fact that most of the 
representatives of these parties held backward and in 
some oases reactionary positions during the day and a half. 

Two examples in particular could be cited. 

C:ie: -he position of the Holland delegate on the Social 

and Economic Crisis was that the crux of the problem with 
the Third World was and is the question of the internal 
distribution of wealth. The debt problem and all other 
external economic and social problems affecting the tnird 
world stem from the internal distribution system in 
operation. True enough, but the position went further 
to say that the Third World’s problems have nothing to do 
with their external economic relations. In other words 
we are laying blame on the developed capitalist economics 
for their problems. This position, however, was success- 
fully defeated by the Brazilian delegation. 

Two: In the case of Portugal tneir position on a 

solution to the problem was for Portugal and its former 
colonies (it. Brazil , Angola, Mozambique etc.) should 
bond themselves together in a sort of union to work 
collectively by tnemselves to solve the Third World problem. 
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Those, among others, were prominent points coniine Iron 
those parties. The European parties came from Holland, 
Italy, Spain, Prance, Portugal and even Isreal. 

On the issue of the Social and Economic porblemB within 
the context of a world in crisis most presentations were 
purely descriptive and less analytical. The Brazilians 
dominated .the floor. As such nothing beyond the general 
call for a restructuring of t:;e international financial 
and trading system was called for. There were some feel- 
ing (I think it wa s from the Venezuelans) that Third Wopld 
countries should unilaterally refute tc pay their debts. 
There was all tacit support for the creation of A Third. 
World currency. In the context of that entire discussion, 

I made the call for an inclusion in tbs final declaration, 
the meeting support for the struggle for the R.I.E.O. The 
call was made in my presentation which lasted for about 
twelve to fifteen minutes. Details follow. 

Having arrived late and learning that a number of parties 
have made contribution on the situation in their respective, 
countries I decided to ask fer the floor on the final day. 
The presentation made can be divided into five parts viz. 

1. Attacks made on the Grenada Revolution, 
centering on a. The International Airport 
(carrying a similar Itr.e as was carried by the 
Comrade Leader, Hunter College Address) and 
b. the allegation of human rights abuse in 
Grenada, constitutionality and elections. 

Again the Hunter College line was given. 

2. The threat of imperialism to the Revolution 
focussing on a. negative propaganda around our 
damival festivities; the aim of which was to 
scare our people and detract tourism. b. the 
presence of Gairy in Barbados at a time of 13. S. 
military Monouveres in the Region. Galiry 
himself, confortable in Barbados and using the 
media there. c. attempts made to isolve Grenada 
again at the Carlcoa Heads of Government 
Conference in Port-of -Spain and the struggle 
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that bad to be *a:ed ty cur delegation. 

3. The 5 erform.nce of our economy ar.a the negative 
implications cf the world cepi tali rt crisis. 

4. The present political situation in Central America 
and expressing firm support for the Contadora 
Initiatives also, expressing condemnation of all 
acts of military (and otherwise) aggression against 
the Mcaraguan Revolution. Support for the peoples 
of £1 Salvador and Guatemala wae also expressed as 
veil ae support for a negotiated political settle- 
ment to the problems in Central America. 

5. The final part called on the meeting to express in 
its final decleration concern end support for the 
following: 

a. The preservation of World .Peace 

b. The struggle for a N.I.E.O. 

c. That the Caribbean be declared a zgnt 
oi' peace, Independence and Development 
and implemented in practice. 

d. The Contadora Initiative 

In terns of criticism of the presentation two specific ones 
could be node. In the first instance the correctness of 
naming Barbados as the country from which Uairy vas operat- 
ing is questionable. In the context of the type of gather- 
ing it seemed later to me that implying Barbados without 
naming it could have been more appropriate. Secondly, the 
final i,art of the presentation did not call on the meeting 
to express concern and condemnation of U.S. interference in 
the internal affairs of Grenada. However, implicit in the 
presentation was the cry for such, but specific reference 
to it would have gone a longer way. A mild concern for the 
Grenada situation vas in the final declaration.

By va; of general criticism of the entire planning and 
arr arisen. cuts for Grenada to attend the meeting let me 
r.aV.e a few remarks . In the first instance late pre- 
paration (or even no preparations) were made. As a 
result I was able to attend only half of the meeting. 
Besides that the lateness meant the following: 

1. Lost of time and money. I had to fly north 
and then south and vici verse on my return. 

It was possible to fly south only. 

2. Absolutely no briefing with respect to the 
content of the meeting (before leaving) and 
what we as a party wanted from the meeting. 

3. No contacts on information as to the venue of 
the meeting. I only knew it was in Rio. I 

was therefore stranded in Hlo for over five hours. 

4. There was also a security problem related to point 
three in that I had to unavoidably release informa- 
tion of myself and my mission in Rio before I could 
have established contact with St. George's. This 
is in the context of Bemt Uarlsson, e 7.?. of 
S.l. been arrested at the airport and detained for 
couple hourB and a murder at the airport only 
fifteen minutes after I left it. Anything could 
have happened. 

Finally, I want to make a few rrecommendations on our 
approach* to future missions. 

1. The I.R.C. have someone specialised in S.l, 
matters (and other organs of equal or greater 
importance). Ky experience was that continuity 
and personal contact, relatione and familiarity 
are necessary at these fora. 

2. All travel requirements should he found out at 
least three days before someone goeB on a mission. 
(Visa, routing etc.). This will save time, money 
and minimise security risks.

The assessment of the WPC is that the results of the meetings were 
good. This is based on the concensus reached by all the participants on

the document s r and resolutions adopted. A copy of these documents - witho 
the final amendments - forms part of this overall report. The list of th 
final documents will be sent to the GPC at a later date. 

Of interest to Latin America and the Caribbean) the result is as follows 

1. The Latin American Commission at the meeting agreed to coordinate 
these activities in 1983: a. The bicentenary of Simon Bbl ivar ; b. The 10th 
anniversary of the fascist coup in Chile and c. support for Nicaragua in 
United Nations Security Council. 

2. A resolution was unanimously adopted which gives support to progress: 
vn forces in I he region, including the Grenada Revolution. 

3. A press conference was held by all representatives of the region, thi 
focus being the situation around Nicaragua, fully expounded by the Nica 
gua delegation. A renounci at i on of the aggressive activities against 
Nicaragua wan signed by participants of peace movem^ts from I at in Ameri 
\&nd the Caribbean. 
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Solidarity with Nicaragua" in view of the dangerous scheme^fclanned 
by the Reagan Administration in collusion with the reactionary 
Ho^uran Government in Central America for, the beginning of 

December. 

INITIATIVES BY GRENADA 

1. 1 spoke with the W PC President Romesh Chandra and extended an 
invitation to come to Grenada for the 4th Anniversary of the 
Grenada Revolution on March 13, 1983, on behalf of Prime Minister, 
Maurice Bishop. Me was thankful for the invitation and accepted it 
orally; he expressed his eagerness to come to Grenada. On his 
suggestion, I publicly announced the invitation from the Prime 
Minister to President (funiculi Chundru, in my intervention at the 
meeting . 

Prime Minister, Maurice Bishop would, therefore have to send this 
letter of invitation to Moscow Jby December in order for us to 
present it to Romesh Chandra, President of the WPC soon afterwards. 

2. A meeting was held with WPC Vice- President and several dicussions 
with officials and workers at the WPC headquAers. 

They all turned out to be very useful. 

I presented three proposals for WPC activities in Grenada in 1983. 

i. That a meeting of the Caribbean peace movements should be held 
in Grenada in April as a build up to the Prague Assembly in June so 
that the region's peace movements could present a united position; 

ii. That the WPC should convene a conference in Grenada in November, 
the Theme being: The Caribbean as a zone of Peace, Independence 

and Development. 

iii. Solidarity posters with Grenada for March 1983. These proposals 
were presented in the form of a letter to the Latin Amercian Depart- 
ment of the WPC and the last two were also give to the President of 
the WPC. 

It was later reported to me that in principle the suggestions were 
accepted but that they would be further discussed in Helsinki, 
headquaters of the WPC, before a final decision is taken. 
Additionally, three other suggestions were put forward: 

a. That the WPC should circulate information of the World Peace 
Movement to the Peace committees in the Caribbean; 

b. That the WPC should invite representatives of the regions' peace 
committees to participate in WPC meetings, seminars, conferences etc 
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c. That the WPC should 6end films of the Peace Movement to the 
GPC. 
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On this suggestion 1 was advised that the WPC does not make films, 
and that we should approach the GDR Peace Movement because they 
have good films of the Peace Movements. I spoke with ■ German on 
the subject and asked that he raise it for the GPC with the GDR 
Peace Committee. 

On this matter the GPC should follow up directly and immed- 
iately . 

During a meeting with WPC Regional Secretary comrade Hill Arboledq 
of Panama, a member of the WPC Secretariat, he mentioned that the 
WPC highly assess the Grenada Revolution and the work of the GPC. 
However, he pointed out that the flow of information from the 
GPC to the Secretariat of the WPC is not very good. In fact, this 
is more or less the same situation with the Peace movements in 
the Caribbean. The WPC knows little about the activities of the 
region's Peace movements except Cuba and Guyana. 

On this score I firmly recommend, with a degree of urgency and 
consistency ., that the Grenada Peace Council should immediately 
undertake to circulate regular information to the WPC Secretatiat 
on its activities and events of the Revolution. The information 
could be in the form of jreports on its work, news, articles, up- 
coming activities, letters etc. This is urgent and absolutely 
necessary. We should bombard the WPC with information on the 
Revolution and work of the GPC. This is important if we are going 
to raise our standing and prestige in the WPC. 

The WPC has several magazines and news-sheets, but has never 
written an article on the Grenada Revolution for the simple 
reason that the WPC has little or no information on Grenada. 

Additionally, the WPC is leaning and depending on the Grenada 
Peace Council in order that the WPC could develop wider and deeper 
relations with the Peace movements in Guyana, the Pastern Caribbean 
Trench Caribbean, Cayenne, Barbados and Trinidad and Tobago. This 
was mentioned to me by Comrade Hill Arboleda. 

further still, Cde. Arboleda of the WPC suggested that the WPC 
would like the GPC to send addresses of the Peace Movements of 
the Caribbean to it. Also mentioned was that the CPC could 
organise visits to the various peace movements i.n— t-he Caribbean. 



Since the new Presidents) Committee of the WPC would be elected 
during the Prague Assembly in June 19B3, we epoke about the poss- 
ibility of Grenada putting up a candidate for vice-president. This 
was strongly supported. The GPC should groom someone and present 
a written recommendation to the WPC before the Assembly , ie. by 
April 1983 or earlier. Also, the GPC should recommend to the WPC 
its desire to work in one of its commissions. 

Finally, on the question of participation in WPC acti vit ies *the 
one drawback of the WPC is finance to buy tickets. I was told 
that the Soviet Peace Fund, through ACR^LDT , Soviet Airlines and 
Cubans make some contributions; plus the various Peace committees 
around the world. For example, nt provimm mnntingn I hr* I ul in 
American Peace Committees assisted the WPC by paying 80 000 US 
dollars for tickets. 

Concretely, as far as the GPC is concerned, it would be invited 
to participate in WPC activities, but would be called upon to 
pay for its participants for part of the flight, namely, from 
Grenada to Havana where the future delegates would collect 
Aeroflot and get a free ticket. If the GPC could raise sufficient 
funds and pay up to Havana, it could send up to six (6) delegates 
to the Prague Assembly from June 14 to 19, 1983. 

My last recommendation to the GPC is that it should send all 
information to the World Peace Council via the Embassy of Grenada 
in the USSR .

WORLD GCNFERB'ICE OF W>PN & WIDE CONGRESS, PRAGUE AND VISIT TO BULGARIA. 
BY SISTERS P. COARD 1 R. JOSEPH /WD E. CALL ISTEl OCTOBER 5-30 th. 1981 


World Conference of Women 3-13th - attended by 1000 delegates from more than 
200 organizations. 

Vfe travelled via Cuba and had a brief discussion with the head of the Inter- 
national Affairs Department of the F.HC.j P. Coard had also hat! a discussion 
over lunch with the International Secretary, Esther Vcliz in September. These 
centred around wliat Cuba sees as a difference in emphasis between the 
European organizations and those of the underdeveloped world in the question 
of the conference theme "Equality, .Nationality Independence, Peace. The 
F.UC. felt that the European organizations emphasize peace at the expense 
of the importance of the National Liberation struggles. They felt that this 
was the result of those countries being so far removed from the underdeveloped 
world. We were given the impression that this vrould be the major contradiction 
of the conference. However, in the event, the Socialist organizations of 
Europe led witn a principled and, we thought, correct position and no such 
struggle developed. In fact, it was clear that the struggle for peace was 
closely linked with the struggle for National Independence , both facing the 
sane enemy, US Imperialism - this turned out to be the major theme of the 
conference. The conference was highly successful in drawing the Socialist 
Wbrld closer to the progressive organizations of the Third do rid , both 
because of the finn and factual position taken by the CP organizations, and 
also because of the excellent treatment given by the Czech Women’s Ihion. 


MAIM BBNEFTTS OF CONFERENCE FOR GRENADA

We discovered that Grenada was practically unknown to most of the 
Worsen ’ s Organizations. However, by the end of the conference everyone 


teev about us because of our wide distribution of literature, our 
presentations in the two (2) major committees, the fact that Grenada 
was elected to speak for tiie English speaking Caribbean within the 
Latin American group, and our extensive contacts made with ether 
organizations. We received fraternal greetings and solidarity every 


where by the end of the conference, and established relations with 
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many organizations. 

2) (Xir two representations were well received and several Socialist countries 
asked for copies and commented on the high standard and the “firm position”, 

3) V/e established very friendly relations with USSR, Hungary, ‘SDR, Czechoslo- 
vakia and Bulgaria, whose delegations were lex} by outstanding women. 

The GDR will be sending a representative for our December 6 th rally. The 
others regretted that their budgets for 19L1 were exliausted because they 
had paid for many cour^ies to / teethe conference, 'vlloocver^ they all 
premised to visit .15 ne*t year and USSR, Czechoslovakia and GDR invited 
us to visit than, probably in hay -June. This vjoula need to be at the 
highest level - it t'ould be a decisive step- in drawing us closer to them. 

We need to improve the consistency of our written communications with the 
Socialist world. 

WIDF OQIGRbS S 14 -15th - 96 ORGAN IZATKNS 


Here we were accepted as members. 'Hie OP - JA wa s also accepted,. The MRS! 
(Guyana) was not accepted - their application was delayed for further considera- 
tion. It was our impression that the Socialist organizations of Europe support- 
ed the WPO in its plea tc have them rejected. Ml 'the English-speaking terri- 
tories, as well as Cuba, maintained a neutral position. The ENP-VM stated 
that their Party Congress, being held at that time, was deciding the issue 
of their relations with the PNC. We explained our position to the WPG in 
terms of our desire not to do anything that would increase the rupture in 
CAribbean unity, they accepted this. However, the WRSJ adopted a quietly 
hostile attitude to all the other English-speaking territories: on two (2) 
occasions when wo tried to join theu at lunch they told us they were expecting 
another delegation. Their tatics were to give a brilliant and progressive 
presentation in the major committee (by contrast, the VJPO's was very weak) and 
to buy the favours of the Progressive African "roup by telling them of their 
party's support for tl.e African Liberation Movements. (Sl0U,000 p.a.). However, 
this didn't work, pernaps because of Zimbabwe's relationship with Rodney, 
perhaps because of the closeness of relationships between the' Socialist 
bloc and the African organizations. 
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\<e: the W IDF Bureau Elections, there v/as a slight possibility tliat \*e could 
have been elected. In practice, the old Bureau "proposes" the new one after 
consultations with the different geographic blocs; but candidates should 
declare tlioir candidature in advance. Because of being unable to obtain up to 
no v/ a copy of the WOF constitution despite requests made in tne past as well 
as at the conference, we were unsure as to now things worked, and an indirect 
hint to the in September (re the tPO proposing us) produced no positive 
response from them, wc had therefore concluded that the organization ray not 
wish a brand new member to stand. However , because of the T ^PO's bad behaviour 
during the past year and s one unprincipled positions taken, it tired out that 
the Bureau did not wish to retain the VPO on the 3ureau. The day before the 
Congress, an RC delegate suggested to us that we could be an alternative. We 
agreed but did not campaign. It then turned out that because of other Latin 
American organizations pressure within the EXireau it was decided to drop 
ItfO and substitute several months ahead. However, this was a tatical error, 
as the VPO (which would have been forced to accept Grenada as a substitute) 
immediately mobilized the rest of the English-and trench” speaking Caribbean to 
protest against their replacement on the Bureau by a 6th S panish speaking 
territory of this hemisphere v/hen there were already 5. The final decision was 
to delay the oecision and let the Bureau decide at the next meeting in 6 
months time. 

However, the IVPC also revealed itself as unprincipled by telling a lie against 
Cuba (tiat the FM C iiad proposed their replacement by Nicaragua -actually it 
was Argentina who did so) and both the CWP and ourselves spoke to Nalini about 
iiow incoirect and unwise we felt their attitude to the FMC and Cuba was using 
many examples. It.’s clear that it has affected the attitude of the Socialist 
countries to the V?0. 

We are not particularly impressed by the office iency of the '7 IDF (as opposed 
‘to their ideological stance) - their programme for the next 5 years was very 
vague, no real work-plan; and they never seem to be able to answer letters 
although they send thousands of press releases. 

We ordered 200 copies of each issue of the WIDF journal, which is very good 
pne for each group. 

4/ Visit to 
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VISIT TO BULGARIA (17th-25th OCTOBER) 

This was highly successful. V/e spent 3 days in Sophia, and 5 in Rousse, a 
manufacturing tov/n with an ancient history of resistence to both the Turks 
and Nazis. V/e were able to learn a great deal about the history, and present 
level of economic development ar*d social organization, of Bulgaria. Our hosts 
treated us extremely well and spoke very frankly to us about their own social 
problems and also the problems of Poland (they brought this up) „ 

We formed a very warm relationship with the Women's Committee in Rousse; also 
with the President of the National Women* s Conmittee, who is an outstanding 
wcman, she was a guerrilla partisan from age 14; is now a CC meiuber. 

Prague 25th-26th We were warmly received, put at the CC liotcl (Hotel Praga) 
and liad very good discussions with the Women’s Union International Secretary. 

A note re the Organization o f kj puen and Youth in the Socialist Countries. 

Women. The. USSR, Bulgaria and ttmgary have Womens Committees which organize 
women on the basis of work-places (851-90* of women in those countries work). 
There is usually a woman elected to represent the Conmittee in the Trade 
union branch in each workplace. There is also usually a branch, of the Conmittee 
in every conmunity, which seeks to mobilize women for social goals, but this, 
is like an executive.. Thus, the coirmittees are not mass organizations. 

The GDR, Czechoslovakia and Cuba have mass women's organizations like ours, 
based in tHe communities. Czechoslovakia had a conmittee until 1968 - follow- 
ing the Uubzcheck crisis the party decided to transform it into a mass 
organization in order to deepen its links in the conrnunities. 

YOUTH: Apparently only the USSR and Cuba Iiave vanguard youth Organizations, 

hi Bulgaria, Czecho Slovakia and the CDR the Youth have mass organizations, and 
very strong ones.

Bear Comrades, 

At a recent Women's Committee meeting, it was discovered that cany women 
Party nenber 3 are feeling under considerable strain. An anlysie of tho 
situation was done and it was felt that we ought to let the Bureau know 
of tho situation and ask the Bureau to consider the matter, and take any 
decisions * which it may think appropriate, Sonic of the matters discussed 
are referred to briefly in the minutes of the Women's Committee meeting 
of 15th April, 1982. 

dhe main problems identified are as follows 

(1) The special problems of women with children are rarely, if < ever 
considered when fixing hours of study classes and committee or 
P*C,B# meetings. 

When some women members raise the problems of having no one to leave 
their babies with at 5.00 a.n. or no one to get tho children break- 
fast or ready for school, the attitude of many heads of PCB's, Com- 
mittees and study groups has frequently been that "you just have to 
solve that problem". As a result, some women members have been deemed 
'in disciplined ' a 3 a result of missing meetings, others have taken 
serious risks with their children, lik^ leaving babies in the care 
of young children of 10 or 12 years, s.me have faced the criticisms 
of the masses for "neglecting" their children. Recently, an inci- 
dent occured when a sister from St. Andrew's was >.ept at a meeting 
in town till 6.30 p.m. On returning to St, Andrew's she found the 
Bay Nursery shut and spent 2 hours searching frantically to find 
out where the nurses lived to recover her child* 

The special problemc of workers and of Aniy comrades are considered 
when fixing hours of meetings. We feel that the C.C, end serious 
Party comrades should be aware that women's problems in terms of 
the care of their children should bo considered end women members 
should not be unf airly condemned;, when they are not to be blamed. 
Likewise, it should be recognised that last minute ceils to attend 
meetings at weekends and on evenings does sometime result in women 
members being unable to attend because arrangements cannot easily 
be made at an hour* s notice to got babysitting* 

Likewise, it should be considered that there are come area3 where 
it is unsafe for women to walk alone late at night or vary early in 
the morning* 

We recognise that such consideration entails a risk of some members 
making children an excuse to avoid doing work; however, we feel that 
each case must be looked fit realistically; moreover in our experi- 
ence tho women with children are among the hardest working and most 
disciplined members of the Party* 

(2) When allocating political tasks it should be considered that most 
women in our Farty have to wash, cook, clean and sometimes also 
have to care for children and elderly parents, in addition to 
taking on .lust as much political work as the men who in no_st

At the present tine we find tint a large wither cf women, espeeiilly 
those with young children are extrenely tired. Also, they are ex-

The expe- 
perience of the past 2 years shows us that even some senior Party 
comrades assume that women members will continue political work 
almost until she gives birth and will take .on work again shortly 
afterwards. This is damaging to our women's health. The rule 
should be that women on maternity leave should be- free of all 
political work, except in rare cases where the woman volunteers 
o undertake a few tasks. Furthermore, women with babies or 
young children should always bo consulted before being directed 
xo go abroad for the Party, to ensure that arrangements can be 
node to look aXtcr her children. 

(**) 0ne or two single women v/ith children are finding difficulty in

little or no responsibility in these arean; the Party should make 
then understand that*. —

riously hold back in terns of political development because* 
of being burdened full time with children. Idght now many

(b) Where Party men and women live together they must undertake 
equal responsibility for housework. 

(c) It should bo clearly understood that Party t' sks cannot

79-2 ^ baby " c&re or houSe v;ork - Party work must come first.

cadres# Otherwise women Party cadres will always bo held back in 
their development both . relative tc what they are capable of. 

(6) Party members oust bo cade aware of what is a proletarian nan and 
woman and what is a proletarian or socialist rdationaship. Vte have 
the example to set for the broad masses of our people. Therefore ojir 
relationships whether with v.-thcr I arty members or with uon-Party m'en- 
bers should be honest, not using or .abusing the oth.^r person. V.'e be- 
lieve for example, that it is tine married Party men st:p running around 
with several other women; it is time they stopped bavin/; "outsioe 
children”; it is time* unmarried Party men shortly to be married stopped 
the practice of -pressuring women tc have children fur -hen, sometimes 
even using the possibility of marriage as a bribe - or as blackmail; 
it is also time that women Party members learn to stop gossiping 
abouth other peoples personal relationships , 

We realise that Party members will not all change overnight. However, 
we feel ;it is time the Party starts to formulate rules of personal 
behaviour on the nan-woman questions and more than this, seek to raise 
the ideological level of all Party members on this matter. Too many 
Party members do not see that the struggle for socialism includes the 
struggle to create socialist forms of relationships in cur society, 
and especially Applicants need to be carefully educated in this area. 

We want to suggest that the Bureau directs the iilueatiwn Committee to 
include at least one study session on the woman question on the pro- 
gramme for all M r s f CM’s and A*s at sumo point during the next six 
months# The Women’s Committee has M-L materials which enn be used. 

The Bureau may also wish to consider circulating this document to 
M's and CM's.. 

Finally, we wish to recognise the real effort and progress made by 
our senior Party members in overcoming male chauvinist attitude and 
the practical results this had had (for instance in the development 
of women in the Militia) despite the problems which still remain. 
Undoutedly, the NJM is outstanding saeng othor Caribbean Parties in 
the high degree of equality which it offers to women, both within 
and outside of the Party.

Aaenda;- la. The Present Political Situation 

b. CC resolutions to Guide the Party's work 


Cde. Strachan led off the discussion on the present political situa- 
tion in the country. He observed that there has been a rapid ster up of 
US imperialism against the Revolution, mainly on the military front. 

He saw the manouvres in Puerto Rico as an act of preparation for in- 
vading our country and said that the US has been operating on many 

His analysis was that we are in one of the most dangerous 
periods and also noted that in the past couple weeks, some regional 
islands have become openly hostile. H e view the attacks by the Jomx- 
nica Freedom Party and Eugenie Charles as the most striking. . 


Cde. Strrchan^ view was that the social base of the Revolution was 
widen and that the Carnival (which was organised solely by the work- 
ing people ) could be used to help in the analysis. He described the 
mood of the NYO Youth Campers as "electric" . Cde. Strachan felt that 
overall, the situation is rough externally and on the internal side 
- our masses are holding firm. The bourgeoisie, he said had a wait 
and see" attitude. 


He concluded that the main essence is the stepping 
up of efforts tc turn back the Revolution; both economic and propagan- 
da wise. 


The other comrades agreed that the main feature of the present 
period is the threat to the Revolution being rosed by imperialism - 
US imperialism in particular. Comrades mentioned other things as:- 


o The hotel section of the bourgeoisie still warn towards the 
Revolution. 

o The Land Reform act will cause some general concern, 
o The working people are still in full support of the Revolution, 
o The Socialism class-s has had great impact - the workers are enthu 


siastic. 

o Within the ^arty, comrades are becoming serious, 
o Some people really don't believe that an invasion will come, 
o AGWU membership showing more respect and support for the Revolution, 
their mood is high - they are asking for Government to take over the 

badly-run estates. . _ , -

He sighted the Youth and Hon-er Camps as very important 
and spoke of the recent militia *ioutc March, resumption of work at 
the Airport site and the Torchlight issue. 


However, Cde. Bishop also mentioned the negative areas, as follows

Comrade Bishop's views were that this is a total all out assault on 
Grenada and that we are facing an impending invasion, which could 
come any day now. This he felt, we will have a problem convincing 
people of. He also sighted a number of "coinci Jences" in the evidence 
that an invasion was being planned for Grenada. 

Cde • Coard, in his presentation also noted that the previous com- 
rades were too "loose" in their analysis, referring to the recent 
plans to invade Grenada as imperialism stepping up its aggressive** 
ness.

On Tueoday 12th October, 1^82, the Central Committee of HJM was convened by CC 
Chairman Cde. Maurice Biohop in/IStra^ordinary plenary to discus 8 a letter of resig- 
nation from Cde. Bernard Coard, Deputy Party Leader and to examine the issues raised 
in the latter related to the state of the Party and the crisis in the work of the 
higher organa. 

Within the period of the meeting, the CC held four eeeoiona totalling 32 hours. The 
crisis in the work of the higher organs was analysed, the performance of each ms-a- 
ber of the CC vas assessed and a number of decisions on the way forward were taker: 

Subsequent to two hours of initial deliberations, the CC settled on an approach to 
the meeting. Cde. Strachan was asked to summarise his discussions with Cde. ln 

relation to the matter of his resisnatlon* Cde. Strachan made the following points*— 

i) Cde. t'oard had indicated that his decision to resign from PB 
and CC vas taken 6 months previously; 

ii) His decision to resign f roa OC vas primarily on account of 
strain but this was hastened by certain developments — licked 
to this was the undermining of his authority as Chairman of 
the OC. 

iii) He had 'made reference to the slackness of the CC and its un- 
willingness to speak up on issues, the lack of preparation for 
meetings by CC comrades, and the unvill1ngnesft_of.jthe, CC to study. — - 

iv) In order to take corrective action.it .would result in personality -- 
clashes with the Chairman of the CC. 

v) His presence was a fetter to the development of the CC if viewed 
dialectically. 

vi) His resignation is not negotiable.

1* Material Banins The material basis for the crisis could be found, in the 

backward and underdeveloped nature of our sooiety and the consequent existence 
of a large petty bourgeois, influence in our society.- This -predominant-petty 
bourgeois composition of the society as a whole reflected' in the practical 
work of the CC. 

2 . The Political and Ideological Basiss As seen in the failure 0 f the CC to 
study for close to one year which has weakened the extent to which the ideo- 
logy of Marxism-Leninism acta as a guide to the actions of the members of 
the higher organs. This failure to study is definitely linked to tbs non- 
Leninist manner of functioning, Blackness, timidity and "duc k i n g" from 
making principled criticisms. 

3» The Organisational Basis: Seen in the poor functioning of many Party 
structures, the non-Leninist practices of comrades of higher organs, the 
inadequate functioning of other Party members in work committees, the lack 
of reporting, and the objecively based — inability of the O.C. to 

deal with all' > matters of discipline further feeds and allows petty' bourgeois 
tendencies to^ dominate the life of the higher organs of the Party. 


CROSSROADS 

The CC concluded that the Party stood at the crossroads *- 

i. The first route would be the petty bourgeois route which would seek to 
make B f s resignation the issue. This would only lead to temporary relief, 
but would surely lead to the deterioration of the Party into a social- 
democratic Party and bonce the degeneration of the Revolution. This "road 
would be an easy one to follow given the objectively based backwardness 
and petty bourgeois nature of the society. 

ii. The second route is the Communist route - the road of Leninist standards 
anri functioning, the road of demooratio centralism, of selectivity, of 
criticism and self-criticism and of collective leadership. The Central 
Committee reaffirmed the position taken by the General Meeting of Septem- 
ber 12th and 13th, 1^82 - the Party m ust be placod on a firm Leninist 
footing.

The occent on support in Grenada’s foreign relations is 
determined not only by domestic factors but is significantly 
influenced by the regional and international situation. The 
Grenada Revolution, the supreme factor delineating Grenada’s 
reality, is confronted by the hostility and might of U.S. 
imperialism. As a small country Grenada requires extensive 
and intensive international support to combat cuccesu fully 
T J.S. imperial! ccs. The foreign relations must reflect this need 
for support. Grenada’s foreign relations must be the front 
line of the defence of the Glorious March Ipth Revolution.

Common theses ere (1) the call for world peace; (2) the 
question of detente; (3) disarmament; (M the resumption 
of the SALT II talks; (5) peaceful coexistence* Also, on 
the question of peace Grenada has pioneered and continues to 
champion the concept of the Caribbean as a zone of pence * On 
this Grenada was able to have a Resolution adopted by the 
Organisation of American Ltates (OAS) at its Assembly in La Pet, 
Bolivia ia 1979. 

Central also to Grenada's foroign policy pronouncements and 
pooitions are the hallowod principles of non-alignment - anti- 
imperialism, anti-rucies, anti- Zionism, nnti-colonielien, anti- 
neo-color-ialisra, u;ti* fascism as veil at irrcnconcilsble opposition 
to the hosting of military bases. 

The principles of national sovereignty, respect for the 
territorial integrity of states, the legal equality of states, 
the right to develop one's own politics-socio-economic process 
ires from outside interference, non-intervention in the domestic 
affaire of stiitec and ideological pluralism are consistently 
stated in and defended by Grenada's foreign policy. 

Revolutionary Grenada has steadfastly supported the call 
for a Hew International Economic Order (NIBO) and for the 
denocratisation of the international economic system especially 
the international monetary system. Along with this call Grenada 
hr,s advocated the widening aril strengthening of South-South 
Cooperation, Economic cud Technical Cooperation cr.ong Developing 
Countries (ZjOLG) (TCDC)* 

Beginning with the Commonwealth Heads of Government Mooting 
in Lusaka, Zambia, August 1979» Kevplut ionary Grenada has led 
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the call for special consideration and assistance for snail inland 
states, a category of states facing particular problems. At the 
meeting of Foreign Ministers of the Non Aligned Movement, New 
Delhi, India 9-13 February, 1981 Grenada was able to have the 
movement recommend that the problems of small inland states be 
particularly considered. 

(For ooro on Grenada's position on small island states 
see the Prime Hinirter's speocfc in Aruba in Annex ) 

In sum then Grenada's foreign policy is very active. It 
addresses itself to the international situation and issues of 
the day reflects the national interest? and concerns* 

CONSTRUCT OF THE WORLD 

The world, as the Ministry of External Affairs has it, is 
divided into seven (7) geopolitical regions. They are 
(1) the Americas; (2) Eastern Europe; (3) the Kiddle Eaat| 

(*0 Western Europe; (5) The Caribbean; (6) Africa; (7) the 
Per East. 

Of course thonc geopolitical regions satisfy Grenada's 
foreign policy needs and interests to different extents and levels. 
Therefore, the degree of closeness in the relationship between 
Grenada and each of the regions is not uniformed. This also holds 
for Grenada's relations with individual countries. 

GRENADA DIPLOMATIC MISSIONS 

Grenada currently maintains seven (?) embassies abroad. 

These are in Cuba, Venezuela, the United Kingdom, Belgium (the EEC), 
Canada, tfco 0;*S/U3A Mission and the United Nations Mission in the 
United States. 

PlanB are fully in train to establish an Embassy in Iraq. 
Grenada's Ambassador designate to Iraq is Mr. 0. Benjamin. 

The possibility of setting up an Embassy in the Union of 
Soviet Socialist Republic (USSR) is also being actively explored 
and should be realised before the end of 198l. 
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GRENADA AND THE AMERICAS 

Ae can be perceived from the fact that Grenada maintains 
fivo miaeiono in the Americas, this 1b a region of importance 
to Grenada. For one, many of Grenada's nationals reside in the 
U.S.A., Canada, and Venezuela. The missions in these countries 
have the high responsibility of looking after the interests of these 
nationals abroad. Socondly, many of these nationals are able and 
are willing to assist the revolutionary process unfolding in Grenada 
economically, financially and politically. The missions have the 
task of mol. lining the nationals abroad to that end. In this regard 
the missions have done good work particularly the CAS and UN Missions. 

Since Grenada seeks to develop very close relations with the 
Latin American countries despite the language difference our relations 
rith this region shows Grenada es involved in many organisations and 
groupings which bring together the countries of the region. SELA, 

DC LA, OLADE, the GAG, IICA, are examples of groupings in which 
Grenada develops relations with the Latin American countries. 

Grenada has diplomatic relations with 11 of the Latin American 
Co .'.nt r its (Zee Anne:: } but' has ambassadors accreditee to 

only tvo countries. This will be improved shortly ae Cde. Richard 
Jacobs, Ambassador to Cuba, is Ambassador designate to Panama, 
Nicaragua and Mexico while Cde. Matthew William, Ambassador to 
Venezuela, is Ambassador designate to Colombia and Ecuador* 

Cde. Vernon Simon is the Ambassador designate to Surinam and should 
present his letters of credence in June 1981. Five Latin American 
countries have ambassadors accredited to Grenada; only two are 
resident. 

Grenada’s moot remarkable foreign policy initiative in Latin 
America was to pioneer the concept of the Caribbean Sea a6 a Zone 
of Peace and to h^ve the OAS Assembly in 1979 adopt a positive 
Ecsoultion on this in La Poz, Bolivia. Other countries have 
recently attempted to pretend to be the pioneers and supreme 
champions of the concept* Grenada must not allow this farce to be 
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suceeseful and must tighten up its definition of Caribbean and the 
Zone of Peace concept and take it into other forums such as the 
United Nations, the Non-Aligned Movement and CARICOM. 

On the El Salvador question Grenada's position io clear and 
irrevocable: the Junta in El Salvador is a genocidal regime 

backed solely by U.S. imperialism and devoid of any internal base 
and consequently any legitimacy. The rtue and authentic represen- 
tative of the Salvadorean people in the Frente Semocratico 
Revalue ionerio (FDR). 

Grenada hao excellent, relations with the Revolutionary Govern- 
ments, people and countries of Nicaragua and Cuba. Grenada desires 
the closest relations with those two countries. Grenada 
several agreement with Cuba end receives tremendous and invaluable 
assistance from Cuba in numerous areas - the New International 
Airport, Fisheries, Education, Military, Agriculture, Health. 

Cuba has also consistently supported and defended Grenada in 
international forums. 

Nicaragua bus also supported Grenada internationally und Granada 
has received tecnnical assistance, it: the form of military uniforms, 
from Nicaragua. Grenada in return lias supported and defended 
Nicaragua internationally being tlio second country to recognise the 
Provisional Government of National Reconstruction in 1979 and 
Grenada sent two teachers to assist the RicaMguans in their literacy 
programme in 1930. 

Grenada lias el os received technical assistance from Panama 
(training of policemen), Mexico (scholarships in sports), Argentina 
(1,000 tins of wheat in 1 9 S0) and Venezuela. The Venezuelans, have 
Given assistance in several areas: Health, Communication (o new 

beacon for Pearls Airport), Sports, Energy. A technical assistance 
agreement between Venezuela and Grenada exists and covers areas 
like raods. Brazil has extended to Grenada a line of credit for 
the new people’s plane chartered by LIAT. 
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In addition the above Grenada will soon be holding discussions 
with Brasil and Mexico to explore and arrange areas for technical 
aoaistanca and cooperation. A delegation from Orenada is due to 
viait Mexico for this purpose in June. Alroady a delegation headed 
by Lyden Raadbanny, member of the P.L.G. has visited Brazil for 
oirellar discussions. Out of these discussions the plane emerged. 

Grenada' s relations with Latin Africa has been active at many 
levels. One thinks though that there is room to imteneify and widen 
tbenc relatione. For one, Argentina, like Brasil, Mexico and 
Venezuela, is among the most developed countries in region. Perhaps 
the same Initiative pursued in regards to intensive discussions 
with Mexico, Brazil and Venezuela for technical assistance and 
cooperation agreements can be pursued with Argentina who has 
indicated strong interest in the Caribbean countries of course the 
domestic policies of repression, the links with South Africa and 
Israel, the part she played in the Bolivian Coup, and the rumours 
of her interest in the South Atlantic Treaty Organisation (SATO), 
are factors which have to be considered and weighed bofore moving 
Unclose to Argentina. however, the possibility should at least 
be considered. 

EASTERN EUROPE 

Grenada now has diplomatic relations with all Eastern European 
Countries. However, Grenada has no diplomatic representation in 
Eastern Europ nor does she have any ambassador accredited to any 
Eastern European Country on a non-resident basis. The U.S.E.P., 
the G.E.K. , Lulgarin, Hungary and Czechoslovakia all have 
ambassadors accredited to Grenada on a non-resident basis. 

Despite the lack of representation Grenada's relatione with 
the Eastern European countries is substantial. Grenada has Trade 
agreements and Scientific and Technical agreements with the USSR, 

Hungary, Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, the GDI* and Poland. Under 
these agreements and tho many Protocols attached to some of them 

/ Grenada 
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Oranate haa received material aaaiataaea from Eastern Europe - 
*** n ® transport, scholarships and assistance in agriculture 
other areas. 

Orenada'a relations with Eastern Europe was significantly 
developed and began to bear fruit after two visita to that region 
by Deputy Prime Minister Cde. Bernard Coard in 1979 and 1980. The 
Cde. Deputy Frine Kinieter also attended the 26 CPSO Congress in 
1981 and further developed Grenada's relations with the USSR. 

Granada perceiveo the key role the Socialist Community has 
played in defending the developing countries and is consolidating 
the hard won independence of these countries. Also, the support 
national liberation Movement have bad froa the Socialist Comronity 
haa been tremendous and often deoislve. Thus, for Grenada the 
Eastern European Countries can be a real source of political and 
diplomatic support apart from the vast potential they have for 
technical and economic assistance. for those two reacone Gre nada 
must continue intensifying its relations with Easton Europe. 
Therefore, the possibility of establishing an Embassy in Moscow 
must he eeriouely and positively explored. 

Another initiative in Eastern Europe which oust be considered 
is a Visit to Romania. At the recent meeting of Grenada's Heads 
of Missions in March 1981, Butler Houae, Belmont, St. George's, 
Grenada, High Coamisaioner to Canada, Cde. Jimmy Emmanuel, 
reported that tho Romanians had approached him expressing interest 
in having the Cdo. Prime Minister visit Romania. 
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THE MIDDLE EAST 


Grenada recognises that the Kiddle East with ite petro wealth 
offers great scope for: 

(i) technical and econocic assistance and cooperation; 

(ii) Economic Cooperation among Developing Countries (ECDC) - 
South-South Cooperation; 

(iii) a stronger role for the developing countries in the world 
economy. 

Thus, Grenada's foreign relations with the Middle East has been 
guided by the recognition as well as by Grenada's principles of anti- 
zionism and anti-imperialism. Grenada has developed close relations with 
Algeria, Libya, Syria and Iraq, Today it has technical assistance arrange- 
ments with Libya, Algeria, Syria and Iraq and has received substantial 
assistance from these countries, Algeria io providing all the oil, gas, 
used by the machines employed in the construction of the Kew International 
Airport for 1981. 

Grenada's relations with these Kiddle Last countries was strength 
er.ed r-rvl developed after Prime Minister Maurice Bichop viEitedthesi in 
1930. The Price Minister brough back over EC* 21m. in grants. The 
possibility of a visit to other Kiddle East countries such as the United 
Arab Emirates (TIAE) and Kuweit is currently being explored. 

Mr. Ashley Taylor, Legal Adviser to the Minister of External Affaire, 
visited Algeria and Libya in April 1981 as part of the mobilisation for 
the recently concluded Co-financing Conference for the international air- 
pert held in Erussels, Belgium in Bid April 19Sl. Also, it io likely 
that the Deputy Prime Minister will pay a visit to Libya, Algeria and 
Iraq this May 1981. 

Thus, Grenada has pursued an active policy in the Middle East 
designed mainly to harness the immense potential the region has for grants. 
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lines of credit, soft loans, technical assistance and energy. However, 
Grenada's Middle East policy is also geared to develop close relations 
with the anit- imperialist, anti-*ionist forces in the region and to sup- 
port the Just Struggle of the Palestinian people* Thus, Grenada has reco- 
gnised the PLO cs the legitim?,te representative of the Palestinian people 
end remains unswerving in its conviction that no settlement can take 
place without the involvement of the PLO. Therefore, Grenada has taken 
c position irreconcilably oppoeed to the Camp David Agreement. 

On the Araq-Iran war Grenada supports the initiatives taken by the 
Non-Aligned Movement to mediate between the two countries and bring a 
Just solution to the conflict* The war between two anti-imperialist 
countries, tow members of the Non-Aligned Movement, two members of OPEC, 
two anti-zionist countries ia fundamentally regrettable particularly as 
it consumes tremendous energy and resources which could have been gain- 
fully utilised in the anti- imperialist, anti-zionist struggle. 


It must be pointed out here that despite the invaluable assistance 
Grenada has received from the Kid Last, finance, energy, patrol boats 
from Libya, Grenada has no diplomatic representation in the region* 
Grenada has diplomatic relations with seven (?) countries in the Kiddle 
Last but baa not even a non-resident ambassador accredited to any of the 
countries. It is therefore key that Grenada implements the decision to 
send Mr* 0. Benjamin to Iraq as Ambassador 

WESTERN EUROPE 

Grenada has two miseiono in Western Europe: 

CD the High Comciccion to the United Kingdom* 

(ii) the mission to the EEC located in Brussels, Belgium.* 

Diplomatic relations have been established with 14 Vest European 
countries and ambassador accredited to eight* 

As a source of tourism and as a market Western Europe is of impor- 
t«ne. to Grenada. Also, in the United Kingdom are many of Orenada’a 
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nationals; this adds importance to relations with Britain particularly 
as the British Rationality Bill is so topical. However, ths Thatcher 
led government of Britain has adopted a hostils posture to Grenada and 
there has been very little bilateral contact between the two countries* 

Grenada’s more fruitful relatione with Western Europe has feeen 
through the EEC Commission. The EEC has funded projeota in Grenada 
including the building of conounity centres and the supply of milk* 

The best known foreign relations initiative Grenada has nade in 
Western Europe was the recent staging of the Co* financing Conference 
to mobilise funds for the International Airport. 

Grenada has also sought through the Socialist International to 
develop strong relations vithethe Social Democratic Parties of Western 
Europe sooe of which are in power in their countries* This is o policy 
which b as tremendous potential for realising material assistance for 
Grenada. Also, through the Socialist International Grenada can make 
its contribution to detente disarmament end pence i$ Europe* 

With France Grenada has a programme for Technical Cooperation. 

This includes road communication, energy bio gae, agriculture, mineral 
water and the training of teachers in French* These areas were raised 
by Grenada during ths visit of ths Frsnoh Technical and Cultural 
Mission headed by one Mr. Andre in October, 1979* The victory of 
Francois Kitterand of the Socialist Party, a member of the Socialist 
International, in the recent presidential elections should permit 
closer cooperation with France*

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TB£ CARIBBEAN 

Most of Grenada's relations with the C rihbean has been through 
the regional institutions: CARICOM and lta Ministerial Committees, 

WISA (soon to be the Organisation of Kant Caribbean States (0EC3). 
Grenuda ban been consistent in its attendance of moat of the meetings, 
seminars and workshops organised by regional bodies. 

The more isportant one3 are the CAFI COM Council of Minis ters 
Meetinga, the VISA Council of Ministers M etings and the Meotinga of 
the standing Committee of Ministers Responsible for foreign Affaire. 

In these forums, Grenada aeeke to cooperate closaly with ite Caribbean 
counterparts while not sacrificing national goals and principles. 

Grenada has agreed with the other Eastern Caribbean Countries on 
the transformation of the West Indies Associated States Council (WI£A) 
into the Organisation of Last Caribbean at^tco (QECS). The OECS should 
come into being on dth July. Grenada has agreed in principle but the 
propoced treaty must be carefully studied. 

Despite the hostility of some Caribbean countries Grenada has dis- 
played its good neighbourliness on several occasions; for one, after 
the Union Islanu uprising :uid the apprehension on on its territory of 
flutaba Charles, Grenada returned the latter to the Government of 
St. /incent; again Grenada has offered, despite its weak econony, 
scholarships to the other countries in Its fisheries Training School. 

In order to atrengbten and promote its relatione with the Caribbean, 
Grenada has designated a High Commissioner to CARICOM. Already St. Lucia 
and the Bahrunus have egreed to Grenada's requeat to the Caribbean.

AFRICA 

Grenada's main foreign policy concern in "frica thus far has been 
the situation in Southern Africa. In all international forums Grenada 
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has been very consistent in its condemnation of South Africa' a 
apartheid and racism, its illegal occupation of Namibia, its gcnocidal 
repression of the South African Mnd Namibian people and its military 
aggression and acts of destabilisation against the Iront Lino. States, 

As e concrete manifestation of its corrr,itKent to the liberation 
struggle in ~»outh Africa Grenada in February 198*1 gave ECi50,000 to 
the Namibian Libcrstion Fund set up by the Organisation of African 
Unity. <0«) 

Sue to the acute cti;tc of underdevelopment of the economies of 
the African countries Grenada does not view Africa os a source of 
financial and economic assistance, however, individual countries 
such so Nigeria with its booming oil economy con provide substantial 
assistance. As a matter of" fact Grenada received a grant of some 
i£Q117,dX from Nigeria for banana rehabilitation in 1981. The po- 
tential for intensifying relatione with Nigeria exists end is being 
developed. 

Africa con be a source of great diplomatic moral and political 
support* When the imperialist sponsored bottjb went off on June 19, 

1930 ceceral African countries coma out condct,£iins the viciouG attach. 
Also, when U.S. imperialism attempted to sabotage the Co-financing 
Conference held in Brussels recently the African countries of tho ACP 
all come out with a strong resolution condemning the manoeuvres of 
the U.s. A. 

Therefore, Grcuodi; must intensify its diplomatic relations with 
the ..fri can countries, rrcscntly Grenada hoa relations only w\th 
lean than one half of the African countries one does not hive on 
ambasuodor accredited to any. Moves have boon made to accredit 
Cde. Fennis nu^viotin© to the t rent Line States. Grenada has recognised 
end has established diplomatic relations with the Saharan Arab 
Democratic Republic showing onco again its support of just liberation 
struggles. 
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In Asia Grenada baa developed close relations with very few 
countries* Diplomatic relations exists with nine countries and four 
have ambassadors accredited to Grenada while Grenada h&sxone accredited* 

Grenada has been critical of the South Korean fascists and has 
developed healthy relatione with the Democratic People's Republic of 
Korea (DPRK) (North Korea). Cde. Sclvyn Strachon's viait to the DPIZX 
significantly firmed up relations while Korean trade and cultural 
delegations have visited Grenada. Also, the non~resident Ambassador 
Hr. Li Jung Ok has made several tripe to Grenada* A technical and 
economic cooperation agreement between Grenada and the UPRK has been 
discussed end negotiated. One of the areas is an irrigation scheme 
on the Paradise Estate. 

*ith India Grenada has discussed the possibility of technical 

assi stance* This involves a cotton ginnery for Carriacou. Nothing 
definite ha© yet emerged fro* the discussions. 

A Grenada delegation is scheduled to visit. Mongolia and Vietnam 
very shortly* Thic vs 'it should really widen and dee non Grenada' c 
relations with those two countries of the Far East. 

KSMBERSHIP IN INTERNATIONAL ORGANISATIONS 

Grenada enjoys membership in several International organisations*. 
This reflects Grenada's active foreign policy geared to promote peace 
and cooperation among the members of the international community*

This international organisation ic key to Grenada's foreign policy. 
Grenada joined the Movement in 1979 and was immediately made a member 
of the Coordinating Bureau. In the Movement Grenada has expressed 
organised support for the liberation struggles the world over and has

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re i a forced its anti-imperialist, anti-colonialist character. 

Reciprocally the Non-Aligned countries as a movement have ex- 
pressed firm support for the Grenada Revolution. Statements to that 
effect were adopted by both the Havana Summit, 1979, and the Foreign 
Ministers' Meeting, New Delhi, February 1981. This moral and political 
support is indispensable for Grenada confronted as it is by U.S. imperi- 
alism* the point is that . Grenade' s membership. in the Non-Aligned Movement 
is- a weapon in the struggle against alien domination. 

Grenade's member.' -hip in the Movement has earned it the respect 
and material support of m:.ny countries. It was through attendance of 
the Havana Summit that Prime Minister Maurice Bishop Made the vital 
contact with the Kiddle hast countries and wap able to visit Algeria, 
Iraq, Libya ar:d Syria rubaequently and obtained tremendous financial 
and oincr Gssii tar.ce.

These 
Coordinating Groups can enhance Grenada’ s prestige and also bring con- 
crete gains for Grenada. 

THE UNITED NATIONS . . .... - t , - . : . - 

Grenada has used the United Nation's to maintain contact with ’’ 
the cany countries in which it has no representation* This adds 
importance to Grenada's membership in the United Nations. 

In that Organisation too Grenada has been able to show support 
for liberation movements, support initiatives for peace and disarma- 
ment and has been able to explain the Grenada Revolution. Grenada 
has not so far initiated any action in the U.N.

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Membership in the United Nations has uilowed Grenada to benefit 
from U.N. Agencies cuch ns UNESCO, The United Nations Development 
Programme (UNDP) and The Economic Commission for D a tin America (E'lLA). 

In 1979 Cde. Maurice BisliOp addressed the 34th General Assembly 
of the United Nations while Cde. Selwyn Utr^chan addressed the 33th 
General Assembly in 1980. 

SOCIALIST INTENTIONAL 

In the Socialist International Grenada has been able to show 
organised support for peace, peaceful co-exi«tence, disarmament, detcntS, 
cooperation between nations and for the national liberation struggles. 
Grenada's relations with the SI, developed through the attendance of 
its meetings by Cde. Unison Whiteman, has earned for Grenada statements 
of solidarity with the Grenada Revolution. Theae statements are of 
vital diplomatic raid political importance. 

Membership in the SI has also permitted Grenada to develop relations 
with progre sive parties and sectors of Western Europe. Cde. Maurice 
Bishop's recent attendance of the SI Meeting in Holland served to make 
good contact with the leading personalities and parties of the SI. 

THU COMMON Til 

Grenada's main interaction with this grouping was the attendance 
of the Heads of Governments Meeting in Lusaka, Zambia in 1979. In 
that meeting Grenada's main initiative in the Commonwealth was uadef 
that is, the advocation of the need for special consideration and 
assistance for email island states. The Cde. x ViB© Minister lucidly 
preoented e paper on smal} island states outlining clearly the severe 
constraints which these countries must surmount. 

FOREIGN POLICY SUCCESSES AND ACHIEVEMENTS 

Grenada has scored some successes in its foreign relations, ^waong 
these can be cited 

(i) promotion of the special situation of small island states • 
through its determined efforts Grenada has been able to 
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have a vide crose-aection of the international 
community recognlae the particular problems confronting 
small Island states | 

(ii) pioneering and championing of the concept of the 

Caribbean Sea ao a Zone of Peace — the OAS has recognised 
it sg such when in 1979* La Fez, Bolivia, Grenada tabled 
a resolution which was suboequently passed; 

(iii) being the oecond state to recognioe the Provisional 

Government of National Reconstruction in Nicaragua, June 1979. 
This move consolidated the revolutionary process in 
Nicaragua and accelerated Sonoma* s fall; 

(iv) being the first state in the Western Hemisphere to 
recogrise the Saharan Arab Democratic Republic; 

(v) giving material support, EC£50,000 to SWAFO; 

(vi) the tremendous invaluable economic, financial and technical 
assistance received from external sources. 


BALANCE OF FORCES IN THE WORLD 


Grenada's foreign policy, as can be perceived from the above 
information, is highly active. It is rooted in Grenada's domestic 
situation and is guided by Grenada's principles of non-alignment and 
anti -imperialism, however, any successful foreign policy must be 
aware of and respond to the international conjuncture. 


One of the main characteristics of the present international con- 
juncture is the changing balance of forces. Previously imperialism 
led by the U.o.A, held unchallenged sway over merkind. Kow the 
socialist community is strong cuid growing still. TheU.S.S.R. ic the 
equal, at least, of the C.S.A. Other poles of power have developed 
through the ability of the OPEC countries to exact from the rapacious 
West adequate compensation for their natural resource: petroleum. 

Thus, today when the O.S. imperialism launches economic aggression 
against Revolutionary Nicaragua and Mozambique , refusing to sell them 
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wheat, the U.S.S.R. can supply the two countries with the necessary 
wheat* When the U.S.A. refuses to loon money to Nicaragua, Libya 
provides the money* When the ClA destabilises Angola and sends in 
mercenaries against the popular HPLA, Cuba moves to assist Angola 
militarily and successfully. When the U.S.A. tries to stop Grenada 
building an international airport other coun cries assist Grenada in 
the construction of the airport. 

The point is that U.S. imperialism no longer holds sway over 
mankind. Though it remains powerful U.S. imperialism is on the decline. 
Today as oil rich Saudi Arabia increases its contribution to the 
International Monetary Fund and its voting power increases the basis 
for the tJ.S.A. veto control of the international monetary system is 
being eroded. Doubtless other oil-rich countries will follow the 
example of £a.;di Arabia. 

Thus, Grenada’s foreign policy must be cognizant of and reflect 
this change in the balance of forces. A foreign policy which is not 
mindful of the international conjuncture is doomed to failure. Ac 
a country embarked on the construction of a revolution, the change in 
the world's balance of forces is for Grenada .a positive factor.

This is the most serious threat ou:: country has faced 
since March 13th 1579.

Thursday, 1 ' th March, the Comrade Leader o our party and 
Revolution, Prime Minister .Maurice Bishop n\do a speech in 
which he warned of the danger of stepped-up military 
aggression in our region. This was follow ;1, not even 
forty-eight (40) hours later., by the large* scale military 
in., -cion against Nicaragua; which iook pla;e in the early 
hours of last Saturday morning, 15th March. 

(3) Our party's analysis of the threat to the region and to 
Grenada in particular, .comes not only from the verbal attacks 
of senior officials of the U.S, administration not only from 
the major attacks by President Reagan agai ‘ st both Grenada and 
Nicaragua om March 10th; not only from the large scale 
military manoeuvres right now being conducted in our region.

Central Committee Chairman and Party Leader Comrade Maurice

member must, approach the deliberations of the meeting ir.- c 
spirit of frankness since it has been called resulting ir 
the comments picked up from the party’s membership reg rui: j 
the problems faced by the party and revolution and their 
disagreement with the conclusions of the regular plenary 
session of the Central Committee held, from July 18 - 23, 1.9?3c 

He further emphasised and stressed that all comrades must 3 \.r. 
a high level of security consciousness with the documents 
their contents, emphasising that this is an internal party 
matter and must not be discussed outside of party bounds. 
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CENTRAL COMMITTEE REPORT 

The Central Committee report to the membership was 
presented by Cde.. Ewart Layne, member of the Political 
Bureau of NJM Central Committee. The report was characterised 
with a spirit of frankness, straight-forwordnesA, criticis.: 
and self-criticism. It pointed out that the present crisis 
faced by the party and resolution is the worse ever in 4% 
years since we are faced with the reality of the degeneration 
of the party, its possible disintegration ip. six months end 
the resulting overthrow of the revolution that can come in on a 
year’s time if we don 1 1 .take effective,. nieasures to remedy the 
situation. The report gave concrete evidence which testified 
to the fact that this process is already i u train. 

It is a spirit of criticism and self criticism ascertained 
the reasons for the orisis 'facing- the party and revolution 
pointing squarely at the Central Committee as the source - i 
the problem. In so doing the views held which stated thao 
Organising Commi 1 1 e e ( Ch C ) ami Disc i pi inary Commit tee ( D . C ) 
were dispelled since as the report pointed out the problems 
of these committees are symptomatic to the real problem, t t 
of the Central Committee. 

The report analysed that the Central ^onfibittee 1 s main 
problem is that of the weak quality of leadership provided 
by Cde. Maurice Bishop, Chairman of the Central Cammit tec- or! 
leader of the party. It frankly pointed 'but that Cde. 11 urioc 
Bishop has tremendous strengths that are necessary for d-c 
process but these by themselves cannot carry the party cut ..f 
its present crisis. The qualities are also needed, th^se 

1. A Leninist level of organisation and discipline 

2. Great depth in Ideological clarity. 

3. Brillance in strategy and tactics 

4. The capacity to exercise Leninist supervision, 

and guidance of all are,:s of party work are to:ay ir.* 
present in the Comrade.

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Thus the Central Committee has been making errors for 
the last 12 months, vacillating and taking a right Vopyorc 
path. 

The report also pointed out th, t the weak functioiij.no of 
Central Committee^ its vacillatory positions, the umri -i-y 
of its members to study, thinks, take hard decisions 
struggle for their implementation have led Cde. Bernard Jo..- 
to resign from the Central Committee September 1982. 

Continuing in the same spirit of open self criticism tno 
Central Committee report criticised the C.C for not giving 
policy guidelines on the different areas of party work. 

It is based on the above that the Central Committee rcyor 
to the G.M its decision to establish a mod l el of joint la io._ 
of tne party by marrying together tne strengths of Cde-s I'Lnr: 
Bishop w.nd Bernard Coard with the areas of work spelt ovj a: 
e. ch C e. As we stated this model of Joint leadership in 
acknowledgement of reality existing in our party for thv In 
ten ye rs and authority is now being given commensurate \.i ir- 
responsibility so as to inprove and make more effecienv , 
party's work. 


The Central Committee also made six other conclusions c.:... 
decisions and demenaded of every party member that they ai .

The Central Committee in its report warned the members 
against the illusion that the crisis that we are now in cr 
be quickly and easily solved. It instead called on them t 
wage a long and persistent struggle as the only guarantee 
to a solution to these ever recurring problems. 

After the Central Committee^ report Cde. liam Tames 
called on the members to be frank, open, cold-blooded ar.d 
objective in their deliberations and overcome the tendency 
be timid.

Cde. Layne informed the G.M that Cde. Bishop asked- for tine 
to reflect which was given to him up until Friday 23rd. He :il 
said he aee<teto know Cde.

in the proposal. Comrades but Cde. Bishop had not shLvin 
consistency in action as his verbal expressions may inlic 4 
Instead he has been in practice resisting the criticism 
the majority position. Cde. Cornwall pointed out that 
action vacates the fundamental principle of a Marxist 1 c .1. in J - 
party, that of democratic centralism which is the e_u r. 
Marxist Ieninist Party and those aspiring to build such 
party. That failure to uphold democratic centralism in ill c 
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care would lead to sedous problems in the future and the 
inability of the C.C to apply this to other party Comrclos 
and committees in the future/ Cde. Cornwall stated, that 
Tuesday 20th Cdes Strachan, James, Layne, Austin and. himself 
spoke with Cde. Bishop, at the end Cde. Bishop said "I will 
definitely come to the C.C meeting on Friday but not btfcrr/ 1 . 
He also said in the same positive manner words to this effect 
to Cde.'Layne of Thursday at 10.30 p/m.'-' However, he failed 
to turn up to the C.C meeting and thus joined with Cde. Layne 
in saying that Cde. Bishop showed contempt to the C.C ioclcicn 
and democratic centralism. He also reminded the G.M that .many 
party Comrades members, candidates and appliacnts even Com aO'. 
who are not even potential applicants have been seriously 
criticised by the party, however they continued to work a:,.'. 
struggle for the interest of the revolution* He went mi to 
say that we must decide on what type of phrty we are building. 
If it i f s a Marxist Leninist Party then all, not some of the 
Leninist principles must he applied* But if it is a cicl 
democratic party then we must leave the people’s b v cks r.i mm* 
He finally endorse the postion that no aspiring Leninist cm 
remain on the C.C if the party fails to apply this C.C ecr.s:. 
on the \vay forward and therefore is prepared to resign.

correct. Cde. Spooner asked - "What were those concerns? 1 ' 

Cde.. Whiteman resp nded t , t one concern is tK.t he needs f. 
adjust psychologically and secundly there were certain imp...v.nt 
points not reflected in the minutes. Cde. Peter David said a..:t 
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the G.M was concern about Cde. Bishop's absence and thus he 
should explain* 

Cde. Bishop in response S-.id th. t he assumed that tne wC 
v;ould explain his position" to the G.I1. He -dded that the 
discussions in the C.C Plenary h s raised concerns to hin. 

When stripped bare and until he has completed his ref lections 
then he can face the G.M with a clean conscience, &e is nuv; 
relatively confused and emotional. There are several thirds 
th t concern .hin and thus require a lot of nature reflection. 

He s^.id th-.t he shared the basic C.C conclusion on tne cri..x 
in the country, and party ana that the source of the drisis 
lies in the. 9*C . He adued that he firmly believes that the :

He and -is 
conteupories h-ve distaste for ,one man. leadership and he ii:.s a 
strong positi n on this. He further pointed out th^t his 
of leadership is an error since it calls for consensus, unity 
at all cost and this cause vacillation. And he is not sue 
that he has overcome this. 

Secondly he said .that he feels strongly tin t the party must 
have a clear position on areas of denorcation of respopsx Ji^i «„• 
-ns systems of accountability. He is of the r view trn t some 
Comrades held strong reservations and they should h^ve i-aiaaci 
them in an open and principled way. He said that if tmoy 
held them for long and then 'sudxn spring then then there 
must be need for reflection. 
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then in an open and principle way* He said that if they 
held them for long .^nd them sud deity spring them then there 
must be neud for reflection* 

He informed the G.M tint in the JULY C.C* plenary there ..vs 
assessment held and chat many points that are now being node 
about him th t were not made then. He stated that -he -is clwevs 
open to criticism but he should have been approached first 
before the meeting so he would be able to work out a clear crc. 
cogent response* He went on to say that there, is a fine lire 
separating a petit bourgeois and a scientific -response* he 
felt tli t if he had those conclusions on a member he would 1 we 
ooncora£ them before although this may not be a scientific 
position. 

He also said that he is concern about the minute-s being 
given to the G.M* If minutes are given which show what each 
member of the C.C has said it can develop ideas of groupings 
and fractions and vacillations in the C.C* He is afraid that 
it would eventually reach the masses and reaction and would 
taus undermine the revolution and give rise to suspicions w. t 
t -ere is a power struggle in the C.C. He said that if we .re 
to rebuild links with the masses then by solving the problem 
by being frank it would undermine the confidence of the it" loi- 
ship. He sees this clearly and does not understand why ot._er 
C.C members cannot see this. He pointed out tlvt in the 
tne C..C has decided on not communicating sensitive matters c ; j : 
defence. He said that at the emergency C.C meeting a lea*; o 
part of the meeting was spent discussing whether Cde. Valvar 
Boldeay, the C.C recording secret ry should be present at t__o 
extra-ordinary C.C plenary* At the emergency C.C meeting svie 
Cdes had apprehension but no w 2 weeks l.-ter they Iwe no 
apprehension in giving the minutes to the G.M* 
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He then Baid that he is concerned about what is the 
real meaning of the C.C's position# He is haVihg horrors* 

If it is what he is thinking, of then he does not see himself 
as being on the C.C or on the C.C as a lebder# He said w.«..t 
tiie C # C pointed out that his strengths were the ability to 
agitc te the masses, to articulate the position of the partr ...id 
government to the masses and to hold high the banner of tx^e 
revolution in the region and internationally and his w ©akiiOoe^L 
were lack of Leninist level of organisation and discipline, 
brillance in strategy and tactivs and all that have he^-r. 3C± Cm 
But the C.C. said th. t precisely those qualities he lacks arc- 
those required to carry the revolution forward because those 
he has can't take it further. Thus the strengths of two Odes 
are to be married together# He is suspicious that Comrades — v 
concluded that the party must be transformed ^into a harxist 
Leninist party and thus he is the wrong person for the le„ dor. 
He can't accept this compromise, it is unprincipled. He 
explained that for him to put out his strengths it must oe c.a 
a result of a' deep conviction, love for the poor and working- 
people and out of a feeling of. confidence from the C.C. _.o 
is not satisfied because the totality of points node is a :i".tm 
him in a direction he is trying- to run from. It is not jo.-na 
leadership but a compromise in the interim* "What is u no 
genuine substantial preference of the Comrades he asked.' 

Cde. Bishop went on to say that only he can solve the 
problem he is now facing because any assistance and talk 
about this not being a case of no confidence will be seen ay 
him as t ctical* He further said that he is considering the 
option of withdrawing from the P.B and C.C but has not yet 
resolved this. Therefore the C.C as the vanguard of the 
vanguard has a duty to meet in his absence and come up with 
clear conclusions on how to cone out of the. crisis# He sb -cu 
that the C.C should not wait for him because supposing cuter 
ais reflection he decides to withdraw, then many vital week. a 
would have been lost. His only concern he stated is about 
certain areas in the report that concerns him about his role 
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in the future but the C # C should go ahead and meet .and' irl ; b- 

ever line is taken can he communicated to him. 

C<le. James stated th t in his view Cde. Bishop uust 
remain in the G.M and hear from the members. He went or. to 
say that we uust distinguish between emotional and psychchej: 
reactions from decisions of the C*C.. The C.C is the highest 
body and its decisions are binding on all - this is a funda- 
mental Leninist -principle. It must not be for some but for 
all. He stated th. t what is at stake given the. depth of tho 
crisis is the future of the revolution. The number onp aria:, 
for every one must be the interest of the party and revolutia 
Our whole approach to this question must always be total 1;- 
cold blooded, honest and objective. We must 'ask . ourselves ah 
is the correct 'Solution, what is the way forward. 

On the question of raising it with him before Cde. Janes 
said t.n t theire is no Leninist rule tint demands tliis 3 th. t 
party rule requires .this. Ig a comrade choses to do this it 
is out of that comrade's own liking. Cde. James, informed .he 
G.M th. t the C.C has removed Comrades from the P.B and: 
before and no such approach* as Cde. Bishop desired in his .v l 
was used. 

On the question of the minutes going to the G.M Cde.

Cde. Francis Gill stated that it is necessary' for Cde. bij. 
to be here and stay at the G.M. H e needs to hear tin, die — -./. 

gH the members. Cde. Gill said that the emotionalism d 
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not surprise him 'because of the petit bourgeois nature of the 
p^rty. He further stated that 1 the criticisms he has read in 
tjie minutes have be^n frank and he does not see any petit 
bourgeois manifestations in them* The main issue is that of 
settling the leadership question. He agrees that Cde. Bishop 
does not have the ideological clarity. At first uany members 
thought that the problem rested with the Organising Committee 
but now he has realised that the Organising Committee cannot 
have problems if the C.C does hot have. Cde. Gill stated that 
all of us h^ve the weakness of not frankly raising criticisms 
and Cde. Bishop should appreciate that now comrades are. willi„g 
to do so. This is a sign of the growing maturity of the C.C aim; 
G.M. 


Cde. Gill said that he appreciate Cde. Bishop’s concern on 
the minutvs going to the G.M but failure to give information 
holds back the party. For too long the majority of the party 
h~s be- n operating in ignorance. Cde. Gill said that he has 
always seen lways seen leadership in the party as being joints 
He had serious concerns when Cde. Co^rd resigned. He fart ._«r 
stated th t it is necessary for Cue. Bishop to ‘iimve bilateral an.. 
collective discu' sions with the membership. He said that in 
his view there is no other way forward except a qualitative- 
change taking place in the C.C* Cde. Gill then read Oat a 
njotmtion from Karl Maiac M We have chosen a path in which we 
can accomplish the most for mankind, then nobody can how u. c j 
because they are only sacrafice for everyone. Then v/e enjoy 
no poor limited egoistic joy for our happiness belongs to 
thousands. Our deeds will live on working eternally.” 

Cde. Anslen Ddbourg said thlt there is a crisis in t„e 
The C.C is the highest organ, once it is split then no party 
and no revolution. He said that the question of collective- 
leadership is a fundamental principle of Marxism Leninism. 

That collective leadership could only advance and push ir_c 
revolution forw rd. He refe^ed to Cde. Bishop* s statement 
on page 10 in the minutes where Cdoy Bishop, said, 11 lie is am.oli 
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by the levels of thought and preparation of Cdes as evident 
in their various contributions". Cde. Debourg said that 
this is a hint to there .being a conspiracy in the C*C. Cdo. 
Debourg said that he does not think that Cde*. Coord 1 s 
resignation was_, correct and criticised him for this* 

Cde. Loainnne Lewis said that in the past the C,C has not 
been frankly criticising each other now out of the blues it 
has been done with Cde. Bishop and if we are to put the part- 
on a Marxist Leninist footing we must not suddenly jump to 
Sricirise. iihe also aked how would we bring the question of 
joint le dership to the masses since there are many people v:nc 
would not like; to see Cde. Coard as leader?'!. 

Cde. Liam Janes answered th_.t joint leadership is an 
internal p^rty natter and is not ' to be brought to the masses. 
Cde. Bishop would remain a Prime Minister and Commander in 
Cuief of the Armed 1 Forces. He said th t the key to defeating 
rumour aongering is th&' proletarian acceptance, attitude cc.d 
disposition of the two Comrades, In the pcst r imperialism amC 
reaction spread rumours about power struggle in the party but 
this made no headway because the closeness of the two comr ues. 

Cde. Ewart Layne said that if we strip things of personal 
feelings ; nd ground then on the organisational principles of 
proletarian party and the concrete situation in our country a .a-n 
the C.C conclusions are correct. He said that no Marxist 
Leninist principle says th..t y.u must first privately raise 
criticism, Cde. Layne referred to the resolution of the C.C 
plenary- of April 1981 when there was a unanimous call fur tight 
chairmanship. He also said that cane up in December 1981, 
October 1982 and July 1983 all being critical of Cde. Bishop *s 
leadership. He also said that the C.C resolution of October 
1982 said th,.t there was nothing wrong with Cdes holding 
bilc.te als and. consultations on party matters however, these 
metters ou t then -be eventually brought before the p t rty Vyj m 
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On the minutes Cde. Loyne said that we are cot fooling anycnc* 

The members know what is going on. We must be frame and 
honest. He then quoted a passage from the' material*' ’hemocia cy 
and ■centralism 1 which all- members studied 1 a 'f ew‘ V/eeks ago 
"Lenin considered the development of critidism „.nd self 
criticism in every way among the indispensable cohditions for 
strengthening the party and for improving its' work. The 
party of communists criticised itself, and by criticising 
inevitably strengthens itself. Principled * open criticism :: .£ 
considered by Lenin to be the duty of a revolutionary. lie 
pointed out tin t it. had a place in the arsenal : of‘ l eveiy pax ty 
organisation. Lenin warned "that the party' must critically 
examined the results of its activity, and should not hide fro., 
t^e party members and. the people the shortcomings .in its -nxi:, 

"The party cannot fulfil its role of leader. ^of ;tho working 
clars and all working people if it fails to notice its- own 
s-iortcomings ; if it is unable to expose the negative aspects 
in its work, if it is afraid to openly and honestly acknowledge

mistakes and cpnnot correct them in time.

"Lenin wrote in this connection: 'A political party's rttitv.ua 
towards its own mistakes is one of the most important and 
surest ways of judging how earnest the party' is and hov; it frl:?:.L\ 
in practice its obligations towards its class and the working 
people. Frankly acknowledging a mistake, ascertaining the 
reasons for it, analysing ■ the conditions' that have led up to it, 
and thrashing out the means of its rectification - th.t is the 
hallmark of a serious party j that is how i't“shbdld perform ih 
duties; and how it should educate and train its ' T cl'ass aha h .on 
the nassesi) ' 

"Open criticism of- its own defects is not 'assign of the 
weakness but of the great strength of a Marxist party, ^ha a 
means of strengthening it further. Lenin insisted that a 
party could learn to win and succeed only when it could face 
the truth, even the worst, squarely". 
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Cde. Loyne further stated -th.-t.Cde* Bidhop.is of the 
opinion th t there is a. plot -and ; conspiracy td remove iiim 
but at this time: for tactical reasons we are going half 
way. This Gde. Layne considers ito, be gross contempt for 
the intelligence of the C;C, For him to feel that under 
every choir, in every window there is a conspiracy going on 
is nothing but contempt. 

Gde. Lex Me Bain said that since April 1981 the resolutions 
of the C.C has been pointing to weak Leadership given the C.C 
but nothing w. s being done. Therefore if. we* met and taken 
another such resolution and do nothing then soon the party 
would disintegrate and the revolution overthrown, 

Cde. Ronnie -Spooner said th t since April *81 with all the 
resolutions it can be said that the C.C has been a talk shop. 
Information -was not being sent down. The. C.C was not taking 
firm measures. He said that a . weekend seminar the party 
membership identified 19 features of a social Democratic 
Party oed^s clear that they all ore applic ble . to our own 
party. The failure of the C # C to pass on information to t:_e 
membership shows that the C.C was operating as a clique an d 
did not trust the membership. . He stated that Cde. Bishop as the 
leader of the party should.be the first person to abide by c .c 
uphold democratic centralism. His failure to do. so is nothing: 
but a pe;.-it bourgeois manifestation. .He further pointed out 
that Marxism Leninism is not a dogma but a guide to cre.tivc 
action and in this regard; sited tne nine man joint leadership 
in Nicaragua. H$ firmly at. ted that he supports, joint leuaer- 
ship in ‘the party, and further went on to s. y that it is h.c as a 
of the C.C and party's vacillation we are in. this situation. 

As the old people say 'what happens in the dark must coue out 
to light 1 . He. however, confidently said that today shows 
thfifc the party is prepared to come forward*. Referi©g to 
Cde, Bishop he said that one never knows his strengths if he 
does not knov/ his weaknesses. 
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Cde. Nelson Iiouison endorsed C‘des Layhe and •Gill's position. 
He said tut tlais is the first titae that the C*C d.s .telling 
the membership the truth f He noted that many Comrades Lve 
been seeing the problems and not ' saying anything. "We must 
decide whether we are building a Marxist Leninist party or a 
social democra tic one. H e notSed that many National Liberation 
Movements have failed because *of this failure to build a 
Leninist party. He pointed out his disagreement with Ode.- 
Bishop’s position when he earlier said that the opinions of 
the members c ann ot help him end that he alone can help himself « 
This Cde. N. Louison said is a petit bourgeois position* lie 
then quoted from the document 'Supreme Principle of Party 
Leadership* which was recently studied by the whole party, 

"Lenin severly condemned any attempt to ignore the opinions of 
ordinary party members, to look s upon them ns IneTely the e:::ec .tor, 
of the will of leading personalities. For him, a party motive r 
was an active, conscientious, political fighter, a master of

Cde. Wayne Scndiford said that he criticises Cde. Bernard 
Co;.rd for resigning from the C..C and that he is worries i-O’.v 
Cde. -Bishop is seeing the criticisms of the C.C and G.M as 
some' kind of conspiracy. * He said that he does not want to an 
part of any Conspiracy. He then pointed out th t many 
Comr des h.ve been moved 'from their orignal areas of work and 
placed in others.

(1) ANALYSIS OF -THE PRESENT STATE OF THE PARTY AND asVOLUT .v 

Cde. Ewart Igyne lead off in the discussion. He said that 
had received/minutes of the last C.C plenary, all documents 
and report from the P.B and C.C. . Therefore his assessment 
is based on these reports and feed back from' the ground he 
had picked up during his short time home. 

The situation is that the revolution now faces the greatest 
danger since 1979. There is great dispiritiveness and 
disatisfaction among the people. Though not. in an ooen way 
it can be recognised. The srate of the party at present^ is 
the lowest it had ever been. The international prestige o: ' 
the. .party and revolution is compromised e.g the* C.C delegati- 
visit.' to the S.U. 

We are faced with the tasks of Managing the state sector in 
great, eppp 94 nic difficulties, to build the economy in' the face- 
of tremendous pressure fron imperialism. Politically, to : 
raise . the consciousness of. the working ciass and working 
people in '-'the face of resistance from imperialism and to 
build the party into a Marxist Leninist v inguard in a coiinvv - 
that is dorminasly pettit bourgeoise and to carry the 
proposed constitution* tc the people in two years time. 

Militarily, to organise the defence of the revolution in ti j 
..face of a qualitatively steppe l up agression from imperial!.- . 
who' for years has attempted to carry out its policy of becc * 
more and more into a "gun Boar" policy. lie small Caribbean 
islands aretcing drawn into en alliance against Grenada and’ 
all the left organisations in the region. 

We have to develop an army with more complicated means. 
Tighten our relations with the World Socialist Movement 
especailly Cuba, S.U,’ G.D.R, of which rela* ; T.ons are becoming 
more and more complex. To stear off isolation but not at 
the extent of departing from the correct prth, and to carrv 
out all tasks of social development. 

In the face of all these tasks the p<-rty Ls crumbling , all 
mass organisations are to the ground, org:as of .people Ise 
democracy is about to collapse. T he internal -stds of the 
party is very dread. There is wide protest against the 
higher organs, : * prestige has fallen in .the eyes of tho 
party members and the masses. T he C.C b*s proven it^ inabi 
k lity to give leadership to the process e.i this time the C, \‘ 
-cannot determine the 'stage the revolution'is at. 'The style 
of the C.C is becoming more and more formrlistic. The !rovt: 
and carrying * cf working class elements into the party 
is. low. The style of leadership is carri-i out bv directive.-, 
(members says that democracy is dead' in t .:3 oarty;. Decis‘ : ' • 
making is characterised by spentainety. 

The C.C is on a' path of right opportunism md is very dish., 
to its members e.g in the conclusions of ’vae July plenary 
was reported that C.C has advanced, every single committee 
mass orgs were criticise excoct the C.C a;d P.3. ■ 'The 'failrr

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tasks and accuses others for this it very M-ri.su s. y or soon 
ideological justifications will be found for these mistakes, 

C.C criticised, the NYO for their short comings, at the 
some time Cde, Tan Bartholomew has been given additional 
responsibility of’ C.P.E and St, Patrick ’ s P. C,B. Ke said that 
the* ‘tasks given to the NYO in this period are giant tasks which 
is impossible to accomplish in th= end it will only lead to the 
fu 3 tration of the Cdes in this area. 

In his view the main problem is the C.C,. The C.C has diverted 
from - the correct path. This, will lead to the ; .total disinb.- 
,-^r :tdon-of the party and the collapse of the revolution; at the 
same time -when the work on the economic, military and internati'; ;ol 
front 3-be comes much more difficult. 

The C.C needs to take a serious view, frankly criticise itself 
iiiorder to move out of this serious dangers in the interest of 
the 1 masses and the revolution. 

CCiSV Vbht bur* supported the points made’ by Cde. Layhe. He . said 
tliot the party is facing disintegration. Cdes are complaining 
of the amount of tasks, some are showing- signs of resignation, 

Cdes are afraid to speak up, thay show timidity and fear to 
express their .positions. He said that this can make the C.C 
lose a let of prestige. Cdes do not agree with the C.C 
conclusions of.. July. They also raised that the' months have 
passed and there is no implementation of the conclusions. . There 
is a serious drijt away from the party by the key supporters 
:f the. revolution, the vocal edes are now -passive, they are 
act- prepared to fight 'the reactionary lines, cn. the. ground-# 

Community work is noticing as was expected,- he graded.it as 
poor to fair. The militia is non existent.. In some respects 
the masses have gone backwards ideologically using the 
.resent positions on the Korean plane incident and comparing 
it with the pssition of the masses on the** Afgnistan in the 
early days of the revolution* He said that pc.ople are getting, 
their lines from VOA. 

Cde. Leon Cornwall also agreed, with .the analysis made by. Cde. 

Layne.-#* He said that the honey moon period of the revolution 
i is ever./::; In the past 414 • years progress was s sen in many areas 
aSi the masses were on a high, now the 7/ork is becoming much 
,; ::iore difficult and complex. The C.C has *ailid to develop a 1 
•‘perspective on’.howrthb revolution *-mus±J develop. The C.C has 
oiven too much unrealistic tasks and In pushing Cdes to accom- 
plish it they become fas tr ate d. .A.striking feature in this 
period is the absence of the masses in the activities of the 
rsjvo.l.^iqn , because of the deep fus tr at ions which exists. He 
said that there is confusion among the party masses, we dc hot 
know how we are going to come out of this situation because the 
party has not develop a prospective. • V7e tend to push things dor* 

Cl.es throat and fustrate’ them.-. 

All areas of mass organisation w y rk hes falls n f which is irelVtefc 
to- dur lack of prospective on hov; tc implement solutions. The 
2 -rious economic difficulties we face is also affecting the 
people# 
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He said that Cuba had similar problems in their development ‘b; t 
they were able to develop a militant mass base because of the. 
strength of the party in developing a psrspective and its w o:*-s 

Th'efe is a lot of confusion structuraly in the party. There 
is no clear system of subordination. Structures are created 
without having a perspective tn them- Too much shifting 
around of Cdes. have failed to develop Cdes, v;e also make 
too much mistakes in who we send to train ebroad e.g the Cdes 
of the Y 0 uth Organisations are bitter because training abroac 
is seen as a passport to' transfer them into’ other areas, of 
work. In some cases we send Cdes to train onljr to fill the 
places offered to us. 

As a party we are not , playing a Reading- role in' the process. 
Inner .party democracy is being down -played' this is a result 
of bur style of: .leadership ant vcrk, also how we seek to deal 
with the young Cdes Is domagai^g *the dignity of the party and 
its membership. 

He also agreed. that the C.C is on a r ight opportunist .path 
referring to the conclusions of the July plenary. He continue-* 3, 
to say that if the C.C i3 to gain any respect we must move 
away from this path. He said that this pro :lem is aa a result 
of the low ideological level of .the C.C and' the party in 
general.. Cdes see the conclusions of July a set of * 
administrative measure si ‘ There ,s no syste:: to- ensure that 
Cdes understand the lines of the pr.rty. No ^josective on t ho- 
development cf -the G,M f s. Rethinks that t'u solution is an 
ideclogicslfe’clear and steeled C 5 C ; and party which can explain 
the lines of the party and can 'impliment it in all areas.

Party Cdes bramble the masses, a small amou V; of our firmest 
supporters are leaving- the country. The m /')d of the party 
is -also lower than the masses.. -at this time, there 6xist a lev. 
of mistrust, resentment and fustratioh amen; party Cdes. The** 
are not convinced, on the lines given by the l.C on Cde.. Coard* 
and Cde. Radix. Cdes sec double standards .„i the party e.g 
when Cdes of the C.C do not do any house* to .louse Cdes do not 
have any respect for the D.C, they also she-’' a willingness tc 
resign. Cdes of the Workers Committee are r lying that their * 
is at stake, they attend toe many meetings, ,iey have no ti m e v • 
visit workplaces and given very little time ;o address “the tr- 
•union work. Cdes refer tc the case of Sydn- Francis and 
Valentino Sawney who were disciplined recently in sayi ng that 
Cde. Austin committed a similar offence and . e was not discicll 
Party Cdes are just going through motions, they lack the spirit 
to fight on the ground. They criticise the supervision cf th- 
OrC, they say that communication frem the C 2 is weak.' 'They*** 
refer tc the July Conclusion saying that me tings we;s held 
v:ith M’s and C.M’s no meetings ’.yore held wi'h A ' 3 but at the 
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saae time A's are expected to carry out the decisions and tea', 
from the July Plenary. 


’'•urty has been dishonest witn us memoirs on a nut 
,-wlhhas shaken the confidence of the party masses, me u.^ 

'’dees not rsport frankly, the flow or information is a najor 
Problem, internal party democracy has teen destroyed and 
decisions ere handed* down without involving the full mem hers 

Timidity is a major problem in the, .party, Cdes are afraid to 
soeak out frankly because when they do they are termed in 
different ways. .Members and C.M do not understand basic norms 
of party life. Cdes were not consulted when the three Cdes 
of the C.C- was brought onto ti-Q P.B; Cdes'do not know the mem. .1 
of the Cehtral Committee. ' The D.C has net played the role it 
had been assigned to do, it has developed a very arrog: ant . 
attitude towards Cdes, it has not developed ways of assisting 
Cdes that come before the D.C. The masses have lost confidence 
in the party, irregularities takes too much time before it is 
solved, e.g water and electricity problems police and soldiers 
who left the army are going to Trinidad. Th^r complain abou* 
the condition in the army. The economic problems are not 
explained to the people, and the Church has grabed h number _ 
of* people in this situation. He also reported an incident ci 
Militia Cdes guarding a Church in this period. He said. that 
the party ha 3 not yet developed a ploicy.for dealing with t.i 
Church. The revolution has lest it s ability to manners counter: 
who are very active. He refered to the 3C0 turn out in the _ 
indoor rally in Sauteurs as a very weak turnout m the content 
of the amount of mobilisation done. Mobilisers were actually 
chased in some areas. 


Cdes complain of the lack of stability in the leadership of the 
NYO* He accused the party of bleeding the youth movement. 

The best Cadres are pulled out at a time when \he youth 
movement is in problems* Leading Party Cc^s have contributes 
to the discrediting of the youth Cdes terrerise the youth 
calling HYO "Hot yet organise”. We are net yet clear on the 
relation of the party and the mass organisation. He referred 
to occasion where the party is guilty of the above as the O.C 
ordered to run all youth from the Tivoli * court , Cdes of the . ^ 
HYO do not get enough support from the par*;y, Cdes complain . 

the O.C is not giving them adequate guidance. When. members 
of the p~rty are tied up for NYQ activities they do net turn 
u? and failed to give any excuse. He continued to say that tie 
international prestige of the WO is very poor thare is the ^ 
possibility of loosing seat on the Bureau cf W.P.DY. He raises 
the problems experienced by the G.D.R Cdes now in Grenada. 

His view is that Cde. Goddard is given too much work as a 
result he cannot focus on the youth work in St. George^s. 


He said that the main problem is in the C.C. The C.C need t; 
make frank decisions and communicate to it 3 members frankly.

There ,i 
a serious lack of C.P.E and ideological work, in the Armed Fore. 

■The work .in the geographic * regions is handled unsatisfactorii 
using , the iSt. Andrew's issue as evidence. He also rais.ed his 
concern over the C.P.E programme, He said that in a context w- 
the pa r$y faces! disintegration the C.C has failed miserably 
concluded 0 that; if we- continue in this way the p rty will- soor 
loose state power;

The- militia? 1 non • existent, the army^demoralisq the Cues have 
:genu ining complains, growth in militarisation and deep 
economic problems. 

No long and short' farm goal's are set for the propaganda 
Committee' and the masses are moving . backward politically. 


The Poor quality and low moral of the party is communicated 
to the masses because party Cdes live and work among the 
masses, they also display a harsh attitude to: the ’massas. 

The masses are demoralise because cf the party's failure to 
manners the situation. -Party members cannot be at' hack ‘the 
reactionary lines on the ground. There are also varing 
trends among party members, at the legel cf committees there 
.is. dog. fight.’ ^ going on. - The pettit bourgeois ele men ts 
are usi^g the situation to excuse themselves from* criticism, 
however, some members he^e bceome more proletarian in their 
Q.ppproe- c li • • Members, are demoralise by having to carry out 
unrealistic tasks and .-.decisions. The C.C has failed to 
analyse the problems, correctly and come up ’with a long", term 
plan~ development • Cdes sees t.ic July conclusions as bein^ 
very dishonest. • 


The question' of the ideological development of the C.C 
is an issue that we need to make a decision on. If this 
is allowed to continue the party will disintegrate in a 
matter. of. 5-6 months with Cdes resigning, awolicants cannot 
make, workers do not want to join the oarty as a result the 
f.ew remaining members will tcecme over burdenedj&fustrated 
the party will collapse and the revolution cannot ‘continue 
without the . party. The' revolution can be turned back within 
one. year. _ i ihe International support cf the' working 

class is . lessening. ‘The party need to put the interest of 
tne .working people first and foremost. ■ 
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Cde. Bishop said that in some ways Cde s contributions 
have began to address tomorrows agenda. 

He said that he is struck by the levels of thogght and 
preparation of Cdes as evident in their various .contributions 
■Though some conclusions are a bit pre mature, they are 
however* correct he agreed that the main problems lies in 
the C.C, in his view it have to do with two main factors. 

(l) -Low ideological levels, insufficient knowledge* and 
awareness 

(3) The lack of perspective as evident in a numberof' 

C.C meetings e.g'16th July* However, points are 
coming out more sharp cly today.' 


The ‘lack of proper application or strategy and tactics 
has. led to ;Our party paying no significant attention to the 
views of the party and the masses; there is clearly no 
channels fox .'communications which *has lead to a breakdown 
of collective leadership. Ecu. .said that it was premature 
-to mg^ga from monthly mee ting s°/who list ic plenary.: The C.C 

has/oeen able, to receive oral and written reports from 
•the -party; • Decision were taken outside of the C.C, we 
have not set up systems for impliaentati:>n and verification. 
The C.C is. very adhoc in its approach to the work. The 
consistent over ruling of decision leads to a lack of 
clarity regarding the role of the higher organs', and 
inability for the C.C to provide guidance monitoring .and 
supervision of the work.. This is as a at suit of the 
increasing complexity of the work. 

The C.C has not bean able tc rise to the challenge of 
the increasing complexity this has led ? ±h\ to take a 
number of unrealistic decisions. 

The C.C has made a number of mistakes ov-..;: the past 13 
months because of the weak links with th> masses we became 
bureauractic and too formalistic in our approach. Visits 
to work places have disappeared., increases non attendance 
at zonal councils .and parish meetings, vi3it to communities 
to meet people at an informal level, -dec: ’ease in the 
number of discussion and. meetings with o-sople in all areas 
of work, failure to participate in .public activities, 
village meetings have disappeared. We hr .ye not paid 
sufficient regards to the material base ia the country. 
Changes in the. economy, changes in social wages and the 
predormin&nt. P.B Character of the masses md society ag 
a fehole cur propaganda positions have consistently fed 
economism. We have failed t-; ooint out v > the masses that 
this period requires a number of sacrafic is and -If 'r we 
are not prepared to build the economy through har'd work 
we will not make it. vve have to take the blame for the 
over economic expectations of the people, 'We need to 
develop proper lines on these questions f:r the people. 

He said the moed among the farmers is very low they criticise 
and attack workers for not producing. 
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The mood of the agricultural workers is also very low pointing 
tc his last visit to one of the state farms. 


“is 'understanding of' the criticism and complain from the party 
wJ to do with the lack of channels of communications for the 
membership to raise their complains and grievances .which we need 
to "address, Ke agreed that ’a lot of criticisms have develo-ped 
: * leading Cdes in the party. He shares the overall concerns 
that Cdes have arrived at. 


*C'dc- • James agreed that there is a serious crisis in the party. 
There are signs of the beginning of disentegration, .in the 
party, drop in confidence and prestige of the C.C. If the 
situation is not rescued there will be no hope for the future 
of the party and its ability to hold state power. 

^•hc “work of the party among the masses . has been badly affected 
by the mood of the party masses. At present the mood of the 
masses is low. Y/e also have to conclude that counter revolution 
will seek. to exploit the situation that we face. It is also* 
clear -that our ability to hold state power has also decreased. 
The problem however, lies, in the Central Committee which is the 
■•i^in link in solving the situation.' The C.C. will have to -take 
a:: honest cold blooded and scientific approach to save the party 
a ad revolution. 


C'ie.. Louison said th t he was shocked bn his arrival in the 
country to. see the state of the roids which is in. the worst state 
It has. ev.er been since the revolution. This he said is because 
cf the continued decline of the' work of the pirty. He also 
tainted o\it to a 'split in the P.F.tJ Executive -as evidence of th=: 
present situation. He said that having listen to a number of 
Coos he agree that there is a lot of problems .in the leadership 
;il/^lso . pointed to the low ideological .level of the C.C and the 
continued slow rate of development of a number- of Comrades on the 
C.C. There is also a cigar lack of contact with the masses among 
some of the C.C Comrades. He feels however, that suffideint 
wiisht has not been given to the objective situations and the 
problems^in the economy -which we have failed to explain *to. the 

mcrsies* fie also pointed to the fact that while we ere loosing 
links with the ^masses the middle class types have been coming • 
t;. the revolution for jobs. He said that this is due to the lack 
oi propaganda work to r--ach the’ masses. Ee said that he is still 
t:- be convince that the 'ideological levlls 1 of .the masses have font 
esekwards. Some Cdes gives a panicky impression in the way they 
.ur.ne taeir points. 

H e feels that^.C is still capable of leading what is missin^fchc 
ideological level and collective leadership. The n^-f ^ feature of 
tne July plenary is still correct. . The revolution is deficient in 
seeing the problems squarely and putting things in olace. 


CwS. Whiteman said that he is shocked at the need in the country, 
no pointed to. the failing of the two indoor in St. George's 

:.s an indication of the present situation, me said that there 
is not enough two way communications in the sarty, . too much 
--.-ctives is given regardless of Cles work plans and schedules 
unrealistic targets, arc 1 .set .especially in C.F.S* The 
propaganda work has been too idealistic especially on the economy, 
never seen the road in such a. bad condition beferd. We 
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have not been able to detect how the enemy operates he feels 
that there must be some counter revolutionary network in the 
country. Too much time is spent on- small issues instead of 
fundamental i. is sues e.g the church. He said that we do not fully 
grasp how the church is working at this time and what tactics, 
and strategy must be employed to counter them. We do. not fuliy 
know how the masses think and the house to house is not effective- 
in achieving this. His view is that the leadership must spend 
more time in house to house in order- to know what, the people' 
are thinking, we also need to think of how to build and-, sub stein 
the mass organisations in 'the face of economic difficulties. 

lie described the directive to remove all party Cdes- children to 
public schools as a wrong approach, ha said that the decision 
battle has not come yet, we have tq focus on the majxr contradict- 
ions instead of .these minor points. He suggested a second 
leadership structure that con read and summarise reports, .he 
feels that the .Leadership spends too much time reading reports. 

Cue, Strachan said that he p-rty is new 10 years and 6 months 
ole, though the period we have met on. several occasions to lock 
at the work, the problem is that thexe has been a constant 
struggle to get. the work done, ha do not know how- long this thin-: 
would continue for. The situation the party facas is even at 
the level of applicants. It is clear that a rebellion has starts-:, 
it can burs~t out if it is not solved in a serious way, This 
is because the C.C have not lived up to expectations. 


*nare is a lot of confusion and unclarity, Cees are complaining 
tnot.a large percentage of the party is not working, Cdes are ° 
complaining of being, ever burdened. The party do not. give any 
attention to the economic- and social problem of the party 
members, Cdes* have not internalised the channels for communicat J • g 
and use; them and even .when some- of their problems are. solved 
u-nc party do n<± double check to ensure. There is no system 
t j. assess the performance of the C.C members. The C;c is very 
ier from the general membership and the D.C is not playing the 
role, it helps to demoralise Cdes. A hard lo\ k must be taken 
as to how the D.C must function. 


The weekend seminars have shown that there is potential for 
building a serious M.L party. The sessions brought out both 
^positive and negative sides cf cdes. * However, the negative 
siaes was given too much weight. The last rounds of seminar 
snowed a qualitative difference in Cdes discipline. There was 
an- incredible l$vel of thought and participation, these things 
are -happening at the same time when complains are '..coming up. 

The level of attention to internal party development is not 
-given as needed. Y7e accept this in principle but in practice 
we have been different. -The problem we face is in t*e style 
and method of our v?ork. He said that a very high level of 
complacency exist at the level of the C.C. He .jointed to the 
October crisis when the C.C met and took a number of decisions 
rr ke til2 P«*y o\xt cf the rut. Cdes began to attend studies 
^ime, prepared and attended me.-tin^s on time* However, -the 
fundamental issuj«£. -were placed aside. 
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CC Cdes have not been taking a global look at the work, 
instead they only emphasise cn their narrow area of work. _ 

He said that we are maintaining the revolution and not lead*., 
it. Cut* style of work shows a tendecny to platfcrmism as 
op osed to doing the hard slabbing work. He also refered t:- 
the points made in the Fedpn group, seminar to. canaracterise 
the oa^ty. Busy busy action, temporizaticn and vasillatio.^ 
in taking hard decisions is eveident in the C.C and more to 
Political Bureau e.g the St. Andrew’s task force situation, 

He said that whenever we postpone a decision we are the one 
loose because imperialism is not waiting on us.

He said that- -in-his- view-’ a great --majority- of Cdes love the 
party and express a willingness to work in the party buu are 
not aware o:f what they should do, using example of Gloria 
Hastick who expressed her willingness to remain? in the party 
but she has been having many problems. ' He said that the 
C.C hc.a not tried to appreciate the problems that Cdes 
experienced from time to time-. He said that Cdes have used 
the rules, as a form of resistance referir:g to the no of 
holiday leaves, excuse from community woik etc.

whet isneeded i3 firm Leninisa. He pointed cut 
tnat the most fundamental problem is the quality of l*adershiu 
ux ; tne central Committee and the party provided, by Cde. Maurice 
nishpp.pln his view the Cdeohas great strength, Ms ability 
vo. inspire and develop Cdes, his ability, to rais.eMhe regional 
and international respect for the party and revolution^ he 
has the chrisma to build the confidence of the people both in 
ond^out of the country, and to put forward clearly, the: pest ions 
ai the party.

She said that she had identified' ja number, of questions for 
the C.C to deal with in order to move forward, being that we 
now have to decide what perspective, to use and how to develop 
political education, strategic long term and short term goals 
for propaganda. The best way to coordinate media propaganda 
with the propaganda work of the party, how ao.we develop our 
lines quickly to the party members, how to structure the C.F.L 
programme to encourage more . participation, the level of party 
participation in C.?*E, what amount of programmes can* the 
party' substain and maintain, qualities to look for in the 
selection of new party Cdes, how do we improve communications 
from -the r higher organs^ to the lower organs, how to structure 
the Secretariat, should the HYO become a semi vanguard, how 
to direct political education, how to organise community work 
successfully, hew to overcome militarisation in the army, hc \7 
to organise militia tc ensure maximum participation, what is 
the long term* futhre . of the zonal councils and how do we 
sacrafice quantity for quality. 

She said that neither the P.B aorthe ^C.C have analyse these 
fundamental questions that is why these problems exist today 
on and even/it is done it is limited. 'and vasillation follows. 

She agreed that the leadersof the .party has failed to provide 
the necessary leadership to the party. She commented that 
the main problem of the C.C is idealism, volunteer ism, - failure 
to face up to hard decisions, illness as a* result of phycolc**!- 
cal pressures in this context' the Cde. leader has not taken ~*~x: 
responsibility, npt given the necessary guidance , even in era. a 
where he is directly in charge of the. guidance is net adequr ;o 
is disorganised very often, avoid. z$si onsibilities for dealing r.ll 
v-ith critical areas of work e.g. study class..

James he again referred to ..the • Fedon s.tudy seminar 
making the point that (J^es always wait -for someone else 
to-' take, the .le--d, which/ one of the reason for this rut. We now 
have to take the responsibility of demanding: higher qualities 
from the Cde. .Leader. . The Cde. should have dealt with him, every 
time he slipped in the past. Ee recognise the brill ance of tno 
Cde. but agreed that .this is not enough to carry... the process 
forward and to build a serious M.L party. He used the example 
cf Cde. Fidel who is always reflecting and thinking saying thr.t 
these are the qualities that a I£.L leader must have. ' He said 
this is .the time when we have to deal with the main problems 
cf the C.C.

He agreed that the points 
are correct especially correct -application cf strategy and tactic 
which cannot be achieved except the other qualities are fulfil, 
r. e had. found difficulties cf finding a relevant material to

He. had several problems ever the years 
especially the style that entails consensus, and unity at all 
costs* which can result in blunting class struggle.
